Being thun al meunted on Bozſebacke, 
King bepig alſa ſet fears with-bis:' Bretber Emperoz, to 
wing bim on his way, Moyally attended on every ſide, with L oꝛds 
Ladies, and many other Gallants of the Court: And fbep that 
could nat fand legs io gos, ſomm epes to weeve at the departure of 
heir faire Lady and Miſtreſſe the new Empedle oi Conſtanti- 


pe . in: ne ants cron un t. rte 2 
At lad, both theſe mighty Pʒinces came neere vnto a ort ot 


the Sea, whereat they muſt needs part: there taking leave of each 


other, they were koꝛced to render 'moze thankes in teares than 


woꝛdes the which J am not able to expꝛeſſe. But above all, the 
Emper dur peelved King Pepin ws2thy thankes,foz his quic ke, ſud⸗ 


dainꝛ, and grievous conſent in giving to him his lapꝛe Siffer Bel. 
ly ſant, and with ſo francke and free a heart to yeeld him h's good 


will. At which wozdes ol the Emperour vafo King Pepin, the 
; King pzeſently embꝛaced him in his armes, ſaying, Faire Sir, 
and my Rizht loving A. ond and Bzother, J have not received you 
accoꝛding as pour eſtate required, noz with ſuch Trinmphes and 


magniftcenceas became me, but in that you have ſo gractouſly ac⸗ 
tepted my tm power, J hold mp ſelfe content in that J have done, 


but not what J ſhauld have dane: and therefoze, there belongeth 


fmall thankes unt q me, but from me. inumerabie: in that vou haue 


beene pleaſed fo accept of my Siſter toꝛ your Wife : whereby (4 


truſt) long frienv-ſhip ſhall bee continued betwirt vs: In token 
whereof, 4 take witneſſe of all that are heere pꝛeſent, that my bo» 


dp, my Realme, mp Goods, and all the powers that J can raiſe 


in Fraunce, tz aduenture foz pour ſafefy and ſuctour all the daics 


al my life. 


King Pepin being thus departed from the Emperour, turned 
- bimlelts

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himſelle unto his Siffer Bellyſant, and in this manner fakes his 
leave: Faire Sifter (quothhe )thinke no longer of this Country 
of France, wherein pou haue ſpent pour infant daies, but remem⸗ 
ber that youare remooved to a Country ofother conditions, Allo, 
let pour bebaviour be ſuch, that J, the reſt ot cur Friends, and the 
whole company of all the Peeres, may have honcur and joy in you» 

Againe, as the Countrep whither pon now doc goe is ſtrange 
vnto pou, ſo bie pou gouerned by the modeſt Ladics of the Land, 
and give no eare to wicked Counſell, oꝛ to ſuch as would moobe 
pou to diſlopaltie. Foz pou are the Creature that J have alwaies 
deareſt loued in all the wozld wherefoze, If 3 ſhould heare tydings 
other then good from pou, oz oł pou it would be the onelp cauſe to 
take awap mp life. Affer this he gaue vnfo his Siſter many wozs 
thy gifts,and ſo embzacing and kiſſing her, with weeping eyes, be 
lefther to the mercy of the Maues. The young Lady, whole 
heart being overcharged betwixt Joy and Feare, was not able to 
anſwer a wozd, ond what with teares and ſighes, the paſſage ot 
her tongue was utterly ſtopt. Then all the Lozdst Ladies tooke 
their leaves each of other, at which was let fall many bziniſh feare 
as well on their parts of France, as they alſo that were to goefoz 
CY but eſpeciallp, foz the departure of the Faire Las 
dp Bellytant. 

All duties of loue being ended, King Pepin returned into France, 
and the Emperour by this time mounted on the Seas, had wind 
and water at ſuch will and pleaſure, that within ſhozt ſpace hee 
with all his Zrapne arrived in ſalety in Conſtantinople : where 
at their landing they were all receined with great Joy, Yonour, 
and Triumph: All which, here were needlefſe to recount. But 
marke what d: not long alter theſe 3 oyes and Triumphs 
were cleane extinguiſhed that was made foz the Ladie Belly ſant, 
in place thereot, nothing but mournings, lamentations, and feares 
were placed, and allfoz the ſaid pooze Ladie, which by treaſon 
and falſe accuſations, was caſf out and baniſhed, as heereafter 
moze at large pou ſhallperceive.

-Poſſeſions, and committed all his Bolome⸗ 
khoughts vnto his ſecrecy : And in the end made 
him ſole-Gouernour and Commander over his 
houſe, as alſo, hee was the Emperoꝛs pꝛincipall Confeſoz, and 
one ok his greateſt C ounſellozs, foz the which, hee afterward had 
many a ſozrowfull heart. | 
This Biſhop, koꝛgetting all the Emperozs favours and great 
honours done bnfo him, being entangled and overcome with the 
beauty of the new Empꝛelle, which ercelled all mozfall creatures: 
Indꝛdinats luſt pzebailed with bim ſo farre, that there was nothing 
ſtood in his wap, ſave ons ly fit time and oppoꝛtunitie ta ſettle this 
his determination. At laſt, it ſo chance on a day, that he eſpicd 
her all alone ſitting ſolitarilie in her Chamber, which this Arch⸗ 
Pꝛieſt well obſeruing, hee came into the Chamber likewiſe, and 
ſafe downe by her, At laſt, hee began to behold het with a lmiling 
and jeſting countenance, ot᷑ al which, the Lady miſtruſted nothing, 
foz that ſhee verp well remembzed his greatneſſe with the Empe⸗ 
rour, and his familiarity in the houſe, and ſhee never ſo much as 
once Dꝛeawing oz thinking of ſuch an evill thought, as that, bee 
thereby would colour ſo foule and filthy an Act, as to motion. her 
to diſhonour, eſpectally; towards the @mperonr his wozthy Lozd 
and aiſter, who lo dearely eſteemed of him, and ſo much affected 
him : But there is neber moze danger like to enſue, then when =_

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ol the ſame houſe infendeth Treaſon. But at the laff, affer many' 
jeaſtures of impuritie, and ſitfing fill by fhis woꝛthie and ver tu⸗ 
ons lady, he began to utter his laſcibious thoughts on this manner. 
Right Deare and Soberaigne Lady (quoth he) J am pour 
Seruant 4 Chaplen,therfoze J deſeech pou not to ſtop pour eares, 
but rather ſet them wide open to heare mp rude woꝛds, eſpeciallp 
foz that J am burnt up in affection towards your faire perſon, and 
fo2 whoſe lobe, I have ſuffered infollerable toꝛments in mp fiery 
boſome. Know therefoze, (my redoubfed Ladie) that the beauty 
of pour admirall perſon, and the ſupernaturall fozme wherein pou 
are framed and compoſed, hath even raviſhed my Spirits, bzoken 
mp heart, ſplit mp whole ſences in ſunder, and quite bereft mee of 
all reſt both by night and dap, and onely wifh dofing upon pour 
peereleſſe Beautie. Againe,(faire Lady) my meate, dzinke, man 
ners, yea, and mp verp counfenance, they all plead at the Barre 
of pour faire face and reſplendant Countenance, Inſomuch, that 
onely mp requeſt and Pꝛayers unfo the Gods, is even this, that 
they would ſo inchant that heart ol pours, that pon would at length 
give conſent unto me pour baſſall, that might not onelp ſerue 
you, but alſo delight pou in all thote pleaſures pou are ozdained uns 
to. It Lady pou refuſs me, and caſt mee off, denping thefe my 
vnreſttull thoughts ( then which nothing will ſooner cut my heart 
in ſander ) J can looke foz nothing but pꝛeſent Death, and rather 
covet therein to be locked faff, as in a pꝛiſon, then receive deniall 
from thoſe your faire lips. Alas(faire Ladie) pou are renowned in 
all the gifts of nature: Faire, Amiable, Courteous, Gentle, and 
alſo Pouthfull, bee nof then the cauſe thaf J ſhould defermine mp 
life bp looſing pour lobe, but rather grant what J deſire, and thers 
by make mee foz eber yours in heartp affection. But Ladie, hap- 
pily pou will vꝛge how you dare fo offend the Gods in this unlaws 
full Act 2 To this faire Ladie, A anſwer, J am one of the Uicars 
of the Gods upon earth. and therefoze if wholy reſts in mp power, 
to abſolue you from your ſinnes, and enjoyne pou pennance, which 
arr Lady, ſhall fall out to be but berp caſte, ſo yon graunt 
mee love. | 


Thole ſpeeches of his being ended, the Ladie thereunto aut of a 
IB 4 grave 
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grabe and pzudent cariage,made unto this perjur'd Pꝛieſt this ex 
celent repꝛehenũon and anſwere, Ah, thou falſe, unjuſt difloyall, 
and Divelliſh Pꝛieſt, ſtaine to all thy Pzofeſſion : how dareff 
thou once open thy perjured month to ſuch a maſſe of Uillanies as 
thereout map enſue ? Firſt, as 3 ſapd againſt thy ſacred oꝛder: ſes 
condly but moſt pzincipally againſt the pajeſty of that Emperoz, 
that hath ever nouriſhed thee in the bond of tender compaſſion and 
love, and hath raiſed thee fo great dignities farre unfif foz ſuch a 
Devillincarnate: And from whom map juſtly pzoceed theſentence 
of Condemnation, both on thee and mee, if de ſhould but under · 
ſtand thy laſcivious and wicked pzactiſes, Thou (I ſay Devilland 
woꝛſe then Devill) thou, that ſhouldeſt be unto me inftruction, and 
alſo a guide fo my life and converſation, in this theu goeſt about 
mp utter ruine and de ſtruction, by thy evill conditions, even be. 
pond that good erpectation which the Emperoꝛ truſteth to bee in 
thee. O never grant (O ye Gods) that the bloud of France, from 

Fd whence J am deſcended, noz the Emperour my loving Lozd, 
Could be ſo diſhonoured, either by me in mp bodie, oz thzough my 
pꝛibitie in any other manner. © falſe accurſed man,behold where - 
unto thou wouldſt deliver me: firſt vnto the utter ruine and ſpople 
of mine henour: next, ſhut up my bodie in unremooveable ſhame 
fo2 ever. amonglt men: And laſtly. bzing my ſoule into the Jawes 
ol death, andthe Devill. Let fall à ſay, all theſe thy vile and Di. 
belliſh p;ovocations to luſt, and leave foz ever hereafter to ſolicite 
me oz any other vertuous creature on this manner, which if thou 
further pꝛoſecute unto me, then canſt thou looke foz nothing but a 
ſhamefull downe fall, and a moſt damnable death. Therefoze 
withthis anſwer depart and ſee that you attempt me no moze. 


This angzy farewell of the wazthy Cmpzeſſe ſtung the Pꝛieſt 
af the very heart, but at that time hee durſt make no further reply 
vnto the faire Ladie concerning love, but as a man all compoſed 
of rage and great furv, he then departed, diſcontent at this his mot 
unfoztunate and unhappy chance. At the laſt, when he could no lon* 
ger holde, hee excuſed himſelfe unfo the Ladie, craving pardon ſoz 
theſe his bold, ſawcy, and raſh follies committed, but pet could — 
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no remedy to reſfoze his honour, Thus being ſoze fronbled in 
mind divers and ſundzy waies, he reſolned what fo doe upon re- 
venge againft this Innocent, which he accozdingly effected by 
Treaſon againſt the L adie. Andſeeing the Emperour knew no- 
thing in this matter from the Cmpꝛeſle Bellyſant how the Arch 
Pꝛieſt would have inticed her to qur, and would have dzawn 
her to diſlopalty to the Emperour, but he could not, therefoze he bey 
gan ts accuſe her unto the Emperour foz dibers crimes, as heere- 
alter moge at large foiloweth to be ſpoken of in this next enſuing

which the Emperour had beſtowed upon him: 
whereupon at laſt he reſolbed, that he would cun ; 

ningly under the cloake of diſſimulation beare faire weather to⸗ 

ward the Emperour, as alſo ſeemed to ſhew how great care hee 
had of his pꝛeſeruation, and fo make knowne his lopalty and 
watchfull care that he ever had towards the welfare. of his eſtate 
and perſon. So it befell that on a day whenas he eſpied a fif oppoꝛ⸗ 
tunity, and taking the Empe roz all alone, he began to bzcake with

But elpeciallp in that you habe made me ſole Commander in 
pour houſe, and therein truſted me aboue allother: therefoze it is 
my duty, to be mꝛay unto pou all thoſe carriages that any way cons 
cerne your High and Mighty per ſon, wherefoze J b. ſeech pour 
Mighnelte fo give eare to that which 3 I ſhall now diſcloſe unfo you, 
fo2 J has rather ſuffer all the toꝛments of Death, then foz fo hide 
any thing from you: and the rather, fo2 that it neerely toucheth 
your perſon, pzofit, and honour. O Emperhz thus if is, Belſy ſant 
pour Wife and Siſter to the King of France, ſhe, whom pou have 
@nanced to this ſtate and dignity, faileth in the duty and "lopaltie 
which ſhe oweth unto her dzead Lo2d : foz ſhee wandzeth in her 


love giving it unto another, which is pzoper onely to pour ſelfe : 


To name the perſon unto your Majeſty J will not, foz pou know 
JamaSacredPzieſt, and map not ſeeke the bloud of any man, 
but pet know foz cerfaine that by way of Confeſſion I came vnto 
the light hereof, wherefoze J neither ought noz will bewꝛay the 
Name of him that thus vſurpes your bed: but let if ſuffice, there 
is not a moze bncleane and laſcibious Woman liveth in your 
Court oz Kirigdome, whereby pour life is in danger, pour honour 
defamed, and my duty towards pou appzoved by what J have told

Againe, 
fo haue had the Emperoz Alexander ſtill my Brother, and faſt 
friend at all allayes, and in all my neceſſifics, was my onelp hope 
and top ot heart, and now behold by her J am diſappointed, defa: 
med, and ſhut out into e ter nall diſhonour, And ſo in that diſt cuſt 
and melancholy, King P-pin returned againe towardcs Orleance, 
When zlandimair pecteibedthe cqurage of the King to be thus 

daunted- 
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daunted, he durſt relate no further newes of bis Lady Belly ſant, 
but leaving the King tooke his wap towards the free, where he 
late ly left her in great paine of Child-birth : being thither come he 
taught her every where, but could heareno tidings ofher : where 
foze being ſozrowfull, he knew nat what wap to take. 

Being in this ertaſte at laſt he fide vp his hozſe fo a thoʒny free, 
and beganne againe to make a narrower ſearch then befoze, wher» 
in he was ſo vigilant, that anon he eſpied her, finding her lat vpon 
the earth, in a manner ſpeechleſſe, foz very griefe of heart, that the 
havloft her Child, which the Beare had violently bozne away 
from her.

L ady (quoth he) 
the other Infant ? why J mp ſelfe but lately came trom the Tree, 
and J am well affured that there lay no Infant there, noz nearely 
thereabout.ow(quoththe Lady)no Child vnder the Cree: With 
thele wozvs ſhee was ſa inwardly wounded, that ſhee felldowne in 
a ſwoond, which Blandimaine eſpping, ſaved her (in what he could) 
and fell into bzimſh teares foz griefs and ſozrow, to ſes his Ladie 
ſo exfreamlp plunged and overwhelmed, and at laſt led 
ward he Tree, where ſhe had left her Child, but when ſhe ſaw 
that other Child alſo gone, thinke then what dolour of he 
the poozc Ladie endured ? in middeſt of all which ſozrowes, the 
thus beſpake: | 
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Alas (quothſhee) can fhere be in the wozld a moze deſolate 
w:etch. on every fide compaſſed withgriefe, pea, and all inſuppoz- 
fable ſozrowes ? but alas ©mperoz, thou art the cauſe, and haſt 
beene the onely meanes ta dehver me even to Death, and that 
wzangfully without cauſt un my part, and only by deceiveable 
counſell haſt thou bereft mes ot thy Company : But heere 7 call 
all the Gods to witnefſc, that J was never faulty vnto thee in my 
body, no2 difobedient vnta thee im any point: wherefoaze once a- 
gaine J am fozced fo cry aut foz bengeance bpon the offenders 
bead; whoſoever. Firſt, fox mp diſgrace, next, foz my Baniſh- 
ment, and nowlaſtly faz the loſſe of mp two Babes iſſued from 
the blood Kopall of the Gmperour of Conſtantinople. But ſeeing 
all theſe miſeries have eventyzed themlelnes bpon my very heart, 
some Death and finiſh what ſozrowes do but pꝛolong. All this 
while Blandimain was an eare:witneſſe of al theſe pittious plaints, 
inſomach as he grew evenweary of her wapling, and in the beſt 
manner he could comfozfed her dying Spirits, by falling to intreat 
her, that ſhe would ſome-what gibe over her mones, and betake 
her ſelfe to herkerte: Whereunto the giving conſent, he accom- 
panied with the Woman he had bzought with him, came vnto a 
neighbozing village, whereas thep lodged and nouriſhed ber, fill 
(hee hadſome-thing recobered her ſtrength, and in ſome meaſure 
loꝛgotten the depth ol her mileries. Blandimaine beganne to bꝛeak 
with his Ladie on this manner: Lady (quoth he) it was my chance 
in looſing you in the woods, fo bpon pour 1Bzother King Pe- 
pin, who demanded of me what tivings, but his b:owes were 
bent and full of anger againſt yon: wherefoze Lady my countell 
is, that you mate not towards him, foz by that counfenance J'well 
perceive pot hall have but ſlender Mel tome. Foz bpon farther 
queſtians demaunded and anſwered, fo ſoone.as he heard me tell 
that the E mperour had exiled pou, he lightly gave credit that his 
was the faut, and therefoze he lapes all the blame on pon, Ma 
(quoth the Ladie)now what J moſt fearedis come fo paſſe, and 
J well perceive that J am beſet with adberfarics on fide. - 
Well beit as it map bee, the Emperoz hath eriled mee 
cauſe, what then ſhall J doe? J will never returne againe to _ 
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buttake wy way into —.— Land, where my body with 
my taults ſhall be [moothered: Foz mp 1530t hops auger is geo 
to great, that he could willingly deliver me ober to death, f 
it is better to flie and ſa fe ſabe mplife, then fall inte 

ſo angrie a Bꝛother. This dolefull ſpeech thee delivered in 
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CH Ap. VI. 


Of the Beare that bare away ane of the Ladies 
Children, 
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but with their rough pawes ſtroaked it ſollly. Che old Beare per - 

ceiving they did not de voure if, ſhewed a Beariſh kind of favour 

toward it, inſomuch that ſhee Kept it, and gabe it ſucke awong 

her pong ones the ſpace of one whole yeare. This Child, bp rea- 

fon of the nufriment if received from the Beare, became rough 

all over like a beaſt, and as he grew in 2 * to 

vp and downe in the woods, and when he met other bens 

would ſmite them, and got ſich maſtery 4 oo 

— ſh the place whercinhe came, he was ſo extroame fi — 
N and in this beat · like Eſtate pow be the Tearm 
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name was called Orſon, becauſe u Beare had been his nurſe, and 
alld became rough like a Beare, | W 
This Beare : man lided ſo long in the Fozreff thgt none (were 
he never ſo hardy) durſt abide his pzeſence: The renowne of this 
wild-man grew ſo great, and ſpzed fo far abzoad ober all the 
Realme of Frarce, that they of the Country round about chaſed 
and hunted him but pzevailed not, fo2 he neither feared weapons 
ne2 Engines. but paſſed thzough all, ſnapping them in peeces, All 
this time he abode in the Fozreft, pou muſt vnderſtand, he neither 
ware Garment, no2 had any bſe of ſpeech, 
ere we leave the wild · man in the Foꝛreſt, and looke a little 
what became of the Lady Belliſant, and her ſeruant Blandimaine, 
and we ſhall ſuddenly find them wandzing and travelling thzough 
divers Lands and Countries, the Ladp eber remembꝛing and be- 
wailing thelofſe of her two Childzen, wiſhing that it were poſſi- 
ble, they might be {fill in ſafety : But inthe midſt of her ſozrows 
full wiſhes, pet ſhe paTed on her weary Journep, ſometime bp, 
Sea, ſomtime by Land fill at length ſhee came fo a Pozt in Por- 
tugall, on the whichdid ſtand an invincible Caffle, kept by a Gp- 
ant called Ferragys, ſo great, and of ſuch puiſſance, that there was 
not a Hoꝛſe fo bee found could beare the libing Trunke of this 
great Gyant. 

It ſo hapned af this Caſtle, that every ſhip that paſſed by this 
Poꝛt, was ta pap tribute to this Gyant, which bee himlelfe did dai⸗ 
ly come abcozdto receive. At length he came into the ſhip wherein 
the Lady Belly ſant, and her Dquioz had paſſed ( fo: ſhee wos laden 
with all manner ol rich Parchandizes) ſo caſting his eyes about 
he eſpied Belly ſant, which he kindly taoke by the hand, and led her 
into the Caſtle to his Mile /foz. he was marrped to a beautifull 
Ladp ) Blandunain followed his Lady alfo, fearing the G pant but 
be behaved himlelfe ſo nobly, that hee did not offer her any violence 
but pꝛeſented her to his Mile whs tece:ved her gladly, and had 
great Jop at the gracious pzeſence of ſo beautifull a Lady, The 
Gpant gave charge to bis Wife, to vſe her hanourably,- and 
Biandimaine her @quioz, During her abode in the Caſtle, 
thee would oftcn ſhed teares, when Gee bethought- ber - 
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of the loſſe of her two Childꝛen, which the Lady of the Caſtle pers 
tꝛibing, would offen comfozther in the beft manner ſhee could, and 
eber her next her owne perſon; foz the jop and pleaſance 
that hee eber tooke in her company. Within this Caftle che tar- 
ried ſome long time, and here we malk leave her, and now wee 
will returne backe againe to tell you ſomewhat of the Emper our 
of Conſtantinople, and the falſe Arch-Pzieft. 


CH AP. VII. 


How by the Counſell of the Arch. Prieſt, new Cuſtomes 
and Taxations were raiſed throughout the City of Conftextiniple, 
and how the Treaſon came to light. 


Lexander the ©mperonr, habing ſhamekully expel. - 
led Bellyſant his wife, Siſter to King Pepin, 
offenfimes repented him of the fac : but by the 
curſed counſell of the Arch Pꝛieſt, vnto whoſe 
woꝛds the Emperour gave ſuch credit continually, 
that what he ſpake was an Ozatie in the eares of 
the ſayd Emperour, Inſomuch as he continually heaped new 
bonours bpon that traiterous Pꝛʒieſt, aduancing him even above 
the highef ofhis Empire, and whatſoever he commanded, was 
effected, At laſt, having gotten all power and authozity info his 
hands, be began foinhance the cuffomes and taxes of the City of 
Conſtantinople, which eration of his againſt all reaſon, ſtroke es 
ven fo the very hearts of the Jnhabitants. Among the reſidue of 
theſe his fo2ced impoſitions, it happened that (accozding fo their 
earelp cuſtomes) there was held a great Part in the City, which 
out about the Poneth of September. Yerevnto reſoztedmany 
people foz divers occaſtons, eſpecially Þarchants. The Fapꝛe oz 
Part dap being come, the Emperour gave the charge thereof vn; 
to this Arch-Pzieff,who accozdingly pzovided himlelfe,and to the 
fame purpoſe armed 200 men to guard his n : being thus ac; 
companied , hee fooke his wap into City, to effect this 
new charge which the ©mperour had co lately 2 
m.

him. It chanced ſs, that among the rot ot them that ſold wares, 
the Parchant was there pꝛelent, (ol nome pon habe read befoze) 
namelp, that parchant that came rideing by the way whilf Blan- 
dimain (the L adies @quioz) and the Arch - ieſt were fighting : 
The Areh-P3ieft perceived him well enough, buf wotilo take fs 
knowledge of him, foz he was bery fearefuil leaft all dis villatiſe 
ſhould now come fo light, The pzeſence of this Barchahif much 
troubled the Arth Pꝛieſt, inſomach as he wiſhed (if it were poſſi- 
ble) his death, and would aſſuredly have effected the ſam by the aw 
thozity that he now had in his hand, but ſtill hee feared ſome great 
fumult would ariſe thereby. Now marke what followed : This 
Marchant among the ref, was richly fuemiſhed with all rich and 
coſtly wares, as Cloathof Gold, Siluer, Silks, Fc. whereby bee 
received great wealth and fooke mozt money then any nde Mar · 
chants beſive. The Faire being ended, the Arch; Pꝛieſt ſem fozth 
his Officers, to demand and receive the accuſtomed duties due v⸗ 
pon the Dale of thoſe Parchandizes. The Officers tame diifo 
this Marchant and ſayd : Sir you muſt pap ten pence on every 
pound that pou have taken, foz ſoit is o d by the great Pfi- 
cer to whom it doth belong. N 

Che Parchant heereat being angrie, ſaid, Cur ſed be that diffop» 
all Arch-Pzieft,fo2 he is the 21 cauſe of theſe new raiſed eractt- 
ons bpon vs: It had been good fo; all men, ifhe had long ſince 
had his deſert, and with ſhame and infartip had ended his dapes. 
At which repzoachfall wozds againſt the Arch. Pꝛieſt, the G 
tonne dis ftaffe, and fmofe the Parchant on the head, that 
pꝛelently the blond guſhed out. Then the Mart hant let ling the 
bloud abdut his tax es, dzew his ſiooꝛd, and ſttoke ſo hard vpon the 
Dffccer, that he lalo him at his ſoefe foz dead. M pon this, arofe a 
great rout thzoiighout the Fatre, ina much as the reſt of the OHifts 
cers comming bp to holpe their fellow, footie ſhe Part hant, and 
bzought him b:foze the i The Atch pie t glad ofthis 
oppoꝛtumty, would ſuddenip habe put him to death, but the Mar 
chunt appealed t JuTice, to haue his carte tryed Vy #ty.

The Arth p iet fearitig the people, ff im away to ſhe Empe⸗ 
r63 loʒ nothing couſd ſatisfie him bert (fo ls: Beit marke, (if 
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ing tho life of the Parchant, h purchaſed hs owne death, as here- 


after foliloweth, 

The Arch Pꝛieſt cauſed the Marchant to be bꝛought into the 
— — whereas he in perſon ſafe Og : The 
mperoz being ſet, the Arch Pꝛieſt then bzought duocate 
plead his cauſe, whichwas fo this effect, that the Parchant had 
committed murther, and alſo ſpoken many woꝛds 
againſt the ſayd Arch Pꝛieſt. The Aduacate having ended bis ac- 
cuſation, the Marc hant ſuddenly fell on his knees befoze the Em⸗ 

roz, and ſaid : Pighty and moſt excellent Pzince, out of peur 
—— gibe mee but audience fo be heard, befozs theſe pour 
Nobless heere attending, and J ſhal vnfold a matter offo great im- 
poztance, that it touches eben pour perſon in the higheſt degree of 
of Treaſon. Say on ſayd the ©mperoz. Mighty Emperoz, and 
my Lo3ds all, A would aduiſe you to make faff the Gates round 
about this your Pallace, that none departfrom this place. The 
Emperoz did as he requeſted : Then ſapd the Marchant with a 
joud boice, Lozds, Barons, and Knights, all you that love the ho« 
nour ot the Emperoz, and the Triumphant raigne of his perſon, - 
attend my wozds ; Foz the time is come, that the Treaſon ołthe 
curſed Arch pꝛieſt, will now be revealedand come to light. Then 
thus great Emperoz, this is that curſed man whome you have e- 
ber nouriſhed and bzought fo great honour, who hath deceived pour 
truſt, foz he it is that hath wzought all the diſcozd betwixt pou and 
pour vertuous Lady whom pou have baniſhed bothfrom peur Bed 
Courf, and Counfrey, and by whom pou have received moze 
diſhonoz, then ever he reaped honour from pou: Foz if bath been 
his part moſt of any, fo have nouriſhed and aduanced pour res 
nowne, and fo have'pzeſerued pour honour, But contrarily bee 
bath made pou mp Dꝛead Lozd infamous by theſe his wicked pꝛs⸗ 
jects, and bzought bpon pou great ſcandall among all Nations : 
foz he ſecrefly and vnder-hand made lone vnto your Empꝛeſle, but 
thee denied him : the which he perceiving, that there was no like- 
lyhood to accompliſh his deſire it dzove him into a thouſand feares, 
leaſt this bis diflopall act ſhould come to light,: and therefoze, de- 
— penny faithfull love bnto your _. 
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Ok all which his falſe accuſations, J ſay heere befoze you and all 
pour Lozds and Barons that he lyeth like a Traytoꝛ, and foz the 
moze appꝛobation of what q have vttered, J will heere bnfold the 
truth of what theſe eyes of mine were witneſſes. 

It ſo hapned on a day (after the Baniſhment of the &mmpzeſſe 
Bellyſant) as J was riding about mp affaires, J chaunced to fra- 
bell thzough a Mood: at laſt, paſſing along the wap, I found this 
freacherous Pꝛieſt, transfozmed out ofthe habite of his Pzieff» 
hood, info the ſhape of a Knight, eben armed at all points ready 
fo2 the combat with the enemp. Dꝛawing neerer and neerer, A 
mightbeholdhim in fight with another man vnarmed, which at laff 
J found fo be Blandiman, @quioz to the baniſhed Lady, who con⸗ 
ducted her in the fime of her exile. 

J ftill perceiving they encountred one another ſoffercely, began, 
to call out vnto them, fo give over this direfull fight : buf they lit⸗ 
fle regarding what J ſapd, à did perceive the Lady pitiouſip wee⸗ 
ping, and at laſt ſapd vnto me thus: Gentle archant, and kind 
kriend, lend me thy ayd ag ainſt this treacherous Arch Pzieſt, that 
ſeeketh by fozce to rob me ol mine honour. T his is hee, and onely 
bee, by whom J am baniſhed fram my Emperozs Bed and Coun⸗ 
fry. Mith that J put ſpurs fo my Moꝛſe. and ran betweene a 
to ſeparafe them, which this arch Pꝛieſt perteibing, ſuddenip fe 
info the Mood, being fully aſſured that J had knowlerge who hee 
was. Noble C mperoz, it had been mp part to have revealed this 
long befoze, but 7 durſt not open my mouth vnto pou, foz fear his 
greatneſſe would have out-lwaped my truth, and ſa have bzought 
myleife to an vntimelp Death. 1 

The Emperoz having heard this tale, ſiohed, and at laſt fell in 
fo teares: in which teares hee turned him vnto the Arch - Pꝛiett, 
rating his diſiopalty on this manner: Ma thoufalſe ſerrant (quoth 
he) habe Jever ſtudied fo doe thee honour. and cxalt thee to high 
Dignitpes and haſt thou quitted all my love and truſt with diſloy⸗ 
altp ano treaſons: Well, J have ſecn now what. 3 ever miſtruſt - 
ed, Thou haſt made mee ofallmen the maſt vnhaypy, Put it is 
not ſo much thy fault as mp own, tby Treaſon hath bewitched me. 
In an evill haure gabe J credit. to (hp kalle ſpeaking tongue,

The dap ol bis departure:from Lecteur es an bale 
way tolvard Conſtantinople, tubere after ſome lei daies of fravell, 
he ſafely arrived. The Eng erour hearing of his comming, com⸗ 
manded all the Bells to be rung, and made Triumphs to TWel- 
come him, toz all were fillen 11th fop at his appzoach. The Em: 
peroz monntedon Dozſe-backs cichlp'accompanied, marched out 
af the City to meete his Bother Bing. At taſt they met, but the 
Emperoꝛ overcome with ſoʒt w and teares at the remembzance 
of Belly ſant, could nat vtter a4402d. On the other ſide, Pepin be⸗ 
ing fiercely angred, at what he pned to his Siſter, gave no reſpect 
vnto the Emperoꝛs teares, by! pꝛoudlp began fo gird him on this 
manner, Emperour (quoth he leave off theſe your lamentations, 
and ſhake off theſe weeds of la cow that pou ſeeme to weare foz 
my ſiſter Beliyſant : Foz he tit hath a Parlot vnto his wife, J ac⸗ 
count him mad te greeve at b24migbehabionr : and fincemp ſiſter 
bath moved ſucha one, let her ve ond take care foz-her ſelle, ſhee 
is not wo2thy of fo muchas on teare łrom ſuch an eye of aj eſty. 
Nay, nap, ſaid he Emperez ſpeak not you ſo evilly. againſt 
your ſiſter, fo2 3 am nowfullyx*Twaded, that he is compoſed of 
all vertue and true haneftp, ani that againſt all equity, J have ba- 
nilhed her out ol my Country. Thinke pou ſo now (quoth N. Pe- 
pin: ) Then thou art wozthy oli Double ſhame, and you do beloʒ av 
vnto the wozld pour weaknes,; ind what great fooliſhneffe remai⸗ 
ned in pon, when as by the ren zt of one man, and that 'a T2aifo 
too, you world with ſuch rig pzocerdagatuſt an Innocent ladp, 
and ſo fiiddenly (like a comme harlot) thzoſ her out into _ 
| | ment. 
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ment, ſhame and diſhonour, being ol the blood Royall of France, 
The Emperoz hearing the king to be ſq bifter againſt him, be was 
berp fozrolvfull and ſaid bnfo him in this manner: Alas (my L od) 
do not thugfollow nie in wꝛath and anger, but rather turne pour 
tongue vpon ſome mier ſaying : fpz to that intent habe J ſentfoz 
pon, that your owne eyes map be a witneſſe of the truth.-Tis true 
(quoth King P<pin ) but it is all tao late what now pou ſay, foz you 
habe delivered over my fiffer into the wozlds Inkamp, and that 
moze ts, t ben to banichment, and (faz ought J know) ta death it 
ſelle, foz J know not whether J hall eber behold her face againe 
oʒ not. Fie, fie, that you being ſo great a Perfon, Gould be ſo 
affeettonately bozne awap, to give ſach ſudden judgment againtt an 
Innocent, J do conteſſe, one map commit a fonle and diſhonoza* 
ble act, but repenfance is able to make amends, and not ſo ſudden⸗ 
ly to oberthzow their dignity and renowne : Foz that once loſt, 
whether if be by right oz wzong, it is never againe ts be 
recovered.

The C mperas bes 
holding the nfoztotsfhew that the Arch pꝛieſt made in his armes, 
called fozfththe qparchant, tuning him fett fo kneele down and in 
the pꝛelence of the Ae vudiy dubved htm Knight : Then comman⸗ 
des he, that a moſt rich Armoz ſhould e put vpon him ii the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence ofthe Empetoꝛ, oho during the time he was arming, pzo- 
miſed vnto this Parchant, it he over⸗came the Arch Pic ſt, to 
aduance him to great livings, and high anthoztty. Theſe fws ads 
nerſartes being now in reatineffe, and cach having his Blazon as 
bont his necks their Bozfeg were bzotight fozth and th 
mounted, ready fogtve batfell ; the Emperoz gave taight.charge 
bnfo all his Officers of Armes fo have a ſpectall epe vnto the 
Arch · Pꝛieſt fo2 feare feaſt he on the fadden ſhould ah field, oz 


tir awap from them, as they would anſwer if wiſh their lives. 
The Barchant thus motmted, x his ſinoꝝd gie to him, ffrit entced 
the Lifts; after whom pfſuev fach abimoance of people, that they 
were numberleſſe.

It fo chanced, that there came bnfo Orleance dibers Ambaſtadoꝛs 
from the Pope demanding apd againft the Sarazens, enemies of 
the holy faith, who habe lately taken the Cite of Rome by violence, 
King Pepin bnderftanding hereof by certaine Leffers received, 
addzeſſedhimfelfe and his powers fo make rcfiffance againft this 
common'Enemte. And among the reſt of his wozthy followers, 
be ozdained this Valentinea chiefe commander. Faire Eg- 
lantine hearing that Valentine ſhould malte one, became wondzoug 
heavy andfozrowfnll ;-foz thatthee loded him moze then any other 
Creature, and ſecretly by ftealth ſent a-meffenger brifo hem to 
come and ſpeake wich her: and when he came, the bing, ſays 
vnto him: Alas Valentine, my lobe, not am quite bereit of all 
my 288 o: Harde wiik beteke pour ſelſe to a dangerens 
cMar.

By this time the king and all his powers werein a readines to 
deart, and taking their wav from Orleance tg wards Rome, they 
went hꝛough a mighty Fozceff, and being enfred, the King 
called his K oꝛds and Barons together and ſayd thus bntg them. 
My Loꝛds, it is not bnkrawne vnto pou, that in theſe woods (as 
repozt goeth) there libeth a ſtrange monſter, a Mild man, much 
fearedofall paſſengers, whichſpeaacle of mans ſhape, J leng to 
behold, befoze 3 venter out any further vpon our tntended bopage 
to Rome, The L oꝛds generally conſented, and the chaſe was ſud⸗ 
denlp appointed Being enfred the wood, they chaſed dibers ſozts 
of Wild-beaſts and overcame them: but as fog Orſon the wilds 
man, none durſt adventure the finding fozth of him, fabe-only his 
b:other Valentine (but he knew nothing) and he followed ſtill the 
chaſe, hoping at laſt both fo find and fight with him alſo. Every 
way thepbegirt the Wood, ſome one wap, and ſame another : the 
King himſelfe venfreq ſoſar, that hee came befoze a Cave, darke 
and obſcure, whereas this Mild man bled to hide himlſelfe, Orſon 
perceiving the Ring, ruſhed out bpon him, caught him within his 
naples (the which were long and crooked) and in rough and rave⸗ 
nous manner caſt him on the ground. The King thus ſuddenl» ſur⸗· 
pztzed by a ſavage man, neber lookt foz life, but in pittious man; 
ner cried ont foz helps, who was ſeconded by a valiant Knight a: 
Armes, which eſpying the King fo be almoft ſtrangled, ſuddenly 
dzew fozth his ſwozd to haue run the wild man th:ongh. Orſon per⸗ 
ceibing the glittering ſ\wozd, left the King, and ran furiouſly bpon 
the Knight, fooke him in his armes that he overthzew him Þozſe 
and all, The Yozſe ſaze affrighted, got vp againe, and in a mad fit 
ran bp and downe the Fozreft, but as foz the rider (though a 
knight at Armes) Orſon held him ſq faſt with his fangs and Tas 
lenfs that at laſt he pulled him in peeces. Jn the meane ſpace the 
King eſcaped, and meeting part of his company, related to 2 
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the great danger he had eſcaped, and the fearefull death of the 
knight. Theſe tydings much amazed the reſt of the company: yet 
being manfullp reſolved, toep toxned themſelnes together, and 
marched toward the Cave to meet with Orſon, end either to fake 
him alive, oz put him to death in the cave. But being come fhi- 
ther, they found the knigt dead and toꝛne in pectes, but Orſon they 
could not find, (foz the Gods had referved him to be conquered 
onelp by his E2other Valentine; of whoſe pzoceedings pou ſhall 
heare moze heereaffer.) 

So the King perceiving their labour loſt, gabe over the chaſe, 
and ſet fozward foward Rome. After this, the King ranked his ſoꝛ⸗ 
ces info batfell rap, and the great Enſigne of France was giuen to 
one called Myllon Daugler a very valiant Pzince, and a wiſe lea« 
der, ſo that he and his two bzetheren, Geruays, and-Sampicn,had 
the whole Command of the Fozces that then were marching to- 
warts Rome, 

When they were come bnfo Rome, King Pcpin deſired baltell, 
and would faine vnderſtand the eſtate that the City now food in 
vnder the conqueſt of the Sarazens, but it was told him hee ſhould 
not be too inquiſitive of thoſe affaices : foꝛ the Admirall of the Sa- 
razons had ſurpziſed the Cifp, and put multitudes to the Swozd, 
and had fpopled and dcfaced all the Churches, and made them 
Temples fit fo2 their Heatheniſh Adels, and he conffrained the 
Pope, with his Cardinals, Arch biſhops, Biſhops, Þ2iozs, 
Monks, Frpars, and all the Eccleſtaſtitall pei ſens, fo2 to ſerue 
af their Beatheniſh Altars; and fo ſacrifice to their Devils, alter 
the cvſtome of the Heathens. | 

Ul hen King Pepin vnderſtood heercof, he was much inraged, 
to heare that the Chꝛiſtians were thus capt.vated by heathe ns: 
whereſoze be addzefſed himſelſe neerer 'tnto he Citp. end there 
having aſſembled all his foʒces, he began to i zaw them into dibers 
Sqvadzons, meaniug therebp ſo give them a ſudten aſſault; ſoz 
his fury was ſo great againſt theſe Yreathenih Sarazens, that 
he vowed revenge bpen them: but faking beffcradniſe, hertlevey 
himſelfe and his Armp fo2 aſeafon:what alter bef#ll,(hallboÞeclas 
redatlarge, when fit occaſton ferueth our purpoſe, © -

LA his Barons Lnights,and mighty men ot warre, 
61 and begon fo ſpeake vnto them in this manner:

=) this Yeatheniſh Admirall, enemy to the Chziſti- 
hurch of Rome, hath put many; ¶ wiſtians to the 
Swozd, and bioiently trodden vnder foot all ſuch as withftood his 
power : Therefoze if is our duties to commilerate their eſtute that 
are thus overthzowne, and to try the Foztune of a baffelt againſt 
thoſe Heat heniſh Pagans: and either dzive fhem aut of the City, 
92 leave our dead carkaſles as a pach as many have done befoze. 
Wherefoze, J Bing Pepin reſting -bpon this reſolutian, would 
fapne find aut a man fo beare vnfo the pzoud Admirall; a Letter 
of defiancein my name. King Pepin having fimiſhed this ſpeech, 
there was none amongſt them made him any anfwere fo his re- 
queſt. At length Valentine ſeeing all tand mute. ſtepped fozth be- 
foze the E-mpers2, and began to ſpeake on this manner : Mighty 
Soveraigne:ſo you be pleaſed fo gibe me le abe, J Gall undertake 
the Peliage, and ſhall no whitfeare foſpeake both vnto the Pagan 
Admirall, but to the whole Hoaſt of Pagans, were their multi- 
tude twice as manyas they bee, aud my returne thall make pꝛoole 
that J habe done my Pellage boch withhonour and aduantage to 
ypaur Maieſtie. . 

The king hearing Valentine thug fo2zward,and of ſuch vndoub- 
ted and valiant reſolution, was right topfull: and all thoſe of his 
Paincely fraine, greatly maruelled at this his magnanimious ſpi- 

tit. Herebpon the king called fozthvato tim a OI 
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him to dzaw a Letter of Defiance, and deliver the ſame fo Valen- 
tine. Valentinepzepared himſelfe therevnto, and no ſooner had he 
received the Letters, but he fooke leabe ofthe King, and all his 
Traine. And being bzavely mounted, he fooke his wap towards 
Rome, and ſo to the Pallace where the Admirall lay, So com- 
ming thither he came befoze the Admiral, e ſaluted dim affer this 
manner : The Gods pzeſerue the noble and King Pepin, 
myLo2d and Sober ; and Pahomet whom thouſerneff,ſavs 
and defend the redoubted Admirall, When Valentine had thus ſpo⸗ 
ken, the Admirall rowzed him from his Chayze, and with a 
fierce and frowning bzow, replyed thus vnfo him, Peſſenger re⸗ 
turne, and get thee gone outof myſight, and ſay thus bnto Bing 
Pepin: will him either renounce his faith, e beleeve on Pahomet, 
oz elſe let bim looke to receive no other ſentence then death, and ſo 
deſtroy him together with all his Lands and ingdome. Get thee 
gone, and make here no longer abode,Go J ſay, reply not a wozd' 
foz my heart is allinraged, that ſo long A ſutfer thee, | 
. _ Againe J tell thee, that foz thy part, thou haſf committed a 
haughty enterpaize, thus to enter my Pallace, to deliver any ſuch _ 
mellage vnto mee. Wherefoze J affure thee, by the height of my 
Majeſty, if that x did aſſuredly know that what thou haff done, 
were th:ough pzide of heart and inſolency, thereby to make a 
mocke at our -majeftp, thou ſhouldeſt never return to King Pepin, 
to carry an anſwer of thy pzoud Paſters Letters. Valentine hea» 
ring theſe hot and furious wozds ſounding from the Abmiralt bes 
gan tobe afraid : wherefoze deliberating with himſelfe what fo re» 
ply, he mildly ſaid: Migh and mighty Emperaur, doe not ima; 
gine that by pꝛide oz pzeſumption am come befoze pou, koꝛ when 
you ſhall vnder ſtand the manner ot my comming pon will be aſto⸗ 
nied thereat. Why then (quoth the Admirall) fay on, tell vs how 
thou art come, foz J ſweare by Bahomef, J ſhall take great pleas 
ſure in hearing thee relate thine Enterpꝛile. Then ſaid Valentine, 
ſir lo it is, that J was accuſed to King Pepin foz 'a-Coward, and 
that ſince J came with him fo this war, J would ſecretly have 
Tolne away from the Camp and returned back again into France, 
Foz which (great Admirall) - x King hath mee in great dit 
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grace, and vowed the nert moꝛning to ſmite off my head. J percei 
bing my ſelle in this danger, ſought rather to ſabe my life, than fo 
looſe both life and honour, and therefoze gave it toꝛth thzough- 
out the Court, that J would vndertake fo come to pour Court, 
to defie pou on Ring bepins behalfe:and there withall that J would 
Challenge pou to bzeake thzee Speares with pou in ſingle combat 
to try pour valiancy, and fa win vnto mp felfe that loſt honour 
that befoze J told bnfopon: wherefoze,'mp requef is, that pour 
Greatneſſe would grant me this requeſt, otherwiſe J dare ne- 
ver returne againe; leaſt the King put me ta death, The Admirall 
hearing this pittitull pet cunning tale of Valentines ſapd bnfo him: 
Don, J do ſweare by Pahomet thou ſhalt not be refuſed, but at th's 
inſtant J offer thee the Juffs, and to the end that thoſe French 
men that lye in Siedge befoze this City, may habe a ſight hereof, 
and ſee thy valoz, 3 will ozdapne the place of Juſting fo be with 
out the City. Valentine humbly thanked him, and in token of his 
acceptance and kaiued lobe, he fell downe and kiſſed the feet of the 
Admirall. Valentine grew bp in great favour in the Admirals 
Court, but pet it offen froubled his mind, that he never could vnder⸗ 
ſtand who was his Parents:but the while hee beffowed his wan... 
dzing thoughts heereabouf, the Admirall ſayd thus vnto him: 
Faire Son, me thinkes pou are very penſive and ſad, Tis true 
(quoth he) and not without canſe, foz; J am much affraid that J 
ſhall bee Caine in theſe Juſts, whecefoze my requeſt is, that J may 
habe a Coufeſſoz to give me abſolutlon foz mp (ins. Then the Ad- 
mirall commanded that a Pꝛieſt᷑ ſhould be bzought bnto him. The 
Paieft being come, laid vata Valentine, Now confefſe pou bn- 
fo mee. Valcatine gettiug the Pꝛieſt aſide, and being together he 
ſapd thus vnto him: Sir, pouarea Chaiffian Pꝛieſt, and above 
all other pou ought moſt to defend the Chꝛiſtian Faitd: wherefoze 
barken fo that 4 hail tell you, foz it is a thing requiretij great ſes 
creſie. Thus it is, yon know that this dap J am fo Juſt with the 
Meatheniſh Admirall, the greafeſt enemy of Chziffian people: 
now J am well aſſured, that a great number ok the Sara- 
zins will yſſue fo2th of the City, to bee epe-witnelles of theſe 
Jufs fo bee held without the. walles of the City, Thereſozs 
you: 
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pou ſhall give warning to all Chziftians fo keepe within the wals, 
arming themſelnes in a readineſle, and cloſely keepe if from the 
eares of the Pagans: ſo when the Pagansare come fozth fo be- 
hold theſe Tuffs, the Chzifflang luddenlp ſhall ſurpꝛiſe the Guards 
that keepe the Gates, and if any mutinp ariſe, let them keepe out 
thoſe that are out. Allo ſend a Meſlenger to King Pepin of what is 
dane, that hee with his army may come vpon them that ars with» 
out, while thoſe within are let on by the armed Chziffians, ſo be- 
girting them on ebery ſide, that in the end we may make ſuch a 
ſlaughter on them, that the Chziffians may receive both thetr 
City in peace, and their fozmer liberty. Do having ended his 
ſpeech, the Pꝛieſt deparfed, Then the Admirall commanded Va- 
lentine to bee led into his Chamber to dine, giving them charge he 
ſhould be honourably attended at the boozd. Being ſet among ma: 
ny Lo2ds, he behaved himſelfe genfly and mildly towards all. 
Dinner being doae, the Admirall called vnfo him a Nephew of 
his named Salatas, commanding him to ſee Valentiue as well ar · 
med af all points as himſelfe, and mozeober charged his Nephew 
boomer vnto Valentine the baſt hozſe in his Stable. Salaras has, 

received this command from his Uncle the Admirall, tooke 


Valentine and led him into a faire Mall; being come thither, hee 


cauſed fo be layd befoze him divers Armozs, willing him fo 
make choice of the beſt : Valentine caſt his eyes vpon them all, 
and at laſt appointed the Armoz wherewith hee would be armed, 
and making himlelfe ready as faſt as he could, he appꝛoached dolon 
into the bfter Court, whereas he was attended with his Yozſe 
readpto put his foot in the ſtirrop. Being come downe out of the 
Hall, he pzeſently ted his hozſe, the Admirall yſſued like- 
wiſe ready Armed dut of his pzivate Pallace. Beeing thus 
Armed, they fooke their way foward the chiefe gate al the 
= of Rox xt, foz on that ſide King Tepin had lapd his 
ge. 

When they were both in the field, Valentine hung his ſhield 
about his neck, in which he bare a hart waby in a field of ſilber,and 
on one ſide of that Hart a Tree, all which div fignifle that hee 
was found in a Fozreff, and = the ſame Armes BING 
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Pepin beſtowed on him. The Champions beeing ent ed the Lifts, 
great * the clams; of the French in joy — — — the ſound 

reo Pagans hearing, ſuddenly p of the Citp fo 
behold theſe Tryumphant Juſts. The Friar having platd his 
part among the Chziſtians within the City, pzeſently after the 
Pers were gone out to behold theſe triumphs, addzeft him 
elle fo take poſſeflion of the gates, which having gotten, there 
was no entrance againe to be expected. King Pepin being made 
acquainted with their purpoſe, pzepared all his men of war ready 
to reliebe Valentine, if neceſſity required. Having now all things 
in readineſſe, the houre was at hand that the Juſts ſhould beginne, 
Do each of them being pzepared foz the encounter, they va. 
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atly couched their Speares, the firft courſe pꝛobed fo 
valiant; that their Speares hivered all in 2 — 
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his Speare (charged againſt the bzeaff of the Admirall) hee gave 
him ſach a ſtrong blow, that he fozced his Speare quite fhozow his 
Bodp, inſomuch as he fellfrom his Yozſe ſtarke dead, making a 
pittifull noyſe at his departure, wherfoze the Pagans ran ſuddenly 
vpon Valentine and would have killed him. Valentine perceiving 
their intent, witha reſolute courage put ſpurs to his Pozſe, and 
with his Swozd d2zawne, violently ruſhed thzough the thickef# of 


the Pagans, and lew many of them as he paſſed thzough fhem. 
King Pepin alſo with his hoaſt came vp to the ayd gf Valentine, but 
be was ſo hard beſef, by the Pagans, that he was ſmitten trom off 
his Yoaſe, which V alnorine eſpping came bp to the reſcue of the 
King, ſo that hehozſedhim againe, 
The Ring perceiving himleife delivered out of danger, called 
bnfo Valentine, and ſaid. Pp Child, thou haſt ſaved wy life, which 
if the Gods grant to ſpare, J will reward thee liberally. By this 
time the battell grew ſo hot, that the Pagans were fozced to re- 
tire to the City: when they came fo the gates, the Chꝛiſtiaus that 
were in the City iſſued on them, and placed the Enſignes and 
ffandards of ning Pepin on the wals, The Pagans ſeeing Bing 
Pepins colours diſplayed on the Mals, betook themſelues fo flight, 
in chaſe of whom the Chziſtians followed on ſo faſt, that they 
ſhamefully ended their dapes. In this battell were Caine P. Pa⸗ 
gans, onely by the meanes of Valentine, who bare himſelfe ſo va- 
liantly that dap, that he was the death of faure Yozſes at the leaſt. 
And thus by his pzowefſe, the City was againe reſfozed to the 
Chꝛiſtians, foꝛ which deed, there was great triumph in all Chi- 
ſtendome: but eſpecially at Rome, ſo that all the inhabitants round 
about, gave everlaſting pꝛaiſe fo epin Bing of France, and by the 
generall applauſe ofp people, he was ſacred Emperoz and crow: 
ned by the Pope. Bing Pepin did many goodly acts in his time, ad- 
miniſtring Juſtice to all. And this happened in the time ol Pope 
Clement the Fourth. þ

de tooke his wap backe againe towards Oricance, and 
den there arrived, he was right iopkully welcomed 
by Bertha his Nueene, with her little Don C « 4 r. 
LEMAIN E, and her faire Daughter Eglantine, 
and their iop appeared ſo much the moze, foz that Valentine whom 
the lobed ſo dearely, was againe returned home in ſafefy : Beeing 
ſome few dapes reſted from his wear labours the Lady ſends foz 
Valentine, who accozdingly came buto her:and when the ſaw him, 
the ſalutedhim kindly, and with an amoꝛous countenance beganne 
thus vnto him: Valentine pouabone all the reſt, are moſt welco- 
meſt, and well ought if ſo fo "0 be, foz Fame hath blowne fozth her 
Trumpe of your Triumphs, & repozt laies pou were the onely 
Champion that dzave the Pagans ontof Rome. Valentine reply⸗ 
ed: Padam, A can hinder no man to ſpeake what pleaſeth him, 
but as foz my ſelle, J have done little deſerving pzaiſe, but it hath 
pleaſed the ing your Father to do me great honour : even ſo 
much, as all the daies of my life J am not able to make the leaſt 
part of recompence. And as he ſpake theſe wozds, Haufray and 
Henry (tio men compoled all ofenup)entred the Chamber of Eg. 
lantine, and ſeeing him, began thus to ſpeake. V alentine, what have 
pou fo doe heere in the Chamber ol aur Siſter ? it is no place foz 
uch ſtraglers as pou are, this pour boldnes is not to be bazne : no 
man knowes of whence. you are: therefoze we adviſe you to bee 
warned that you attempt nat the like againe, leaſt pon dearelp buy 
theſe your pꝛeſumptions. Valentine hearing theſe woꝛds, anſwe- 
red: Wzong me nat, fo2 J entred not the Chamber of your ſiſter 
to her diſhongur. What though J be pooze, and not _—_ of 
whencs 
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whence J am, pet am J not ſo baſe, as to offer violence vnto one 
diſcendedfrom the blond ol Rings? And further J pzomile and 
bow, neber to come neere her Chamber againe : and therewithall 
departed, leaving the Lady mourning all alone. 

Valentine haſted to the pallace to wait bpon the King at dinner, 
where was in pzefence Haufray and Henry and the Duke Millon 
Daugler, who likewiſe waited vpon the king during dimmer time. 
Dinner being finiſhed, the King aroſe and called fo Valent ine, and 
in hearing of all his Nobles, he thus began to ſay: Þy Loꝛds, here 
is Valentine that hath well de ſerbed at our hands, and that ſaved 
mp lite when J was in danger: therefoze to the end you map take 
knowledge ol his good ſeruice towards me, J freely give vnto him 
the Earledome of Clerimont gf Avergne, and when J can beſfow 
moze bpon him, he ſhall not be fozgotten.

Haufray and Henry theſe 
woꝛds, grew greatly male content, and at laſt Henry began to 
talke with bis Bꝛother on this manner: This Found-fellow J 
perceive growes in great labour with the king, and there maſt be 
ſome courſe taken to croſſe his deſignes, o2 elſe our overthow 
will ſhoꝛtiy follow vpon it. Foz (quoth he) you know well that 
the king hathno Sonnes but we two, and one little one (named 
Charlemain) which if our Father die, may by our fur therance 
quickly be ſot beſide the kingdome. Againe, it is greatly to be fea- 
red that this Valentine will ſuppozt and vphold him againff vs, 
therefoze Bꝛother A think it good to frame ſome plot againſt him, 
to bzing him in diſpleaſure with the king, and ſo karre to pꝛoſecute 
our revenge againſt him, that ifit be poſſible, we will not onelp 
wozke his downeefall, but life and all. This being effected, we 
map at one pleaſure governe the Realm without confcadiction, Me 
habing ended his ſpeech, Haufray replyed et it be as thou haſt ſaid: 
and that we may entrap his life, this ſhall be our plot: Wee will 
both goe to the king, and tell him that this vyſtart, hath defloured 
our ſiſter, and that we tooke him in Bed with her, which when 
the king heareth, will ſurely. put him fo death. Being thus reſolued, 
they daily fel their — an | 
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he (nothing miſtruſting) ſerved the king dayly in all duty, info. 
much as the kings love daply encreaſed toward him, and abobe all 
other, molt deſired his companp. 

Heere let vs leave off a little, and come fo Orſon his bother, 
who all this while lived in the Fozreſt, ſo much feared of all men, 
that none durſt appꝛoach nigh the Mood. Daily complaints came 
unfo the king from every ſide, and amongſt the reſt, it chanced on 
a dap, that a pooze man came bnto the king all wounded, ſaying 
thus vnto him. Sir, Jam come befozeyon to make a- complaint 
againſt a Mildman in the Woods, foz one dap as J and my 
wife paſſed thozow the Foꝛreſt carrying bzead, and other bictuals, 
the wild · man came bpon bs, fooke it all away, and eate it everp 
bit, and moze then that, hee biolenfly toone my Mike from me, 
and conſtrapned her to peeld vnto his lawleſſe Luſt. The king 
hearing out the pooze mans tale, was diſpoſed to make himſcife 
merrp with his ill loz tune: and therobpon asked the pooze man 
this QAueſtion: Whether grieved him mot, either the taking a- 
wap ol his Uictualls, oz his Wife ; by my fapth ſaid. the pooze 
man, at the wzong offered to mp wife. Thou haſt rightly ſaid(quoth 
the king) therefoze J command mp Treaſurer fo ſee reſtitution 
made vnto thee foz the loſſe of thy victuals, but as foz thy wife, thou 
mult beare the burthen thereof thy ſelle. 

After this the king called all his Barons fo aſſemble and fake 
ſome oꝛder ta take this Orſon, all which they did, and-herevpan a 
pzoclamation was ſent into all parts ofthe Kealme, that wholo · 
ever he was that could take this Wild-manalive, oz dead, ſhoul> 
babe a Thouſand Markes foz his reward. Heerevpon aſſembled 
many wozthy Knights to take this taske in hand: but the King 
being on a dap in his Pallace, in the middeſt ofall his nobles talk- 
ing and debating who ſhould be appointed to this buſines, Haufray 
(enemp bnfo Valentine) being there, ſayd thus vnto- the ing: 
Sir, beere is Valentine whome ou: habe nouriſhed and aduanced 
fo great dignities, and one that hath offered vnlawfalt loue to our 
Siſter Eglantine : ee were fitteſt to ſet toward to try his valoꝛ,

The King hearing theſe wozds ol his Sonne, ſayd, Away foz thy 
ſpeechſavozethof nothing but enuy. What though he be pooze, of 
low birth. and fouud in a Fozrefk, yet J find him to me true and 
truſtp, and ofa Gentle carriage; and to mee ſeemeth to bee bone 
of a moze nobler carriage, then thou art:? I eave off theſethy'mali- 
tious and and bitter ſpeeches againſt him, foz the behaviour that 
dwelleth in him, ſhe wes that he is diſcended of ſome Nobler line⸗ 
age, then as yet to vs appeareth. And 3 foz my part(foz the dibers 
ver tues that daply are ſeen in him.) am willing that he goejto 
mp Daughter when ever he pleaſe, foz J am well aſſured; that no 
diſhonour can be offred out of a bzanch of ſuch a geyerous ſpirit. 
Hautray hearing the king make this Apology on the behalfe of 
Valentine. was ſoze diſpleaſed in heart. but ſetting a good face v- 
pon the mafter,-diſembled his countenance foz that time, but it 
ſeemed. V. lentine well obſerued him and af laſt bzake fozth into 
theſe wozds: Hautray, witvoutany cauſe given on mp part, pee 
have ſpoken ill of mee, and pour will it is that J ſhould vndertake 
the fight and conqueſt ofthe Mild ⸗ man, onelp to this end; that 3 
might end my dayes, and ſo pour revenge be fully accompliſhed v- 
pon me : well, be it ſo, deere befoze the King J fake a ſolenme 
Dath: that 3 will take the enterpꝛiſe vpon me, and find out the 
Mild man, and having found him J will fight with him, and ep» 
ther bzing him in alive, oz dead, oz elſe leabe my dead Carkalle 
(as a witnede ) in the open fielv. But if J conquer and liue, J will 
never moꝛe be ſeene in this Country, till J have found the Father 
that begot mee, as alſo, bzing to light whetber J was lawfully be» 
gotten in Wedlocke, and how J come to bee lelt an Infant 
the wood, ! n 
The King vnderſtanding well what danger Valentine had 
plunged himſelte into, grew exceeding angry againſt his two ſons, 
curſing them, foz that they were the cauſe of this dangerous enter · 
pꝛiſe: foz hee loved Valentine moze than any, and at laff, called 
vnto V a.cntine and ſapd ; Py child, aduiſe you well what pou bn- 
dertake, foz with the wild-man to fight is deſperation it ſelfe, you 
cannot bee ignoꝛant, how manyvaliant men and wozthy Cham; 
pions, 
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pions, have by him been obertome: and others likewiſe of valiant 
account that have fozſaken this combat. Therefoze 3 ſap,let not 
the evill woꝛds ofa few malicious men dzive you deſperate in loo- 
ling your life. Foz my childit is farre better fo endure all the bit- 
ter werds of em / whirhis accounted Mertue) then fo hazard ones 
lle againſt iuch a monſter, and no man. | 

Valentine replped, pardon me (mp Licge)foz J will never re⸗ 
voke my intended purpoſe: They call mee Found-bzaf, which 
grieve th my very ſaute, foz indeed J know not what 3 am, noz 
of what place, but 3 ref determined, and ſo J take mp leave, 
tog to moro ing J will ſet fozward to my intended en⸗ 
terpʒile. Habing taken his leabe, matuel not though the faire Lady 
Eglantine made great lamentation foz what was happened, but 
the next mozning by bzeake of day, ſhee called one of her mapdens 
and ſaid: Go vnta Valentine, and bid him come and ſpeake with 
me befoze his departure, bid him feare no danger of life, fo2 J 
would faine take my leave of him The damoſel did as p̊ Lady tõ 
manded her, g — —— 
on hoꝛſe - backe: yet ſhe did her meTags vnto him. He vnder ſtanding 
her exrand, aid vnta her: Damoſeii J know the lobe to be great 
between my Lady Eglantine and me, pet J would not with her

low Valenti ne conquered his Brother Orſon in the Forreft of 
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60 U is Valentine bpon his Journey to the FozrefF, 
d arcompanied onelp with his Page, whither beeing 
TIP come, hee put his Helmet en his head, and ſent him 
A backe againe. Bo be rode fozth all that day, ſeekfng 
the wild · man but he could not find him, ſo the night dzawing on, 
he deſcended from his hozſe, and tyed him bp bnfo a Tree:haning 
; fo done, hee refreſhed his Body with ſuch dictuals as hee had 
bzought with him: when hee had eaten, and the day ſhut in, Va. 
lentine fo2 feare betooke him ts the top of a T rev, and there abode 
all that night. In the mozning ſo ſoone as day appeared, hee loo? 
ked round about, and at laſt eſpyed his Bꝛother Orton ranning 
th;eugh the Nozreft : at length when he came to the place where 
Valentine had tyed his hozſe, the Wild-man Mill dzawing nearer 
bntohim; wondzing at the beauty ol the Hozſe, began fo claw him 
with his long naples thinking'fo rouze bp the courage of the hozfe, 
foz hee had never ſeen the like, The hozſe feeling the Mild · mans 
nailes ſcratching his ſive, began to fling and kicke exceedingly, 
Valentine fitting in the top of a Tree, noted the ferrible ape of 
the Mild man, and began to be afraid, but calling on the Gods, 
he requeffed their ayd againſt this Ponfter.

when Orſon ſaw the Swoꝛd and that hee offred fo ſm.te him ther; 
with, hee leaped backe and kept bim krom the ſtroke, but ſuddenly 
returned againe vpon V aleatine, and thzew him vnto the ground, 
Heere-withall V alentinewas very much diſcomfited, foz he loo · 
ked fo2no other then pzeſent death in that place, foꝛ he keit the 
ſtrength of the wild · man ſo great. that he had no hope al eſc 
Being thus both groveling on the ground, Valentine * 
divers times to have gotten Orſon under him, but couldnot:when 
he ſaw that by ſtrength ther was no hopetoovercome — drew 
out a ſharpe pointed Knife, and ſmote Orſon deepe, info one of his 
ſides, that the bloud pſued out abundantly, Orion feeling himlelfe 
wounded, all inraged, he gave ſuch a ſcreech that the Woods ec: 
choed againe at the ſound thertol, but vet recovering himlſelfe, hee 
ſo fiercely aſtaulted V alent ine withhis ſharp naples,that he got him 
at ſuch an aduantage that he them him once moze bpon the earth, 
where lying, they fought ſo long together. that it were foo tedious 
heere to btter.

Orſon vnderſtanding by ſignes that he would his good fell down 
bpon his knees, and fkretched fozth his hands fewards his Bꝛo⸗ 
ther, making vnto him a ligne to fo2gibe him, and he would com 
mit himſeite vnder his command euer atter and with tur ther 


lived in France in thole dapes. 


on befoze him till they were out of the wood, foz he would nat 
friik him behinds : and being oat of the Wood, Valentine tooke 
off one of his Girkes,and bound both his hands kall vnto his body, 
that he ſhould not attempt againe to do him any hurt: and in 
manner being bound, de mounted on Yozſe-baeke, and led the 
Wiid-man with him like a Beaſt, never reſted, which 
was a thing molt of all to be wondzed at. 5 
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How Yalentine having conquered Orſos the Wilde- man, depar-

\lentine having conquered the wild man (as pe habe 
| heard) tooke Hig wap towards Orleance, but pou mutt 
imagine he could not reachthither in one dap, where- 
fo2e the dap being far fpent, hee determined to lodge at 
. thenert Towne oz Uillage : Being come thither, he 
thought there to.take reſt fo that night, but the 3nhabifants per- 
ceibing the wild man to come along with Valentine, every man 
ran into his Þduſe, ſhutting vp their doozes, andfoz berp feare 
dur ſt not offer once to looke ont on him Va ent ine perceiving them 
full offeare, crped out vato them, ſaping : Open your doozes eve - 
ry man and ſeare not, foz we come onelp fo2 lodging, yet foz all 
this they would not give him ſuccour: At laſt ſeeing neittzer intrea⸗ 
ty noz theatniugs would pzevaile, he ſoꝛe moſt bitterly, that if 
hep would not receive him into theie Yowſes-fo reſt there that 
night, he wauld let looſe the Milde man amongſt them; Still hee 
pꝛoteeded fo intreat foz lodging, but none would give it bim. At 
last, as he had thzeatned ſo he did, and letting looſe the Mildman, 
he made him ſignes hon hee ſhould run againſt ich a gate, which 
was an Inne. the which.he.did wzinging a poſt from out the earth, 
be ran againſt the gate, ſmiting it open with ſuch violence, that 
they fell off the hookes vnto the ground. V alevtine ſeeing the gate 
opened in this manner, entred the houſe, and the Wild-man with 
hiu : But when they within ſaw their Gate hzoken downe, they 
all fozſooke the houſe, and ran out᷑ at the backe doe, leaving all to 
Valentine, and his beaſflp gueſt.

in peeces, bee eſpyed a Caldzon of water ſtanding by info which 
he put his head like a Yozſe, and dzanke water bnmeaſurably. Va- 
lentine perceiving him to be a thirſt, made ſignes vnto him that he 
ſhould fozſake the wafer, and he would give him Mine: and thers 
withall tooke a pot and led him infothe Seller : when Valentine 
had dzawne the pot full of Mine, he gave it vnto Orſon, wha ſet 
it vnta his mouth, and faſting the liquoz found it to be very good, 
dzinking ſo freely thereol that he dꝛanke out all the Mine, and af 
terward thꝛew the pot againſt the ground, making a ſigne vnto 
Valentine fo dzaw him moze. Valenriue fulfilled his ſignes, and fil- 
led him the pot againe, but Orſon eſpying befoze his ſight a little 
bowle oz diſh, he put the Wine into if, t carriedit into the table 
to Valentines Hoʒſe: But Valentine perceiving that, made ſignes 
vnto him that bis Hoꝛſe dꝛanke nothing but Mater, pet Orſon 
ſhewed againe in ſignes, that Wine was a great deale better then 
Mater.

Orſon perceivirg his Bother thus to lay about him, began fo 
rouze himſelle, and with his rough hands and piercing talents he 
rent andfoze all that came ifhis wap, and lo bit them with his 
teeth, that they fell groueling bnfa the ground one vpon another, 
where he trampled ouer them like dtrt, pinching them with his 
feet. Valentine ſeeing his Bꝛother Orton thus beſtir himſeite, held 
vp his bloudy ſwozd, defending himſelfe,andoffenving his enemies 
ſo balianfly, that they all fozfooke them, and durſt not ſtay within 
their ſight. Gry gar their Captaine perceiving all his men thus pit⸗ 
fifully killed and obercome, cried aut with a loud voice on this 
manner. Valentine pet J with ties peeld, oz cl{p looke foz nothing 
but death; Valentine hearing theſe his inſulting wozds. made fo» 
ward Ery gar ein ſterte and furious manner aſſailed him: but being 
foo fozward he plunged himlelfe ſo into the thong, that he was en» 
cloſed round about, keeping off Orion with their lang ſpeares. Be⸗ 
ing thus begirt about with enemies, le fill be hauedſhimi lie ſo vas 
liantly, that not any man durſt lay hold vpon him, fil at laſt thep ga⸗ 
thered in ſo cloſe vpon him, that he was even overcome with mul⸗ 
titudes;4 being not able longer to wield his Swoꝛd, they took him 
bound lum 4 carried him awap w ſtrong hand.

Þe place ofcombate being appopnfed, Orſon atten⸗ 
dod in a readinelle foz his enemy: in the end Gry- 
gar beind well armed by Haufray and Henry, took 
bis leave ol them on this wiſe ; My Loꝛds, in pour 

cauſe am J delivered auer fo death, epill was the 
dap wherein I began this enterpz ze. Hold thy 
peace (fapd Henry) foz à wül defend thee from the ſentence of 
my Father, and wozke thy ſafefp fo thou wilt be ſecret.

and haning hold thereof, gaue his enemy ſuch a ſtroke, there» 

with, that he aſtonied him, Gry gar feeling the fury of his ſfroake,

Long and tedious was 
the fight, but Grygar could neuer ſo much as wound the wild man. 
At laſt, Or ſon caſt away the ſpeare and came cloſe to ry gar, 
in ſuch manner, that be caught his Hoꝛle faft hy the necke, making 
him ſo mad and furious that he ouerthzewhis rider to the earth, 
and with the fall thereof, he loft his ſhield. Orſon eſpping the 
ſhield, fooke it Gp, Md put it vpon his! owne backe: alter, bee 
came vnto Crygars Yozſe and gate vpon him, riding round about

Orſon having his ſteele Jacke vpon his backe, looked much b- 
pon hi mſelle, and at laſt became pzoud thereof, and ſef higcoun- 
fenance accozding to his heart. o, as they were riding on their 
wap, Valentine eſpied a faire ©quioz, making much lamentation. 
Valentine beholding him well, ſapd thus vnto him: Friend what 
aplefh pou fo ſhed theſe teares : haue you pned any w2ong ep⸗ 
ther by man oz beaſt : Tell me what may be the cauſe, and 3 pꝛo⸗ 
miſe you the beſt ol my power, fo relieve pour diffrefſed caſe 2 A- 
las ſaid the Shuioz)thereof à make no doubt, buf know this, that 
the cauſe of my laments, is the loſſe of a moſf kind and gentle 
maſter, and a man of the greateſt valoz in Thziſtendome: How, 
haue pouloſt bim quoth Valentine :) Sir, as he was travelling 
towards Aquitain, to fight with the Green Knight, thinking ther 
by fo win the laireſt Lady in the wozld(called Fezon) which Lady 
it is not poſſible foz any to have, except ũrſt be quercome in ſingle 
combate the Greene night. Dibers valiant knights have there 
milcarried : and when he conquereth them he cauſeth them to bes 
hanged on a Tree: and the number that are already dend, are 32. 
N ſhew of mercy towards any. Js all this true (quoth 

alentine ) that thou haſt told me: Why then ſure be is ſome De» 
vill in mans ſhape, that doth ſuch range exploits: But towards 
Aquitaine am J journing, to try my foztune againſt him, foz J 
baue heard much ol that Lady Fezon, Ma fir, (quoth the ſquioz) 
goe not thither, ta looſe your life on ſuch a deuill-ſquioz (fapy Va- 
lentine) wil go foz ward.+ mean to cope with that famous Green 
Knight : but if J can eſcape him, I will firſt talke with the Lady 
Fezon, and take her aduertilement. 

Orſon gathering ſome vnverſtanding of their talke, made ſignes 
vnts Valentine that he might fight with the Green knight, e that 
bee would make lobe vnto p.Lady Fezon,wherat V alentine laughed 
beartilp. By this time, thinks them to be come neere the cy 
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of Aquitaine, ſtanding vpon a Mill: and meeting with an old⸗ man, 
bee queZioned with him what Tity that was befoze him. Marrp 
(quoth be) it is Aquitaine. Now tell me (ſald Valentine) where 
reſteth the Greene knight? Why Sir (ſapd hee) without the Ct- 
ty, J thinke pon are going to fight with him. I (quoth Valentine.) 
Ab ſir (faid the old man) undertake not ſo loule a folly, foz if is nat 
pollible fo conquer him, Tome hither my ſon, and thou on 
this little hill, and 3 ſhall Qew thee aboue Fozty famous Knights 
hanging ona Tree, whom hee hath overcome. Alſo, there is now 
but Filteene dayes to be accompliſhed, and then the Duke of A 
quiraine mult part from his faire Daughter Fezon, fo his great 
griefe, and to the onerthzow ofthe whole Dukedowe. Father (qd 
Valentine) the Gods delend her. Hee had nooner ſpoke theſe 
woꝛds, but there came an other ancient man of Foureſcoze yeares 
ol age in the habite of a Pilgrim, This man was that Blandimain, 
ſquioz to the diffreſſed Bellyſanr, and he it was that led bis Lady 
Bellyſant intg the Caftell of Ferragus the Gpant, as befoze wee 
baue declared, Valentine eſpping demanded him of whence he 
was, and whence hee came? Sir (quoth the Pilgrim) from Cons 
ſtautinople, but J could not enter into the City, by reaſon ofa pas 
gan ſouldan had begirt it with a ſiege; neither could J come to de- 
liver the meſage on which J was ſent, wherefoze J thought it 
my lateſt courſe fo returne. Pilgrim quoth Valentinc)what think- 
eſt thou ol the Green knight, is it not poſſible be Could be ober⸗ 
come : No (ſaid the Pilgrim, and A aduiſe pov not to follow the 
enterpziſe:) foz a were a whole Hundzed of pon, be would ſee 
the end al yon all. Father whither goe you ſapd Valentine? Six, 4 
take my readieſt way fo Paris, fo I haue a meſſage to . Pepin, 
from a ſiſter ofhis named Bellyſaor that long time hath been ba; 
niſhed from Conſtantinople wʒong fully, and now is the good Lady 
in the houſe ol a Gyant, that keepeth, her vled her bonoꝛably, in- 
tending to know k. Pepins mind, whether he be conſenting to thaſg 
mongs done bnto her,foz well he knoweth ſhe is a verfuoug Ladp, 
and fo2 her ſake offereth fo put himſelfe in ſingle Combat with 
Emperoꝛ of Greece, foz that he hath ſo wzongfnlly baniſhed. her. 
Palmer (quoth Valentine) A me thee return backe againe with 
G 4 me 
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me fs Aquitaine, foz thither am J going fo fight with the Greene 
Knight : if the Gods give me victozy againſt him, J will accom- 
pany thee into France, faz J ſhalltfll thee, only foz the love J 
beare vnto king Pepin, bnderfake J this fight, foz he hath been 
the meanes of mp pꝛeſeruation, and as a Father vnto mee. Ther: 
koꝛe to him J dedicate all my labours, and reſt wholly at his com- 
mand. Sir{quofh Blandimain) to this mation J wil neuer conlent, 
foz my Lady hath. put me in truſt fo diſpatch her affaires, and 3 
will diſcharge the part of a fruſty ſeruant towards her, and ſo fa- 
king my leave, J commend ye to the pzofection ofthe Gods: The 
Palmer being gone, Valentine locked long alter him, and not 
without cauſe, but he wiff not whp, foz this was the man that had 
bozne a part of others exiles. Well, Valentine alſo tooke on 
his journep, and alter ſome few dates. came neere to the City of 
Aquitaine, Valeniine beheld the City vecy earneftlp, and paſſing 
on hee eſpyed a pleaſant Fountaine, thitber he went, and aligh- 
ting from his Yozſe, laid himdowne dnder a Tree, to refreſh his 
tyzed limmes,+ Orſon was his keeper all the while Be ſlept: Anon 
be awaked and pꝛepared himſelfe to take Yozſe againe, but ſuddenly 
there arriued at the ſame fountaine, a cauragious night, pzond 
and of ſo haughty a ffomack, that he was pled the Pꝛoud knight, 
and withall ſo fierce and reſolute, that he never all the dayes of 
his life asked Queſtion of any man, yet if he whom he met ſalu⸗ 
ted him not, he pzelently killed him. This Knight came fo 
the Fountai ne, and Valentine beholding him, ſapd neber a wozd, 
and Orion alſo gazed fiercely bpon him. The pꝛoud knight was 
angred in his heart, and appꝛoached neere bafg Orſon, and gabe 
dim fuch a blow that the blood yſſued out at his month, Orſon fees 
ling the blow ſmarf, ſuddenly fooke him and fhzew him to the 
earth vnder him, and pzeſently eſpying a knife at the knights 
girdle, ſmote him therewith into the body ſo deep, that he was 
nothing but blood. The knight feeling himſelfe wounded, cryed 
ont atoud, wherebpon Valentine comming in, reſcued the knight 
out of Orſons hands, and ſaid: Faire knight, you haue offred great 
wꝛong fo ſuute a pooze UWilde-man on this rude manner, who 
can ſpeake neber a wozd : with that the pzoud knight 4 
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thus roughly to anſwere Valentine: Pzoud miſcreant, why thet! 
doſt not thou ſalute me : and therewith dzew fozth a Glave, think- 
ing to have ſmitten him. Valentine ſeeing the blow, dzew fozth his 
ſwozd, and ſtroke at the pꝛoud knight with ſuch violence, that hee 
ftroke him in manner dead, and ſapd vnto him: Hereaffer learne 
thou to ſalute men in moze friendly manner, The Pꝛoud knight 
being dead, his men fled with all the haſt they could vnto the City 
of Aquitaine, bearing tydings of their Maſters death. Duke Sava- 
ry hearing thereof, was greatly diſpleaſed, foz he was his Cozen. 
Amongſt the reſt Valentine vnderſfood of the lamentation that 
was made foz the death of the pꝛoud knight beſides the Fountain: 
whereupon he ſuddenly mounted on Yozſfe-backe, and entred the 
Citp, where he lodged in a Burgeſſes houſe of the ſame City, wher⸗ 
by it came to the eares of Duke Savary, that he had ſlaine his Co- 
zen. The Duke commanded that Valentine and his Bzother Or- 
{on ſhould be bʒought befoze bim: So being come into the pʒeſente 
of the Duke, hee beganin this manner, Friends (quoth hee) of 
whence are ye? What Pzince do pe ſerve 2 And whether be pee 
Knights oz no ? Dir (ſaid Valentine) J am a knight, and owe mp 
duty and Service fo the famons R. Pepin of France. Then ſapd 
the Duke vnto him, pou have ſlaine mp Cozen: tis true (ſaid Va- 
lent ine) and ſoJ ſhould haue done had it been my owne-kinfman, 
koꝛ he was fo high of ſtomacke, that he dildayned to ſpeake to any 
man, and ſmoke ſo furiouſly at my companion, that hee had neere 
hand killed him: which J perceiving, dzew fozth my Swozd 
andflew him. Faire Duke, know this, I am a ftranger in this 
Cifp, andhither am J come to Combat with the Greene knight: 
as alſo, fo behold that beauteous Lady Fezon, whom the whole 
Wozld admires: Wherfoze I think it a Law of equity fo2 Stran- 
gers to paſſe vp and downe in fafety, conſidering J habe ſhews 
ed pon the cauſe of mp c + When the Duke Heard Va- 
lentine ſap ſo, he ſapd bnto : Knight, right well haſt thon 
anſwered me, and my Cofen hath come bp this moze by 
Pꝛide then courage, J am right ſoztowfull, and fo J palle it 
ober, and pardon the deed. But in that pon vage that pour 
comming hither was onelp fo Combate the Greene Knight :

foz which pou thus karre aduentured. Pozeoner that vou may ſee 
pou are not come alone, vou ſhall behold r 5; knights to accompas 
ny pou, and now new arribedfoz the love of the Lady Fezon and 
to try their balo2 againſt the ſapd Green knight their enemy. Co, 
A ſap, to mp . and ſalute my Daughter as my cuſtame ts 
to ſtrangers, beloze thep further aduenture their perſons in batfell 
with the Greene knight, ant hauing preſented pour ſelnes befoze 
her in ſigne ol lone, pou ſhall receinefrom her a Ning of Gold. 

Sir (quoth Yalentine) I hall be ready to bo all rights and cuſt⸗ 
omes belonging to this place, and beſides will obep pou in all 
things whatſoener it ſhall pleaſe you fo com mand me. This confe- 
rence ended the, Duke went info the Caſtell, accompanied 
with Valentine and Orion, Yauing enfred the Yall where the 
knights were aſſembled Valentine behelv the Lady ſitting among 
them, and making his wap vnto her with all duty and reverence, 
af laſt he ſalufed her thus: Lady, you whoſe beauty and fame is 
bzuted thzough the wozid, the Gods pzeſerue you from the Green 
knight, who J dare boldly anouch is not wozthy fo touch pour ſu:

ther give him his deſcrt, foz of all wen living he is moſt dangerous, 
fir ſt, foz the waongs that he committed againſt: his Bꝛother Fer- 
rags, bereaning him of his ſiſter Clerimond, and giuing her in 
marriage to a Chzift:an knight next he hath renounced his Paho* 
met: Thele things conũder od, it is fit that he ould dy, were there 
no moze men liung. Friend (quotb the Soldan) ta mozrow mo ; 
ning th. y ſhall both be hangen: then the Souldan commanded the 
pzifoners to be ſtrongip guarded vpon paine ot death, and ſo with: 
dzawing him fo his chamber, left Valentine and the Green knight 
vnder the conduct of thoſe that moſt defired their deats. 
In the dead time of the night came Pacoler vnto Valentine and 
the Green knight; and ficft freed them of their bands, and by art 
io charmed all the Warders (who ſlept ſecurely) that he bzought 
them paft all dauger. Yauing thns ſet them at liberty about the 
dawning of the dap he came to the Seuldans tent, crping aut. ſs 
loud to him that he awakeq him, and then Pacoler began thus to 
ſay vnto him: ſtr. little appcareth pour loue vnto he Mie al Fer- 
ragus, ſeeing foz ber ſake pon are loth to bzeake ons houres ſteepe: 
whercunto the Souldan replyed, thou haft done well to awaken 
me, foz J was even now in a moſt fearefull dzeame, and thus it 
was: Py thonght a Crow did bears me ſwiſtly thzough the ayze; 
and as the was fliving away with ms; another great Bird met me, 


and ſtroke at me with his bill ſo hard, that the. bloud fozthwith 
pfaed out abundance-: now this dzeamemaketh me much to feare, 
that Ferragiis hathſome intelligence ot my deſires, aud meanes to 
renenge himſelle vppon me.Away ſir(quoth pacolct)with this chi- 
r the loue of ſuch a beanteons 
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Ladys By Iabomet! (quoth the Soldan) tbon ſayeſt truth, and 
calling his Chamberlain fo make him ready gane him this charge, 
Sirra, be ſecref, ifthy Unckle Bryan agke foz me, fell him J am 
gone a littie wap to diſpozt with Paco/er, Then Pacolet tooke the 
Souldan behind him vpon bis wooden boꝛſe. and turning the pin, 
the hozſe roſe vp into the ayze fo ſwiltly, that in a littis (pace they 
were come to C oft antineple, tuen to the Emperozs Pallace. The 
Soldan perceiuing parolett hozſe to make a ſtay, ſaid thus unto 
him: Friend, are we at our journey end? Pea, and feare nothing», 
fa2 we are now in 2or:g4/l, in the pallace of hing Ferragut. By 
WBahamet (ſayd the Soldan the Diuell-hath bozne vs thither very 
quickly, ZWell (ſatd paco/er) enter pou into the great {al of this 
Pallace. and in the meane ſpace will J haſt me to the Chamber of 
the Lady, and pzeſently cauſe pou fo be bzought vnto her bed : zo 
(0, quoth the Sauldan, foz i am euen webneere rauiſhed with ioy, 
and ſhall thinke each minute an houre, fill J bane mp deſire. 

Now fitteththe Soldan in the Mall, attending the comming 
backe of paco/er, while he in the meane ſpace maketh toward the 
chamber wherein the ©mperoz lay : being come fo the dooze, hee 
gaue a great blow againſt if, inſomuch, as the Chamberlaine as - 
ked who it mas that thus pʒeſumet to diſturbe the Em eroas reft: 
Friend (quoth paco/er) feare nat, fag I am paco/er, netuly come 
from the Sonldans hoſt, where J haue ſet at liberty both Ven- 
te and the Green Knight, who were condemned fo die. Beſldes, 
lay vnko the Empere2, that J baue bzought along with me the 
Souldan himleife, who is at this pzeſent within this Palace, and 
thinke tb:himſeife to be in pu, Wherefoze, he may now be 
reuenged on him at full, ta he hath moſt iuftly deſerued death. T he 
Chamberiainetold the Empero2 all theſe tydings, and R. Pepin 
alla: ſa iat ming themſelues, they came into the where 
Dada fate : the -@ouldan perceiving hi betraped, 
coped' auf with: a loud Voice: Thou falſe' Pacoler Traitoz to 
my perſon, A vow to be reuenged vpon thee foz this difloy- 

mee, and therewithailvzew foꝛth his ſwozd, 
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ſencelefſe wals, As be was in this maddeng ft, the Attendants en 
tred towards him with ozches. C be t oulden eſpying them, de- 
fended himſelfe ſo flercely, that de New the ©quioz that attended 
on King Pcpir:this a of his fired the courage ofthe king, that he 
made a blow at him, andfelled ham to the earth. Being falne they 
bound him hand and foot, and in the mozning cams in Calentine 
and the Greene Knight, who finding the Souldan there in bands, 
was bery topkull, 

The Emperoꝛ and the King ſeeing Valentine, were ioytull fog 
bis deliverance, giuing great thanks to Paccletfoz his care oner 
his ſon : and withallſapd, Paccler, one Eraine oe of thy Mozſe 
muſt J demannd, pon ſhall ſir (quoth p«co/er) and if pon will get 
vp behind me, 2 ſhall inftantly franſpozt pouinto hell. But L ozds, 
ict that paſſe, and refin ne vnto the death ot the Souldan, fo; if hs 
eſcape peur handsatthistime, a woꝛld ot wiſeries will tollom : ſo 
that berp houre they pzoceedod id Judgment, and commanded him 
to behangedou tha gteateſt Towir & the Pallate, cuen in the 
bery ſight of all his Pogan hoaſt. 

T his done, the Pagans ſfood as men confounded, and amazed 
' fo ſee him there hanging, end wondzed how he came within the ci* 
ty, but af the laſt, xyao his vnckle fold them bow- he had been 
deceiued bp that Zraptoz Pacolet. After thep had long lamented 
the death al the &ovidan, they gathered themlelues to Counſel, 
and in his ſtead choſe his Unckle Bryant Souldan. After all theſs 
things done, Paco/e: fooke his leaue of the E mperoꝛ, and returned 
info Auitaiv, to.comioat the Lady ¶ lerimand, as hee pzomiſed : 
but befoze his departure Valentine came bnto him, and ſapd ; pace 
let at pour comming info Aqnitaim ſalute from me mp mother Bel- 
ly ſant, and my louing Lady Clerimond, mp bzother Orion, andthe 
good Duke of Aquitaibe, with the reſt at the nobles, and aboue all 
the reſt deliver this vnto my mother, by which the ſhall vnder ſtand 
our whole pꝛocetdings here. Sir ſoyd pacolet, ali this ſhall 3 wil⸗ 
lingly pertoꝛme. fs te king his Bozſe, hee leapt vpon him, and hee 
flew vp into the apze 8s ſwift as (moake. 

The next moaning Pacoler was come to dis jontneycs end, and 
finding the Duke of Kchaitaine, the Empꝛeſſe . 
CC. 
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Clerimond, all in ſafety, he ſaluted them all, and delivered them 
Letters: The Lady Belly tant called her Secrefary,-fo read the 
Latter, who ſapd, Lady, your ſon Valentine greeteth pou well, 
chewing you that the Emperour would gladly ſee pou, confeffing 
bis ralh credit giuen fo a Traptoz about pour baniſhment, who 
hath cequifed it with the loſſe ol his lite; wherefaze, he pzomiſeth, 
that ſo ſoone us he can free his Country from the incurſions of the 
Sarazins fo come himlſelfe in perſon, and then fozthwith bzing 
with him the green knight, whom 2cſon vanquiſhed. The Ladp 
hearing theſe jopfull fpdings, ſuddenly fell inta a ſwound ; but Or- 
{op perceiued it, ſuddenly ſnatched her bp iuto his armes, and be- 
ingſomewhat come vnto her leite, ſhe ſapd: Pp Child; J am juſt- 
ly duercome with toy, in that J vnderſtand J am pꝛoued an Inna ; 
cent offuch abhominable crimes as I was falſely accuſed ot᷑: but 
Along ta ſee the Emperoꝛz, whom if -J might but once againe be · 
hold, I ould not longer deſire fo.liue;fo2 Jam well enaugh re- 
yenged,and; mp accuſer hathiuftly ſatisfied a moſt ſhamefull death 
koʒ his treacherp. 1

How King Trompart came before Aquitaine, to ſuccour Ferra. 
gur, a bree with him Adrimain the Enchanter, who betray- 
ed Pacolet. And how the K. of Inde cauſed K. Trompartt head to 
be ſtricken eff: and ho he would haue married with Cierimond, 
and how Paceſet was reuenged on - Adrimaine, in the ſhape of a 
woman. And how Ferragut was llaine; and ho- Orſon and the 
Duke went with an army to Cenſtantinople to ſuccour the Empe- 
rour:and how Orſon led along with him his Mother. And how 
all the Pagans were ſlaine before Conſt ant inople, and how the Em- 
peror reeeiued his Son Orſen, & his wife Belly/ant with great joy, 


F Acolct being art iued in quitain, at the ſame time that 
» R. 7 rompart came thither to apd Ferragus againſt the 
Chꝛiſtians. At whoſe comming Ferragus began thug 
SR to ſalute him: Famous ln. ol your comming J am glad, 
hopeing bp ponr aſſiſtance to get back my ſiſter Clerimond, and — 
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be reuenged on all thoſe that have de tayned her. Ferragus (ſaidB, 
Trompart) doubt nothing, fo} 4 haue haought with ms Adrimaine 
the Enchanter, whoſe gkill chall confound P. col et in his own Art. 
Thankes gentle . J am much bound fo pour lone, and if he can 
but gine Pacolet into mp hands, J {hall reward him liberally. Sir 
(quoth Adrimain) put pour truft in me, and ſo J take my leaue, 
and ſo be took him to his Magick Art. Being pzonidsd ofal things, 
amongſt the teft, he laded himſeife with victuals, and took his way 
towards Aquitaine: comming thither, he crzued entrance at-the 
gates fo ſell his vigqualls, which was eaſtly granted. After he had 
all, he went info the Pallace, where he chanced bpon Pacoler, 
whem Pacolet knew well. Adrimain (quoth pacolet, pou are wel- 
come, from whence came you and what is pour Errand? Then 
ſayd Adrimain, pou know, that long J ſerued n. 7 romparr, pet 
by fate J am fallen into a great miſchance, foz one in his Court 
hauing ſmitten me becauſe J would not teach him the pzinciples of 
my Art;J dzewfozth mp knife, and killed bim Row fearing death, 
J amexpelled the Court, and foz this cauſe J fled frmards you fo 
ſuccour, and will pzone vnto pou afaithfullſernant ſo pon be pleaſed 
fo accept of me; Adrymain ſapd Pacoler, J am content, let it be ſo, 
make thee good cheers, and be mertp. As they were thug in their 
cups, Adiyinain ſaw the faire Clerimond paſſe thzough the Hall, 
who pzeſently demanded what K adp it was? Then ſayd pacolet, 
it is the ſiſtor of Ferragus, who muſt be married to a right valiant 
Knizbf, Whileſt they were thus in conference, came Orſon unte 
them, andſaid Gentlemen, J could gladly with, that out of pour 
Art, you would ſhew ſomewhat to delight this aſſemblp. 

At whoſe woꝛds, Adrimain dzew bp a Cup abcne a Pillar, in 
ſach wiſe that though the place (ſeemingly to all the company )ran ' 
a River, furniſhed with all ſtoze of Fiſhliffle and great. UW hen the 
beholders ſaw the water fo come ſs ſtrongly againſt them; thep 
were afraivofdzowning bacolet beholding this feat amongſt ths 
reſt, began a ſong. and in fbat ſong a Charme, that it ſeemed to 
all the beholder s, that a great Hart ran thozow that iner, ouers 
turning al things that ſtood in his way. Alter this hart ran hinter g 
n This made many at the be holders leape as 
WW a ler 
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fer. thinking fo haue taken the Wares: but pacolet hy his att made 
the Hart ſaddeniy'fo hagiſh. This fpozt (quath Orion) was ve - 
ry well perfozmes, and ſo the company ta aking vy. Pacvicr len 
A rim uus ta big Chambrr to lie with him, bat it pzoouen fatall, 
ka to nard midnight, adcun ine fo enchanted all within the court, 
and with them Peet, that he had time to wozke all that hee de · 
ſtced. Alterward he went toward the Hꝝſa of pacoler, and getting 
han; cant into the chamber of Clermmo ia, mu by Act cauſes her 
to rife and make her ready. and ſetting her on the hozſe behind him 
tame bnfo a window, turned the pinne, and ſuddenly hee arrived 
in the tent of King ! rompart. Being came thither, de crped aut 
aloud, faping, Great King, ſlaepe not, hut haſte pou hither, and 
pot hall ſee the pleaſant Lady Cierimond: whom'J have ſtollen 
fcom Aquitaine, and with her pacolets hozia. Now ſapd the king 

J well perceine thy lone : is this the @iffer of Ferragus 2 pea ſaid 
Adrimainc, and J haue alſo ffolten her awap, and alſo hetcayed 
pacolet my fellow ꝙ agitian, faz he ſhall neuet he mai ſter of bis 
bozfe againe. J but ſapd the King, art thon acquamtet;with the 


bnfo King Tromparr, hee thaught. experience of the hoi 
himſelle and taking the Lady Clerimond behind him, would tranf- 
poꝛt her into his owne Countrey, and there marry her. 

Hee being thus determined. he embzaced the Lady in bis armes 
(foz all this while he was not aſuaked aut of her enchanted leep) 
and ſet her on the hozſe of wood. All this Adrimaine was epe wit- 
nefſe of, and ſayd thus vnto him: Py Lozd, if pou faile any iot of 
the true ble of the hozſe, bath pour ſelfe and the Lady are in ve* 
ty great danger. Feare not that quoth 7rompart, and ſo turning 
the pin he mounted ſwiftly into the ayze, and befoze next mozning 
he was 200. mpyles on his wap, but nat at his iaurneys end, ſaʒ now 
awaked the Kady Clerimond out of her owns enchanted fleepe, 
wha ſeeing her ſelfe ſo deluded, fell ſuddenly into a wound, this 
chaunce ſtroke to the heart ot king Trompart, fo; hee was afraid 
leaſt hee had bene dead, and lo turning the pinne, be Gopped fhe 
hozſe in a faire greenefleld by a fountains, then n 
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from the hezſe he laid her on the graſſe, and fooke a little water 
and caſt it on her face, and the Lady recovered, being recovered 
ſhe maze ſuch grievous lamentations, that king Trompart was 
wel-nighout of his wifs : within thts place there was a Chepheard 
of whom king Trompart required ſomewhat to eat, whichhe gane 
vnto the Ladp, who eat therꝛot and. was refreſhed : at laſt 

tome againe vnto her ſpeech, ſhe weeping vttered theſe wozds : 
Unhappp J abeue all creatures, foz J haue loft my joy byaceurſed 
treaſon. Alas Valentine mp lone, curſed be he thee hath ſeperated 
bs. Trompart hearing her ſo clamozous, repzoued her roundlp, 
ſaping : Lady leave off theſe fooliſh wozds ofthe chaiſtian bop, 02 J 
will ſeperate thy head from thy body: is it not better foz thee to be 
my wife, that am ſole Loꝛd of all this juriſdiction, than to haue x 
beggerly ſtart vp, that hath neither land noz liuing. And with theſe 
wozds, he worlo haue killed her, but the Lal p dit ayning him, hit 
him with her Fiff vpon the mouth. 

This ſtrange and vnlookt foz diſdainefulnes, put King Trom- 
part into ſuch an anger, that he in a furious rage taught her vp, and 
ſet her vpon the hoꝛſe againe, and turning the Pinne the contrary 
wap, pꝛeſently inſtead ot carrying her into his owne Country, he 
lighfed in Inde, in the midſt of a market place, kept there that dap: 
the People ſeeing ſuch a ſtrange fight, marvelled much thereaf. 
The Lady Clerimond by this time knew the hozſe to be Pacolets, 
and ſaid: Nowam J faldy befraped, and Pacolet robbed of his 
hozſe,but-mp deere Valentine he it is that moſt Ticketh at my 
heart, foz now ſhall J neuer fee thee moze. Tromparr (who thought 
fo all this that hee had beene in bis own Cemtry) fill beating 
down her pitteous laments, with bitter wozds. But marke what 
followed, tydings was bzought vnto the king ol laue. a what had 
hapned, who commanded them to bzought befoze him. But this fell 

out iil fozk. Tromparr, foz'the Bing of I»4e knevwhim well. 
Ving Tromper: being tome befoze the B. of /-d- he bad him wels 
come, koꝛ pou are he that hath put my bꝛother to death: wherfoze 
J will be r-veFged on thee, and ſo cauſe his head to be ſtricken cff. 
After, the Lady was led into the Kings Pallace, where hee ſate 
in his owne perſon, and he thug ſaid: Ladp, J know — of 
| whence 
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whence pou are, by the bzight ſplendour of pour face, hath enthꝛal · 
led my heart, wherefoze ifſo pou pleaſe to be my wife, J will make 
vou Queene of all this ſpactong continent. Sir (quoth hee) pou 
ſpeake graciouſly, but to fake any man to Husband, J haue made 
a ſolemne-vow fo refraine durizzg the fpace of one whole peare : 
 wherefoze pleaſefh it pou ta let mpvow be accompliſhed, and that 
time being runne out, then will J wilingly conſent therefo WU cl!, 
ſaid the King, thy anſwere is reaſonable, let it be as thou haſt ſaid, 
pertoꝝme thy vaw, and re maine within my Pallace,and comman⸗ 
ded that her attendance ſhould be as great as if ſhe had been h 8 
queen, allowed her a Chamber of ſtate, into which Chamber thee 
cauſkd to be bzonght the wooden hozſe that carrped her ti ther, and 
being there, the placed it in the lecreteſt place ſhe could deuiſe: and 
Kill deſtred ſhee might be freed out of that danger. Now leaue we 
her a while, and return fo Pacolet, and look back alſo to Aquirasn, 
and ſee the mourning that is made foz the Lady ¶ Leri uo vd ; 
The night after Aarimain had befraped Pacolet, great lamens« 
tations was made foz the faire ler i mond, thʒoughout the City of 
Aguitain: Mozeouer, when paco/ee lound Adrimain abſent, hee 
doubted moze, and looking round about the chamber wherein the 
Moꝛſe ſtood, hee ſaddenly miſſed if, all this ſo falling out, pacolet 
fell info a moſt grieuous paſſion, infomuch as had not Orſon at 
that inſtant come in, he would haue deſtroped himſelke. | 
pacolet being thus reſcued by Orſon, and beholding the generall 
ſozrow of the beaufeous Lady Clerimond, he began thus to com- 
fozt them: Lozds J will not giue oner, fill J am reuenged on that 
Traytoz Adrymain, by whom we are all thus wzonged. Here* 
withall he departed, and apparelled himlelfe like a gallant mapd, 
and took his way to the hoft of Ferragus. Being come among the 
Armp, many Pagans pꝛaped her foz her loue, but euermoze paco- 
let excaſed himſelfe and ſapd, pardon mee J pzap pou, foz J 
am pzomiſed already to the inchanter eAdrymays» , and ſo they 
let her paſſe on. At laft pacoler came to the Tent where 4- 
drymays was, at which Aarymayn food amazed, and was 
fo deeply overcame in Leue, that, that night he retained him 
into his Chamber, but pacolet ng whit to lecke off his ſhifts. 
| made 
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made ſomewhat ſqueamiſh, and ſaid : Py Lozd know this, J baue 
becne deſired of many, but J thinke fitteſt the wozthieft to be firft 
ſerued: Daughter (queth Adrimain) feare nothing, make good 
cheere,and be merry, foz J haue a good fomacks to thee, and will 
vſe thee wel Now he committed the maiden to one of his ſeruauts 
to bee ſerued wit all the dainties that could be had. 

Pacolet being thus bighly ſeaſted in the tent of Adrimain, while 
Adrimain is in the tent of Ferragus, pacolet demanded of the ſer» 
nant of Adrimain what was become of king 7rompart ? Theler« 
vant ſaid, 3 thinke he returned sgaine info his owne Countfry,and 
caried along with him the Lady Clerimond vpo a hozle of wood, 
that my maiſter had giuen him: pacolet hearing this, was vered 
at the heart. By this time was Adrimaincome vnto this Tent, 
ſaping fo pacoler : Daughter is it time fo go fo reſt, ſee heere is 
the Bed wee-meane to ſpozt in: pour will be done ſapd pacolet. 
Then Adrimain put off his cloathes, and went into the bed, paco- 
let ſo inchanted him info ſo ſtrong a ſleep, that wake he could not 
till the mozning. As hee dealt with Adrimain, ſo he did with all 
round about him, and putting off his womans attire, hee clad him⸗ 
felfe in ail the richeſt cloathes that 4Adrimaine had, and after with 
his owneſwozd cut off his head, and bare it away with him, Pas 
ning thus done, he takes his way towards the Tent of Ferragus, 
the which he found well guarded, and there by bis Art, he alſo caſt 
them all into aheaup fleepe. This done, hee entred into the tent 
of Ferragus, where he ſuddenly made him leape out of Bed, and 
cloath him: and fying him in his girdle, made him run by his ſide 
like a Spaniell, till he came euen to the verp entrance of the gates 
ef Aquitaine, F 

When pacoler was come to the gates of the Pallace, he found 
there the duke himſelfe, accompanied with many of his Barons, 
and eſpping pacotet they ſaid vnto him: where is Clerimond that 
youbzing not her againe? He anſwered, L ozds, patience a while, 
J canndtſhew pou all at once: know this, 7 am fully teuenge d on 
Adrimain, foz here J have bzought his head, and here is Ferragus, 
who by mp Art J baue alſo ſurpzized as pou map ſee, Then ſapde 


Orſon pou haue done very well, Nap Lozds, moze pet haue J to 
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lay whichis, J baue enchanted a firepe the whole hoſt of Ferrag ie, 
therefozs if ever pou meane to haue a reſtiſtleſſe victozy, go now. 
Mhat ſap pou my Lo2ds (quoth Orſon) mee thinkes Pacolet hat) 
well aui lad vat therefoze let us go on, fa they ſlaugbterd all that 
lay befoze them, and put Ferragus into a moſt lter darke, and 
loathſome pꝛilon, vutill their returne, 

Alter this great daughter was ended, the duke returned againe 
info Aquitaine, and there commaunded ta haus the gyant Ferragus 
bzought befoze him, who was by this time awaked cut of higen- 
chanted ſlespe, vnte whom the Duke thus ſaid: Ferragus, if thou 
wilt here fozſake'thy Pahomet, and receine baptiſme, then thou 
halt liue: which it thou refuſe to do; thou ſhalt ſurely die. know 
(ſaid Ferragus) J bad rather luffer a thouſand deaths: ſo bee was 
ſuddenly beheaded. Alter his death Orion tooke leaue of the Duke, 
and went towards Conſtantinople. toapd his Father the Grecian 
Emperour and his Uncklo Pepi king of France, againlt the unbe· 
lecuing Saracens that hid ſtiongly beſieged that Tity, but a little 
bofoge his departing, the Duke (aid thus to hm: UWioathy Knight 
ſith ye are reſdlued fo depart, 4 will go along with you and beare 
you company. 07/0» was very joyfull to heare him ſay ſo, and gaue 
him thanks, ſo taking ſome fmall time fo ſet things in readineſſe, 
he committed the keeping of the City to a wozthy and valiant 
knight, who bzought them on towards their journep, But bp the 
wap, the Empꝛeſſe Belhyſant much lamented the hard bſage of her 
Loz2d, but Orſon pittping her, ſayd: Mother, le aue off pour feares, 
and only joy in that you haue been falſely accuſed, which now wil 
much incceale your honoz : but 3 feare moſt our entrance into the 
City, which as J h are is much froubled with the Sar.:2ens. Nay 
(ſapd pacolet )feare not that, oz J will wozhe a deuice to enter, 
and mp ſelle will goe befoze and tell them ſo. Do fo (ſaid Oe 
and tell Valentine the hardfoztunes of C/er+wond : Nap (quoth 
Pacolet not J, J will be no bearer of ſuch ſad tydings. 

Now King Pepi and the Emperour being ſtrongly beſieged, 
were in great diſtreſte foz victuals within the Citp, and there was 
no way to be relieued, but bo the ſwozd. Then Valent ine knowing 

their great neceCify, accompanied with the Greene Knight, — a 
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Pacoletſapd buto them: Lds be camlaztahle, fo; in this land is 

aſembled the Duke gf Aquitain, and the knight Orſon, the Roble 

Empaeſte, and the Lid Fezon; J but ſaid Valentine, why com- 

meth not the fapze Clerimond: then anſwered Pacolet, he mould 

haue come, but being Sea icke, ſhee was ſozcedfo'returne againe

Then Pacolet adniſed them all to go into the City of Conſtan- 
t inople, and on the moro, yſſue out thereof. with a mighty Ar- 
my vpon the Enemy. Jn the means ſpace J will on the other ſtag 
lo beſtir my lelfe, that the hoaſt of the Warlike Duke, ſhall come 
bp and gine afreſh aſlault Now the Souldan perceining this, (hal 
imagine it to be powers of his bzofher, the king of argier. 

Pacolet (ſapd V alentme) thou bat well aduiſed, and f it ſhall be 
effected. Thus they departed, Pacolet fooke his wap to the Duke of 
Aqnitain, who was pet on the ta · ſhoze, telling him that hee had 
been with the hoaſt of the Soldan, and how he had freed Valentine 
and the Green knight. Then Orion anſwered, Pacolet there is pet 
ane thing moze to he done, and this it is, that to moro in the 
mozning, we aſlaple the hoaft of the Sarazens on the one ſe, and 
they ol ( onſtantinople on the other fide, and ſo by that meanes we 
ſhall ouerfhzow them quite.

Pepin diligently bzought 
fazth their men to the fight, and diuided their Hoaſt inta ſiue Bat · 
tailes. The firſt was deliuered to V alent ine: the ſecond to the green 
Knight: the third to king Pepint the fourth fg Myllon Daugler: 
and the fift to Samplon of Orleance, one that bare in bis banner a 
Beare offer. At the bzeake ef dap, the powers yſlued aut af the 
City, fo give an aſſault vpon the enemp: being come into:the field: 
they ſounded their Jnfcuments, the nolſe thereof ſo affrightedthe 
Sarazens that they ran out of their tents crping an allarum an alla 
rum. This battell was extreame hot foz the chiſtians that day, yet 
the enemp bad no cauſe to boaſt, n. Pepin behaned -himleife ſo vali 
antlp, and cryed out to his ſouldlers, $t, Dennis,St. Denis. C ben a

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Her J bewayle, und her will J reconer againe il ſhee bee aline : but 
if 3 find her not, ſhoʒt and woefull will be my dapss, and ſo he cal- 
led Pacolet fo him, and ſayd: Milt thou ſerue me and be my com* 
panion in this vnknown taske: Sir (quoth be) willingly, and am 
ready whenſoeuer pou will ſet fozward. Then Valentine made all 
things in readines foz his departure, and now hath taken ſga, and 
left his Crowne and Country, onely accompanied with thzee at- 
tendants. Now leane we him, and ſpeake of King Pepin, that by 
this time is ſeated in Yaris, and was honourably received : but a⸗ 
boue all, the valiant Orſon was highly efteemed, inſomuch that he 
had euen all the command of the kingdome deliuered ouer vnfo 
bim : Jfought was fo be bzonght befoze the King, Orſon was the 
man to be ſued vnto. 

This greatnes of Orſon fretted Naufray and Henry, (of whom 
pou have heard befoze) fo the heart, inſomuch as they plotted a 
means how to take awap his life, ſaying, it was much te their in» 
dignity, that Orion ſhould be fo pzeferred befoze them, being ſons 
vnto the king: ſurely ſapes the one bnto the other his glozy cannot 
long endure, foz his owne pꝛide will be his ouerthzow. J but ſapd 
Hautray vnderſtand me, we haue 2. Nephews. ſons bnfo our el- 
deft ſiſter, fo wit: Florence and Garnier theſe are both hardy and 
fierce, and by them me thenks ſome plot migbt be ſet on konte: 4⸗ 
gaine they are very fif members to execute any villanp, foz one is 
butler vnto the king, the other his Wſher vnto his pzibate Chams 
ber : now either of theſe map enter info the kings Chamber, and 
murther him in his bed, and luch a deed being done, it will ſarely 
be lapd fo Or ſons charge, foz he anelp hath the guard of his perſon. 
Af this can be cffected Orſou will ſurely be condemned fo death, 
and the Kealme wholy light info our hands. Jn this it is necellray 
we dſe ſecrecie. | 

Upon this reſolution they ſent foz theſe two Inſtruments of 
murder, fo acquaint them with the Treaſon, and being come, 
Haufray ſaid vnto them: Sits, J and my Bother haue laid a plot 
fo do vs good and raife pou to honour, which thing we chaſe rather 
to offer it vnto you, fo2 that you are allyed vnto bs, and therefoze 
we reſpect you befoze others, This it is, you know our Fsther = 
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Ling neuer loued vs, but hath euer aduanced ſtrangers, and lelt vs 
ſlightly regarded: theſe things conſidered, my Bꝛother, J, and pon 
two 1Bzothers, deſcended from our Unckle, determine to put our 
doting Father to death, and ſo we map ſhare the land into our own 
gouern ment. This thing by vs firſt plotted, were fitteſt to be ex⸗ 
ecuted bp one of pou, and J thinke pou Garnier fo be fitſeſt foz it, 
becauſe pou being Uſher in the Kings Chamber, pou map conuep 
your ſelfe be!:ind ſome Arris, and when the king is in his bed, mur. 
der him. This being done, when it ſhall be known that the king. 
is ſlaine, the fac will be lapd vpon Orſon, foz he oncly hath the 
charge of his bodp, and ſoa we ſhall quickly get him adjudged to 
Death: and as kozlittle Charles we ſhall doe well enough to make 
him away. Unckle (ſapd Garnier) doubt not, but that 5 ſhall vn- 
dertake this enlerpꝛile. Dhozfip after, Garnier on a night when the 
King was at ſupper» got a knife and ſecretly entred into the kings 
chamber, and hid himſelle behind the hangings. When the houre 
of the kings going to bed ca me, he was attended by his guard and 
Chamberlaine, as the manner was: the king being lapd, every 
man departcd, ſauc only Orſon, who conferred with the king till he 
fell a leepe, Orſon ſeeing the ing alleepe, without makiug noyſe 
left him, and laid himſelfe down vpon a Pallat by him, 
The dead time ofthe night was come, wherein Garnier aſſay- 
ep (hauinghis knife ready) this bloody enterp2ize : but being come 
to the beds ſide, eadp fo lift his arme fo ſtrike the fafall Croke, he 
thoughr the k ing weulo awaken, and ſo in trembling feare laid him 
downe by the bedſide, and durſt not ſtir: Anon he would aduenture 
againe, but being ( as befoze ) poſſeſt with keare he put the knife 
within the bed: then he returned to the place krom whence he came. 
Orlon all this while ſlept loundly. misdoubting nothing, but pet was 
troubled with a frightfull dzcame , which was, that one would 
haue robbed his ZU:fc of Bonoz : alſo, he thought, that beſide a 
Kiuer, he ſaw two Herons, who fought with a Hawke, but the 
' Hawke defended her ſelfe ſo valiantip, as he had flaine*the two 
: Herons, had they not been aſſiſted by a multitude of little birds, 
and the Yerons likewiſe had flaine the Hawke, but that an Eagle 
relcued him. . 
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At this dꝛeame Orſon awaked, and was much aſtonied thereats 
ſaping : The Gods pꝛeſerue my Bꝛother Valentine from treaſon» 
By this time the dap bꝛoke, and Orſon ſoffly ſtole out of the cham» 
ber fearing to awaken the king. When Garnier ſaw Orion goue, 
he alſo followed ſoone affer and tooke his way towards the cham- 
ber, where he found tbe two 152ethzen, who longed to hears the 
newes. Garner (quoth ih y) tell vs what is done? L oꝛds ſaid Gar- 
mer, 3 would not do the like againe fo2 all the Gold in France, and 
pet J haue not hurt the king, foz fill as J was lifting vp mp hand 
fo ſtrike, feare and hozroꝛ did fo affright me, that J duſt no moze 
aduenture. But 3 haue aduiſed me of another plot, and haue of pur⸗ 
pole left the knife in the kings bed, and this it is, we will accuſe Or- 
ton of Treaſon, and tell the king there are feure fraptozs, wherof 
Orion is the paincipall. Alſo. they wiil make away little Charles, 
and ſo wholly poſſeſſe the Crowne. To pꝛoue this, we will ſay, that 
fo; this purpole Orſon hath conueped a Knife into the kings bed. Al 
any demand how we knew thercof, we will ſap, one of vs ſtanding 
at the doze heard all their conference, Garnier (ſaid Haufray) pon 
ſap well, but if Orſon deny it, you and pour bꝛother ſhall craue com 
bate againſt him, Sap, that by ſuch aduenture you come by the 
wozle, my bzother-and 3 ſhall find men enow to reſcue pou. Thug 
they reſolued and thus was Treaſon the ſecond time laidfoz Orſon 
the Innocent. The next day the king being at dinner, attended by 
Haufray and Henry. wha ſhewed good countenance fo Orſon ; and 
when Garnier ſaw his time, he came befoze the king, ſaping: woz⸗ 
thy king, pour grace hath beſtowed on me many kingly kauour :, 
wherefozeit is my duty to open vnto pou a trealon which latelp J 
chanced fo heare, and to the end pou may haue a care vnto your 
perſon, J will bewzap vnfo pou the pꝛactiſers thereof, 

Carnier pzaped to lap hands on Ocion firſt, fo2 hee was the 
pꝛincipall Traptoz, the number in all are foure, but Orſon was the 
man ſhould kill you in pour bed with a knife : and that pour Pa- 
ſeſty may the better credit me, this day as they met together, 3 
was in a certaine place, and heard Orſon ſap, the knife which you 
ſhould be killed with, was bid in your bed: now if it pleaſe pou, 
either to goe oz lend, pou ſhall find my wozds true. Sir (fapd 
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Florent, my bzother ſpeaketh nought but truth. The King hearing 
theſe woꝛds beheld Orſon with many ſtrange countenances, and at 
laſt ſayd: Falle and diſloyall man can ſuch a thought enter info thy 
bꝛeſt, as to fake away my life, whome J have moze reſpected then 
my own Childzen - Liedge /quoth Orſon) be not lightly carryed 
awap fo beleeue this accuſafion, fo2 J pꝛoteſt I am cleare of any 
ſuch thought, and ſhall pꝛoue enuy the authoz ofalil theſe Treaſons. 
Speake no moze/ ſapd the king) loz if the knife be found in the bed, 
A will crave nokurther pzoofe. So calling to his Lo2ds, bee layd, 
Lozds J was neuer ſo ſuddenly confounded as at this pꝛeſent Sir 
ſapd My llon Daugler, J know not what to ſap, but J cannot be- 
leeue that Orſon is guilty ol the Treaſon againſt pour Majeſtp, pea 
(but ſaid the King) if we find a knife in the bed, it is an euident 
ligne fo moue me to beleeue it, 3 pꝛay let vs go make trpall. So the 
King went himſelfe into the Chamber accompanied with many 
witneſſes, and being there, they found the knife, as Garnier ſayd: 
alas ſapd ſhe king in whom map J fruſt, when my owne kinfman 
ſeeketh my life, but J vow he ſhall ſaffer a ſhametull death, With 
that a balianf knight named Symon came fo Orſon, (which loned 
him well) and ſapd : alas fir, flie and fave pour life, foz the King 
bath found the knife in bis bed, and ſo the King hath vowed pour 
death, Orſon ſapd, J feare nothing. The king enfred the Hall 
where Orſon was guarded with 51 Knights; and ſo afſembling his 
Peeres, he pꝛoceeded to Judgement. 

Orſon being bzought befoze the king, and his Lo2ds, he ſapd vn · 
fo them: Wozthy Loꝛds ſinte my wozds cannot defend me, I re · 
quire but the cuſtome of pour Tountrep, whichis that when a man 
ſhall be accuſed of murther oꝛ freaſon, he might craue the combate 
againſt his enemp. 

Nowfoz mp part, J hold my felfe innocent, which J will main 
taine, it by pour counſels you grant me that which in right belong: 
eth to me: and ur ther to cleare mp ſelfe, lee there is my gage:it 4 
be ouercome doe with my body as pleaſeth pou. Garnier (aid, Or- 
ſon J thinke pou were better hold pour peace, foz the thing being 
already pzooued, we haue no reaſon to anſwer you in the field, Ah 


Traifoz, there is nothing pet pzoned, but that a man that _ 
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damnation, and deſireth honour, ſaith ſo. Upon theſe wozds the 
twelue Peeres of France cauſed Oi ſon to be remaued out of the 
place, and alſo the bzothers his adverſaries, while in the meane 
ſpace the reſt diſputed the Queſtion. At laſt it was adiudged, that 
Orions demand wos reaſonable, and that hee ougit to be heard. 
Then were the Bꝛothers called in againe befoze the King, then 
Duke My!l..n demanded of Garnier, who were confederats with 
him in the kings death. L ozds (quoth he) I will not bewzay them 
fo2 all the wealth in France, Ca mier (ſaidthe Jndge) J giue ſen⸗ 
fence that pou and pour bzother take bp Orlons gage, and fight 
with him, fo2 ſince you conceale the reſt of theſe murtherers, it is 
to be daubtcd that there is malice in the plat. Orion at this ſenfence 
reiopced, aud caſt his Gloue down vnto the two Traptoꝛs,ſaping: 
Lozds heere is my Gloue that 3 caſt down to theſe two fraitozs, 
vpon this condition, that if my caſe be foule,oz by them conquered, 
J offer my body to your will and pleaſure: Riſe then ſapd the king, 
fa2 indgment is paſt : and foz your farther ſecurity, it were good 
we had ſome hoſtage : with that Haufray and Henry offred them 
ſelues body foz body foz Garnier and his 152other : and faz Orſon, 
ſtood Millon Daugler, and Duke Samplon,@e a months dap was 
aſſigned foz the combat. 

The lime being come that they Chould fight, Duke My lion 
Daugler, Samplon, Galeram, aud Gervais Orſon, 
fo2 he was wel beloued: when he was armed and well mounted, he 
rode thzough the City nobly accompanied, toward the plate appoin- 
ted. Kong bad he not been there, but Haufray and Henry entred the 
field with their two Rephews ropally arnaad. Garnier and Florent 
the two Traytoze, greatly feared Orion, but Haufray and Henry 
fill comfozted them, pꝛomiſing them apd. Being thus in readines, 
the Biſhop of Paris went vnto them and gaue vnto them all thzee 
an Dath, accozding to the Law of Armes, and then the Biſhop de- 
parted away. After came the Heraulds, and the ſergeants of the 
field, fo clears the place. am Haufray had pzanided 3000, Pen 
hard by and giuen them command, that ag ſoane as they heard him 
blow his hozne,they ſhould ſet fozward toward him, This gladdod 
the Traptoꝛs at the heart, but it little auayled then; lo — 
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the Trumpets gaue ſignall, Or ſon couched his Speare, and putting 
bis ſpurs to his hozſe, ran vpon them with iuch furp, and lent Car- 
nier ſuch a ſtroke, that he ran though both ſhield and Armoz, Fl 
rent on the other ſide gaue Orſon a biow that he thought hee had 
ſtrucken againſt a Tower. Falſe and accurſed fraytoz (quoth Or- 
ſon) that haſt wꝛongkullp accuſed mee, ere this dap paſſe, J ſhall 
ſhew thee where lopaify doth reſt, and with theſe wozds, bee with 
his \ſwo2zd ſmote Garnier out of his ſaddle, and withall pulled off 
bis Þelnie, and had cut off his head, if his Bzother Florent had not 
reſcued him. 
Againe, Or ſon made towards Garnier, and ſtriking offh's eare, 
ſapd, Faire Paiſter J would be loath you ſhould looſe by the bar» 
gaine. Here began a freſh Comvate between theſe thꝛee Champi⸗ 
ons. Garnier hauing reconered againe his Helme came vpon Or- 
{on with all his toʒce, thinking to haue leff ſome marke of that en. 
counter, but had not his bzother relicued him, hee had ſoon been 
ſlaine. Thus Orſon had enough to do with theſe two, foz they were 
ok ſtout courage, and beſide they relyed much vpon reſcue from 
Haufray and Henry, but ſtill Orſon followed, and at laſt ſs woun 
ded G2rnicr that he was faine fo fozſake his Yozſe. Being on the 
ground, he lmote af Orſons hozſe, inſomuch that he cut off one of 
bis legs, and felledhim io the earth, but Orſon being light and 
ſtrong, leapt from off his back, and being on tbe ground, ye came 
and took Garnier betweene his armes ſo ſtrongly, that hee tooke 
away his ſhield, and thzew him on the earth: but as he would haue 
wounded him iu the belly, Florent came bpon Orſon, and gaue fuch 
a ſtroke on his helme, that he made him ſtagger Orſon vered here: 
at, [mate him ſo, that he ouerthzew his Mozſe dead fo the earth, 
and aſter took off his helm. F orent was ſo aſhamed hereat, that he 
ran vp and down the field conering his head with his ſhicld, and Or- 
{on took pleaſure in chaſing of him ſo, tlorent (laid his bzother)fie 
not, returne, oꝛ we ſhall be banquiſhed. And heretvithall they made 
afreſh encounter vpon Orſon, and with their lwoꝛds laid on ſo luſti⸗ 
ly, that the ſtrokes entred his Armoꝛ, and dꝛew dlood, Orſon kee⸗ 
ling himſelfe wounded, ſmote off one of F-lorents armes: but pet he 
gaue not ouer. Orſon eſpping him making a blow at him, made - 
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if he would haue ſtroke at Garnier, but ſuddenly with-dzawinghts 
arme, hit Florent in ſuch wile, that he fell down dead fo the earth, 
and after ſapd vnto Garnier: Traitoz thou ſhalt after, except thou 
confeſſe the Treaſon. Net ſo Vrion foz J will be reuenged on thee 
foz my bzathers death. Hautray and Herwy difliked the mafch, and 
ſaid one cf Our Neptcws is ſlaine. and if he ouertome the other, de 
will cauſe him to confeſſe the Zreaſon, and thereby bzing bs in 
danger. Bother ſapd Hautray, J will tellyou what may be done: 
as ſoone as we perceiue Carnier fo be ouerceme, befoze he confeſſe 
any thing, we willenter tbe fielv,and make as it we came fo checre 
vp Orion, and we will cut off our Nephews head, and ſo the trea» 
ſon Chall not be knowne. Quoth Henr; be if ſa, Now are both the 
Champ ions at it in the field. Garnier/ ſatd Orton) pou ſce pou can- 
noteſcape my hands, therefcze confeſſe the Treaſon, and J will 
ſaue pour life. Bop (quoth Garnicr) thy faire pꝛomiſes ate little 
wozth, foz ſeeing that 3 haue loft an ears, J little reſpec anp place 
of hongur, fo rather chooſing to die baliantlp, oz conquer thee, J (cf 
down mp reſt that here J will finiſh my tozfunes,either to conquer 
02 be conquered, Agreed {quoth Cron) and ſith death is ſo wel- 
come to thee, defend thy ſc ife, foz this ſhall: be thy longe ſt dap of 
life; and thts he makes at Garnier, and by trengtbof armes thzew 
bim-vnder him and pulled off his Meime. Hay fray ſeeing there 
was no wap but one, cried out, Orſon lay him not, fez we know 
be hath wzongfullp accuſed-pou, ſo. we w. ll do ſuch Juſtice vpon him 
as to fo foule a fact appertaineth:and Hautray ſapd vnto Garnier: 
nephew conleſſe pour fact and we will be a meanes bnto the k. foz 
your par don. L o2ds ſaid Garricr, J did put the knifeinfo the kings 
Bed: In ſpeaking theſe wozds, Hautray dzew out his ſwozd, runs 
ning him quitc th2oug h, and after ſaid: L oʒds, let this @raitoz be 
hanged on the Gallowes as hee bath well deſcrued: but cozen Or⸗ 
ſon, J am glad of pour victoꝛp, foz it pzooueth pou innocent : and 
though Garnier were my nephew, pet will J neuer acknowledge 
him of my bloud. Now was come the Lsdp: Fezon who was glad 
of Oxtons bictozp. R. Pepin alſo came,ſaping:nephew pou haue cn» 
dured dangerous wounds, Unckle (quoth Orion) the traitozs are 
banquiſhed, and Haufray made Garnier to contefle the Treaſon, 
and 
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and ſo killed him. Nephew, beware of that Haufray, foz be hat 
ſurely a hand in if, buf foz this time J will hold my peace. The R. 
aud the Barons returned into the City of Paris,-and made great 
toy foz the victozy, Haufray and Henry ſpake well ol bim, but in 
their hearts they imagined miſchiefe, which alter came to light and 
thep bad their deſert: where we leaue them, and refurne fo Valcn- 
tine wha rode from place to place to find out ( lerimond. 
Voalencine hauing trauailed along, at laſt arriued in the City of 
Antioch, thinking fo finde the Lady Clerimond, Pacolet being 
with him, could ſpeake their language, and fooke bp their lodging 
in a great mans houſe: but the hoſt of the houſe was ſomewhat 
doubtful : and when they were in the Chamber, he would hearken, 
inſomuch that at laſt he vnderſtood they were Cwiſtians, where- 
bpon he went to the king of Antioch, and ſafd : fir, there are foure 
Chziftians in my houſe, that haue entred pour land without paying 
of tribute. The King ſapd, thou halt well done, let them be bzought 
befoze me, fo being ſent fog, he ſaid thus to Valentine: Chʒiſtian 3 
let thee vnderſtand, that there be fwo things, one of which pou 
mult make choice of, oz elſe ſaffer death. What is if (quoth Valen- 
tine) fog. J will-doe any thing to (lane mp lite. The ſaid, pau 
muſk either renounce your Chziftian Faith, oz elſe fight with a 
dzeadfull Dꝛagon, that hath deuoured many men : tee is bigger 
then a Boſe, winged like a fowle, feathered like a Griffon, the 
bead of a ſerpent, agreat ſting within her mouth, a fierce looke, the

Being thus in a readi- 
nelle, they were ſent to the ſuccour of the @mperoz : But Brandit- 
fer had ſcouts abzoad to giue him notice of all that happened, and 
fearing the fazces of the Greckes, and their pziſoners lolle, they 
ffole fo the Sea- ſi ge, ſo taking Ship, they in ſhozt ſpace arriued 
at Lize in which place they fooke a Caſtle, wherein was kept his 
Two daughters, Rozamond and Galize, who foz her beauty had 
been demaunded of Four teene kinga, Brandiffer had pet no mea ; 
ning to marry her, wherefoze hee cauſed her to be kept within this 
Caſtle foz it was the ſtrongeſt in the land: Foz it had a bzidge 
made by ſuch cunning art that but one could paſſe at a time: at the 
eud of this bzidge, two fierce Lyons (food to keepe the entry into 
this caſtle, The Lady Galize was kept in a dungeon, bnder which 
was a Caue, wherein the Emperour,and the Greene Knight, with 
other chziſtians which had been there a long time. Where leaue 
we them, and we ſhall ſhew pou ſome-what of the faire Lady Cle- 
rimond, h ffill remapnedin Inde.

FI) Ou haue heard already of the death of R. Trompart, 
AV 2 who ffole awap the Lady Clerimond vpon Pac lets 
4 o) hozſe: alſo, how that ſhe got pardon fo; one whole peare, 
betftoꝛe that ſhe would marry, Now is the time expired, 

and all this while appeareth no ſaccour foz ber reliefe, which thee 

ſo long hath expeited. ZTherefoze (pooze Lady) now is ſhee put vn 
to her ſhifts and to ſane her Mayden · head, ſhe fapgned her le lle ve- 
ry ſicke. This newes came to the kings eare; thae the faire cleri- 
mord was extreame ficke, at which he grew very lad, and came to 
viſit her. At laſt, he would haue put his hand vpon her head to haue 
held it, but ſhe rekullng took his arme and lift vp her head her ſelfe, 
making ſignes that ſhee would bite him, at which ation he won- 
dzed, and grew much aſtonied thercat. 
Affer this, ſhe rowled her epes vp and downe, and made gree- 
uous faces, in ſuch wiſe that the king got him out of the Chamber, 
fearing leaſt ſhee wruld ozone mad. In ehis manner ſhee abade a 
long time, and (hee did act the matter ſo well that within fifteene 
dayes thee ſeemed moze like a beaſt then a Woman : thee made all 
her attendants fozſake her, foz if ſhe caught them, ſhe would leaue 
ſome marke behind her, ſo they left her alone giuing her meate at 
the window, foz none would come neare her. One while put her 

\mocke vppermoſt, anon all be dabd her face with ſoof, and in this 

eſtate the N. came and beheld her, lamenting her diſtemper, and 

ſaid vnto her: Lady, now is the time come that J ſhould haue had 
you to wife, therefoze be comſoꝛted, and be not thug 

The Lady bnderſtanding him well made ſhew as if ſhee would 
heare him, but then the fell into a ſtronger fit of madnes, one white 
ſhe would run againft the chimnep, another while fall info a great 
laughter, then ſit downe and make faces, and all fo pzeſerne her 
chaſtity. Many waies was tryed foz her recouerp, pet none pꝛeuai 
led: ſo leaue we her in her Chamber, and returne to Valentine, who 
with an ardent deſire is roued abzoad, accompanied with Pacolet, 
to finde out the Laby clerimond. Long haue they tranelled to find 
out the Lady clerimond. And now are they arrpued in Eſclar- 
dy, which was the kingdome of Trompart, who carried away the 

lady on Pacolets hozſe : Beiug in the 222 
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ſo they told him hee was ſlain? by the king ol Inde, and that now at 
this pzeſenf, Lucar his ſorme would reuenge his death vpon the N. 
of Inde, and to that end hee hath newlp muffred vp his puer g, 
and waged many ropall Kings to bnderfake this Marre. Then 
ſpake P-coler, who well bnderffoodthe Language, ſaying:ot᷑ what 
account is this king Lucar : fa2 the Hoſt where he lay fold him, that 
be ſhould ſhoztly marry with the Daughter of Brandiffer that was 
late wife ta the king of Antioch, who was ſlaine by Brandiffcr fo;

At this tale Valentine wag much abaſhed, and wondzed at this 
ſudden alterafiou, but at laſt he lad: know pe what is became of 
the Lady that king 7 compar: didbzing with him-Df her we beare 
no tydings (quoth the Boſt) tell me then where is ing Lncar at 
this pzeſent, J would faineſerue vnder bim foz wages, fo my mo: 
ney is falne ſhozt, and J haue a great deſtre to follow the wars: 
Parrp, ſaid the Hoſt, King Lucar is in Eſclardy, and there pou 
Call finde him accompanied with a huge hoaſt, and hee attendeth 
Brandifter fo receiue his daughter in wedlocke, Valentine know» 
ing all this, hee hoped to heare of Clerimond, and ſo hee departed, 
and came fo Eſclardy, to ſerue king Lucar. 

Lucar being in the Citty of Eiclardy thither came Brandif#-r 
with his r. At ſight of whom king-Lncar was jopfull, but 
the Lady Was ſad, fo; of all other (hee could neuer affect him. The 
Lady was led into the Hall, and there married vnto king Lacar. 
Valentine mas abaoad, and entting a waod, hee heard the crying 
voice of a woman, whom a Sarazen would haue rabiſhed: Valcn- 
tine fill heard the cry, and ſaid vnto Pacolet: Ride faſter foz this 
cry is moze and moze in mine care, and we Gall do a charitable 
deed, in releeuing the oppꝛeſſed, ſir ſaid -Pacolct, mu ddie not in this 
matter, foz pou know not in what danger pou may bedzawn into. 

Pacolet thou ſpeakeſt fooliſhly, foz hee is not wozthie the name 
of a Knight, that will nof-apd in time of necefWty : ſo he rode vp 
and downe the wood, till at laſt he lighted on the Sar2ztm that had 
goften a Lady under him. Then Valentine ſayd, my friend;fo2ſake 
pour Lady, oz elle betake you to pour armes, and cambate with 
me, foz pou may well perceiue ſhee loneth pou not. Rs 
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(quoth the Pagan) J accept of this thy challenge, and make thee 
know that in anuill houre camſt thou bither. Theſe woꝛds paſt he 
left the Ladp, and mounted hes hozſe, and then took his ſhield and

Afferward he 
thought he ſhould ſure ly have got his wlll on me, in his manner as 
youſce, from which by pour man bood J am freed, and mine honoz 
laued. Do with me what pleaſethron, foz pour body hath ranſe» 
med mine, and beſides, as you have woon me J peeld me to pour 
pleaſure, 
. Damoſell, by me thou ſhalt receine no wzong, return vnto pour 
houſe, and keepe well pour chaſtity. So Valentine left the Maiden, 
and tooke his wap towards Eiclardy, This laine Pagan had cers 
taine Attendants which were gon tu ſeeke him, and aſſoone as thep 
wound him dead, thep fold this miſfoztune to the king, ſaying our 
Maſter and pour Marſhall lies ſlaine in the wood. The king was 
bereat right heaup,and pzeſcnfly ſent out a ſearch foſes if they could 
finde the murtherer. At laſt Valentine and his company were tas 
ken, bound and beaten, by the Kings commandement. N ow in this 
Caſtie was Kozamond, who knew Valentine and was berp ſoz · 
rowfull foz him, ant anon the went bnto the king, and ſapd : Alas 
ſir, do this knight no har me, fo2 3 vow he is the valiant. ff knight 
b:eathiing. He is called Valent ine of France, that New the mighty 
TDzagen befoze the Citp of Antioch, make much of him, and 
retaine him info pcur ſervice, foz his feilow liues not in the wozld, 
Lady (ſapd the King) diuers times haue & heard much talke of his 
pꝛoweſſe, and J haue much deſired to haue a ſight of him. Then 
he called Valentine bnto him, and ſapd, Knight feare not death, 
but know that aboue all men J loue and hold you deare, pou, = 
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all pours J receiue info my pay, marry one thing pet remaineth, 
which pou muff doe foz me, which is that you goe into Inde, and 
delle the king therof in my name, telling him that J am readp pꝛe⸗ 
pared to auenge the death ol my Father, whom be hath ſhamelul 
lp put to death, except he come pꝛeſently befoze me with a cozd a+ 
bout his necke, ready to receine ſuch ſentence, as by me and mp 
Barons ſhall be impoſed vpan him. If he 5enp it, teil him, J will 
ſhoꝛztly viſite him & his land with war and not leaue one fowne noz 
village vnranſacked, noz ſpare the life of anp. Sir (ſapd Valentine) 
all this ſhall I gladly do, although J do know it to be a dangerous 
aduenture. 

The Queen Rozamond ſeeing Valentine ready fo depart, entred 
into the Chamber and bp one of her Damoſels ſent foz him: when 
be came to her he ſaluted her with great reuerence, and the ſaid to 
him: knight pou are welcome, foz J had a great deſire fo ſee pou. 
So had J Lady (quoth Valentine) as great a deſire to ſee pou: fo; 
ſince J ſaw pou J vnderſtand your Hus band is dead, any that pou 
are newlp mar red againe. Lady pou know, that ſoz the love of 
pou within Antioch x ſuſtained much danger of life. It is true ( ſaid 
the Lady) and J acknowledge my ſelte guilty, and it grew onely 
out ofloue fo peu. But now hathmy father beſtowed me to R. Lu» 
car, who is rich aboue meaſure, peican JI not fancy him: he is a 
perfidcous T raitoꝛ, and ſince pot entred this Pallace, he growes 
ſo iealous of pou, that he ſendeth pou into Inde, truſting pou ſhall 
neuer returne, foz neuer pet any came backe againe aliue: but 3 
will circumaent him, and ſet pon free from danger. ZThcrefoze 
know this, that not long agoe the king of lade requeſted me fo2 his 
wife, and the truth is, 3 loued him better then this traifoz, but my 
Father croffed me in it: now this king of inde in token of loue ſcnf 
me a ring, which hitherto J haue kept, and not ſhewed to any ſaue 
pour ſelfe, but ſeeing J peccetue the malice of Lucar towards pou, I 
will giue pou that which ſhall defend you kram danger, and make 
vou returne a bictozious knight, and though J am aſſured pou haue 
no need of my loue, in that you haue pꝛomiſed it to another Lady, 
pet J cannot loꝛget my heart, which foz pour lone lies enthzalled. 
Therefoze when pou come befoze the Ik, of Inde this thall you — 
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Alter reverence made, and ſalutations from A. Lucar,nertgreef

Lady (quoth 
Yalentire, fog pour care, love and good will tc ward me. J humbly 
thanke pou,and haue no doubt but that J Chall deliver pour meſſage - 
ſo effcctuallp to the king of inde, that you ſhall Coztlp receive an · 
[wer therot. So talking his leaue he went to king Lucar whoallow- 
cd him 10 Parriners to conduct him over an at me of the ſea that 
lycth between Eiclardy and It de, ſo that hauing a pzoſperous wind 
the next mozrow thep arrived at a Pozt two miles from the Pal- 
lace of the k. of Inde. Then Valentine being arrined, he dzewſozth 
bis hogſe out of the Chip, and backed him, and ſapd bnto the arri⸗ 
ners abide here fill mp returne, foz it hall not be long ere J be 
diſpatched. Pn of the Þarriners ſayd vnto the reſt, it thou return 
the Diuell muft bzing thee, foz of fifty meſſengers not one refur- 
ned againe.

my Land. There leaue thou theſe pzoud bzags, and returne to that 
thou haſt to ſay, concerning the faire Lady Rozamond, fog moſt 
of all deſire to heare from her: Sir, (ſaid Yalentinc) on her behalte 
Iſalute pou as her loue,and ſhe ſendeih pou wazd that ſhe is againſt 
her will married to king Lucar whom ſhe neuer toued. Againe the 
pooze Kadyis ſo burthened with loue towards pon, that if ſhe might 
baue her will, you ſhould ſoone perteiue that none ſhould eniop her 
bat pou if pau be ſo content. | 

Now fo come pet ſomewhat neerer, ſhe fold me, that ſhee will 
come hither in the company of the king her Þusband, when he ta- 
keth vp armes fo inuade you, and then you map finde other means 
to accompliſh pour daſire euen as pou would. By Pahomet apes 
the F 1dian king, this plealeth me exceedingly. Sir (ſaid Valentine) 
whether theſe come from a true heact oz no J cannot ſay, but foz 
token that all is tcue that I haue ſaid receius here the Ning which 
pou gaue vnto her, though women pꝛoue variable, pet me thinkes 
ſhe ſpeakety vnto pou krom her inward bzeſf, Friend (quoth he) 
this is the ſame ring indeed, and my heart is ouercome withioy,go 
thy waies in, and take thy repaſt, while in the meane time J get 
the letters ready thou ſhalt take with thee to anſwer his defiance,” 

Valentine went in as the u. commanded, and was highly feaſts 
ed, and he {ill dem inded alter Clerimond, but could not heare of 
ber. By this time came the King, and deliue red vnto him the Let. 
ters, and Valentin: taking his leaue of him, knew not that his 
lone was in this Court, who abode manp euill 2 
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loue of him, and fill deſired to heare fome newes of him. In the 
end he ſhall find her, but hee muſt ſuffer many Tri bulations, and 
hard Atehieue ments as pou ſhall afferwards heare moze at large. 

Valentine made great haſt to be freed out of Inde, and taking 
Möꝛzſe, he tame to the Hauen where the Pariners ſtaped: at his 
comming, the Mariners were amazed, and thought that he had not 
done his meſſage, maiſters (quoth Valentine) feare nothing fo2 4 
haue accompliſhed mp meſſage, and J am ſafely retarned. Then 
the marines ſayd, we much maruell thereat. 

at theſe woꝛds he took ſhip and on the mozrow they were in 
Eiclardy, valentine made no (tay, but aſſoone as he was deſcended 
bis Bozſe, he went to the paliace of the king, finding him there ac · 
companied with R. Brand. fer and four teene other kings that were 
come to tbe ſuccour of . Lucar againſt the Indian . Oł᷑ the return 
of valentine they wondzed, foz the king ſent him of purpoſe neuer 
to refurne, whercfoze he made valentine to come befoze them all, 
fo tell what tydings of his meſſage; Fate::tine began thus to ſap,he 
regards not all your thzeats a ſtraw. Me is fierce and pzoud, and 
ſapes, if you haue a mind ta come to him, he hatba greater»deſtrg 
to teceiue pou, then you haue to come, and that you map know J 
deliuer nothing ſaue the truth, here is o Letter ſealed with his own 
hand, in which pou ſhall vuderſtand his mind moze at large. This 
Letter being bzoke open, tdep found valentires wozds fo be true. 
Ling Brandiftcr bnderftanding his anſwere, fwoze by all the gods 
that hee woulo neuer returne home againe, hut-with bictozy oz 
lofle oflife. ff 

The next mozrow they betooke them to the ſeas with an hoſt 
of 205000 Sarazens, So the king carried Rozamond along with 
him, and thep were quickly there. Being landed, they pitched their 
tents in a pleaſant field befoze the city, ui leſt they of the city made 
faſt the Gates. T he King himſelfe got vp info a high Tower to be⸗ 
hold their ozder, ſo by the riuet ſide he might eſpy their rich Panil- 
lions, gallantly furniſhed with armes, and ftreamers : then the 
King called vnto him certaine Heraldg of armes to know by thoſe 


armes whoſe tents they were. The fir (quoth he) is Brandiffers, 
the ſecond is Lucars, and the third is Rozamor.ds with her _ 
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When the king vnderſfood that Rozamond was there, his heart 
leapedfoz fop, and ſaid: it is now time to leepe, hee that will haue 
the loue of a faire Lady, muſt venter life and goods, oz elſe he is 
not wozthp of her that will take no paines. Þerebpon reſoluing, 
be pꝛeſentip put his men in batteil arap, and ſuddenlp pſſued out of 
the city vpon his enemies, ſa that they were not in a readines, foz 
they little thought the Indian had deen ſo ſterce, but lone made h.m 
doe it. , : 

When the king ſaw Zrandiffer ozdering his men in battel arap, 
he left his companies, with much diligence rode toward the Paril- 
lion of the Ladies: Now when Kozamond beheld it was hee, ſhe 
gaue all the reſt ofthe company the flip, and ran violentlp info his 
armes, who iopfullp received hec. The Indian perceining ber good 
will, got her vp behind him, and putting ſpurs to his hozſe, ſhe laid: 
mp loue is fixed onely on pon, andfo; your loue haue J long mour- 
ned, foz J neuer hated man ſo much as J do R. Lucar, but now I 
pzap thee let me bid him farewell, and J will keepe my ſelfe onely 
fo thee, as long as J line. Lady (quoth the Indian) doubt not fo J 
will not faile pou; and here J bow ere thzee dayes paſſe, pou ſhall 
be Queene of India, and Miſttis of all mp lands. Theſe wozds 
paſſed as he was riding away with the Lady Rozamond, At laſt 
fhe guard ofthe mapdens came ont ofthe Pavillion, and ran to the 
king, ſaping: My Lozd, there isenill tydings, foz this day you haue 
loft pour faire Lavp Kozamond, foz the king of Inde pour vffer e. 
nemy bath ſtolne her hence, and is rivdenawayp with her. where- 
fozequickly ſend pour men of War, and follow him, that they may 
fave the honour of pour Nucen. Meld pour peace (ſapd Lucar) and 


talke no moze, foz he that hath an euill Mile, it is well it he can be 


fo rid of her, although he had a heauy heart. After this, he went to 
K. Brand iffer, and ſuidi tr 7 haue mall top of pour daughter, who 
bath icft me, to run away with a Tranger, and one which is mine 
enemp, leauing me in repzoach and ſhame. Faire ſon (ſayd Bran- 
fer) be not diſcontent at me,foz to dap J wil be renenged on him 
that carryedher. So putting ſpurs to his hozle fo ride atter him, ga · 
thered a great company of men, Among the reſt Valentine was 
one, willing to ew his fidelity, ſapd vntd Pacoler,now ſhew * 
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thy art ſomewhat. Then Pacolet raiſed ſuch a Charme, which ſo 
aſtonied the Indians eye fight, that (it ſeemed fo him) there was 
nothing befo2c his hozſe. but Woods, buſhes, and great rivers, At 
this he was ſo amazed, that he made the Lady alight, when the 
Nueen was on the ground, ſhe thought ſhe ſhould haue had meanes 
to ſaue her ſelte with the king, but Valentine was ſo neare her, that 
te ſaid vuto her: Lady abide, foz you muſt go with me, koʒ that pon 
hauy a long time pzomiſed me pour lone. Ah Valentine, J owe pou 
but little Loue, foz once J made loue vnto pou, and pou re luſed me: 
wherefoze J was fo2ced to lecke another: but ſeeing J am crofled 
thus, J peeld mp ſelle a: pour Uaſſall, ſo you will make mp peace 
with Lucar. | 

Lady (ſaid Valent inc) J will do my endeauour, ſo he led her fo 
king Lucar, and ſayd vnto bim: Sit heers is the Lady Rozamond 
pour wife, whom the /ndian Traptoz had led away againft her 
will, foz which ſhe is right ſoꝛrowłull: Sir /quoth the Lady) hee 
telleth pou true, foz even as the battell was begun, J ſaw one come 
to me, thinking if had been one of your Barons that had come to 
ſuccour me, and withont further inquiry mounted on his Bozle : be; 
ing on Bozſebacke, J perceiued then that J was betraped, ſo J 
ffrugled and puld him by the haire, and ſcratched him by the face, 
and fozcing him to let me go, 7 haue by the help of this good knight 
eſcaped, Lady (ſaid Lucar ) pon haue well done, and at this pzeſent 
we haue no leiſure to enquire further hereof,ſo he left the Lady and 
returned to the battell. They of Inde returned into the Tity, who 
had loft diuers valiant Leaders, but none ſo fretfed the Indian af 
the heart, as did the loſſe of o: di. Alas Ladie(ſaid he) q haue 
failed thee in thy greateſt extreauuty, but 3 was ſurely enchanted, 
foz on the ſudden me thought J ſaw woods, Fields, and Rivers, 
and ſhe was no ſgoner down vpon the ground, but all was plalne x 
cuen wap befoze me. Valentine had great pzaiſe foz getting againe 
the Lady, and the ſhewed him a faire countenance, in that he had 
ſuccoured her: but it was all faigned, foz he hated him to death, and 
putting vp this miſchance, ſhe watched her time, and in the end ac- 
comrliſhed her deſire, and bzonght her will to execution. 

At is a common ſaping, women ſeldome want deceit as here it 

| appea⸗ 
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aprearcth in Rozamond: fo ſom? fonre dapes after, ſhe rode fozth 
ol her tent pꝛetending to take the aire, but tooke her wap toward 
the City of Inde and had giuen him intelligence of her intent, wil- 
ling him, that when he ſaw her out of danger ſuddenly to come and 
ſeize her as his pꝛiloner, and ſo carry her away, The king did ac⸗ 
co2ding to her direction: ſo ſuddenly iſſuing out of a Poſterne, hee 
came and tooke her hazſe by the head and carried her into the city, 
Veecevpon began a crp thꝛoughout the hoaſt of king Licar, that 
Rozamond was ſurpꝛiſed, and ſhe was paſt recouerp This mad- 
bed Luc ir at the heart, and he gaue out, that whoſoener could reco- 
uer her out of bis hands, ſhould be made great Senelichell. Sir (ſaid 
pacolet if pleaſe pou to atchieue this dignity, J wil ſo wozk, that we 
will fetch her backe? No, ſapd Valentine, let her go, once JI regai- 
ned her, thinking that ſhe would haue been canſtant vnto her hug: 
band, but all was in baine. The ſame day that the king had her, he 
lap mith ber and begat a ſon. called Rabeitre, who afferward ha? 
the poſſeſſion of Hicruſalem, Lucar was right ſozrowfull foz the 
loſſe of his wife, but Brandiffer his father recomfozted him, ſaying, 
Son fake courage, and let vs now be reuenged befoze we depart : 
but it fell out otherwiſe, foz that day came a'meſſenher vnto him: 
who bzought him contrary tydings, which was that K. Pepin of 
France, and the Emperoz of Greece was enfred his Land, burning 
and ſpopling many places, and were now bpon the ſiege of Ango- 
ry, in which City his Lady now lap in Child bed: therefote- pou 
muſt p;eſently take courſe to reſtraine the fury of the Enemp, ez 
elſe endure ſuch wzacke as were lamentable to behold. 
Brandiffer heereat amazed, want bnto bis Son Lucar and ſatd: ſon - 
here is euill tydings be falne, the French are entred my land, waſt» 
ing and deſtroying all things, therefaze J muſt leaue you, to looke 
bnto mine owne : but let me fell pou what pou ſhall doe: ſend ſome 
Lnight vnto the Indian, to demand pour wi e vpon this condition, 
that pou ſhall firſt fozget the death of your Father, and that pou wil 
raiſe your ſtege and be gone, UWherefoze he ſent Valentine buto the 
Bing of Inde to declare this meſſage, Be being come befoze him, 
ſaid: Great King, Jam come from R. Lucar, who ſapes: that if 
yan will reſtoze his wtfe backe againe. he will fozget his "I 
death, 
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death, and will raiſe vp bis ſiege and be gone. To whom the Indi- 
an thus replyed, if he will haue a wife, hee muft goe ſecke another, 
foz hee ſhall neuer againe enjop her: Valentine bauing thus recet* 
ued his anſwere, hee departed and came to king Lucar, telling him 
all that the In ian had ſapd, which grieued him to the very heart. 
Lucar hauing by his meanes cauſed Brandiffer to ſtap with him, 
ſent Valentine and Mur galai t to raiſe the ſiege which king Pepin 
bad layd againft 4ngory. And as they were under ſaple, Valen- 
tine eſpying a gliſtering Tower,asked what if might bee e Then 
the Parriners deſcribed the manner and faſhion of it to him. Now 
hey are come within the ſight of king Pepins Tents, and Murga- 
lant hauing viewed the Chziſtians fazces, found the number fo be. 
great then lapd Valentine, let vs ſecretly ſend to the city, to ac 
quaint them with yaur comming, that to mozrow mozning they 
map iſſue out at that ſide, and we will backe them on this de, that 
none map eſcape our hands Pacolet tanding by, ſaid, Let mee be 
the Þeſſenger,fo2 J can ſpeake their language. Quoth Murgalant, 
goe thy wap : ſo Pace let departed, but ( he ſayd to humſeife) by to 
mozrow night, you will ſing another ſong. Pacolet being come to 
the very Gates ol the City of Angory, the wardens thought him 
to bee ſome ſpp, wherefoze they demandsd of him ſaping, whither 
gocs this fellow : he lookes as if he were ſome ſpp: Tis true (qd, 
Pacolet ) but I come not (az pour hurt, therefoze hing me into the 
hoaſt of king Pepin, that J may ſpeake with mp Lozd Orſon, fog I 
baue a matter al great impozt to acquaint him withail. % they 
b:ought him into the pꝛeſence of Orton, who eſpying him, 
right ioyous, and ſaid: Pow fares mp dzother V alentine : then pa- 
colct told him of all his aduentures that hee had paſſed ſince 
ſaw one another, and alſs how baliantiy and bee 
ouercome the Sepent, and how hee could heare no tydings of Cle- 
rimond, and told him that they were now come to beare armes 
 againft them, accompanied with 10occo pagans vnder the cant 
of Valentine and Mur galant, and to chaſe pou out of theſeconfines, 
by the command ot . Lucar, and n. Brandiffer, but it pou will be 
ruled by ms, J will lend the pagane ſhoꝛt home. Quoth Orion doe 
os thou haſt ſapd, and win immoztall pzaile to thy — 
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ſayd Pacolet J am bound in all duty fo pour Bzofher Yalen ine, 
but the ſeruice that 3 ſhall now vnvertake. will highly plesfe vou: 
Firft, ſtand you ſtill vpon pour Guard, and in the night put all 
your men in reavines : and foz that / alenr ine ſhall not be ſuſpeit od 
to be in the plot, hee hall continue in his Tent, witilt J caft a 
ſtrong fleepe on all the Sarazens, and then map pou come bpon 
them and flap euery man. Tis good ſapd Orlon, fa Orſon ted him 
to king Pepin to make him acqualnted with the enterpꝛiſe, and wa- 
coler was ropallp entet tained ſoꝛ that time. Now Pacoler, to the 
end there ſhould grow no miſtruſt, gaue cerfaineſignesfo Mu: ga- 
lane. Being in the City hee foand out the-Admirall Bruhans, and 
laluted him with great reuerence, c delivered vnto him the meſſage 
which hee had bzought from Murgalant, which was, that of Brau- 
differs part were newly arriued 100000, and Murgalant ſends you 
woꝛd by me, that fo mozrow betimes pou haue your men in a rea» 
dineſſe, to aſſaile the Chiſtians on the one ſive of the City, and 
Murgalant will affaile them on the other, thereby to hem them by, 
that not a man of them eſcape, The Admirall was glad to heare 
theſe tpdings,, but he knew not how this ſhould come fo paſſe, Pa- 
colet took his leaue of him, and returned backe againe vnto Mur- 
galant with ſalutafions from the Admirall: ſo Murgalant gaue him 
great thankes ſoz his meſlage, and Pacolet departed ſecretly to 
ſpeake with Valentine. When he was come he ſaid thus vnto him, 
pour Bꝛother Orſon and pour bnckle king Pepin greete pou well 
by mee, fo whom J haue related the whole manner of pour com 
ming, becanſe J would haue them well and readily pzepared : But 
pacolet would not let him know the plot he had in hand, foz he 
durft not reueale any Treaſon vnto Valentine. The night is come 
wherein this bloody ſtratagem is to be acted, ſo Valentine com» 
manded the watch to be ſtrongly ſet, and would be in the watch 
himlelfe, but pacolet ſound a wap to pꝛeuent him and cauſed him to 


abide in the tent: In the dead time of the night, pacolet went a- 


monglt the Pagans, and caſt ſuch a charme, that they tell aſleepe. 
This oppoztunity was not let flip by . pepin, foz he with his ar · 
my entred the hoaſt with 60000 fighting men, and ſet fire amongit 
the tents and Panillions and killed all that reſiſted. At laſt they 
L came 
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came do the tent of A/ urgalant, who lap aſleepe in his bed, and he 
being ſuddenlp affrighled, skipped out, and one receiued his body 
on a Dart, and fo hee fel] downe dead, 

The aſſault being given on the Sarazens, pzcolet ſayd bnfo'V a- 
lentine, ſet ke ta ſaue pour ſelfe foz the Chꝛiſtians haue k:licd the 
watch, and entred the Hoaſt, paculer (ſaid Valentine thou haſt᷑ 
made me bzeake mp pꝛomile with Brand:fer, foz which 4 ſhall 
ſurely die. Feace not, quoth pace, foz he ſhall doe thee no harme. 
The mozrow after, Brubaus pſſued ont of Angory, and ſet bpon 
pepins hoaſt, who knew not what had happened · The batteil grew 
both fierce and long: At laſt; the Admirall couched his lpeare, and 
running againſt a knight of Bay, ſtroke him ſtarke dead, and after 
that, with his ſwezd he flew Gyrald of paris: then came he againſt 
kobert of Normandie, and lopt off his leg. At laſt king pepin met 
with him, and couching hi: Speare, he ran him quite thzough: the 
Pagans ſeeing the Admirall dead, retired into the City, the chꝑitt j; 
ans followed them, but they delended themſelues ſo valiantly with 
ſhot, that the chꝛiſtians were faine to fozſake the wals:but by ſome 
other ſtratagems they won the City, putting all the Sarazens to 
the Swozd. Mithin this City was great riches, which was dini ⸗ 
ded among the Souldiere.

France, and what hapned. And how Haufray and Henry betrayed 
their father king Pepin, and the twelue peeres of Pulte. And 
how thc Caliph of Bendas made truce between the Indian, Zacay 
and Zrandiffers And how Haufray to further his treaſon came be- 
fore Lucar & Brandiffer, & how he wagintrapped in his on net. 
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Þe Citp be ng taken by the Chziſfians, Valentine find- 
ing the body of Murgalant in the field cauſedit fo be put 
bp, and couered with blacke. After certaine daies ſaile, 
they arriued where Lucar and Brandiffer were, and in 

manner bzought if befoze the two kings as they ſat play: 

ing at Cheſſe. Aſſoon as king Lucar ſaw Valentine, he ſaid: knight 
welcome home, how fareth x ſpeedeth our Fozces, haue you put the 
Chꝛiſtians fo the woꝛſt, and taken Pepin and his nephew Orſon - 
Alas (ſayd Valentine) it is falne aut contrary, foz we haue loft the 
field and all our men are flaine.

In this battellis laine your bnckle Murgalant. whole body J haue 
here bzoughf, This ſpectacle fretted Brandiffer at heart, that in 
madnes he thzew away the Chefſe-bozd, and ſaid : ſurely Valen ine 
thou wert the canfe ofthis. Queth Valentine, I refurne him the 
lye thatſayes ſo, and J will mainfaine mine innocency with my 
ſwszd, Nay (fatd — Lucer) if he hath plottted any treaſon, hee 
would neuer have come againe: then Brandiffer commanded the 
bodp fo be ropally inferred. 

This netwes gladded the Indian, and hereupon gathering 1 | 
his fozces, hee iſſued out of the city, The battaile being begun, V a- 
lentine thzew dimſelle into the thickeſt, ſo that none durſk ſkand 
befoze him. At laſt meeting the Indian king, be fwote him off 
his hozſe. Pacoler ſeeing bim downe, he led him unte Valentine, 
and lo bnfo the tent of king Zrandiffer : when tydings came tha 
the /adian was taken, he called vnta his men, ſaying: Follow hard 
and the day is our owne, fo they entred the battell, and dzane the 
. 4 refcait, When Brandiffer ſaw they with-zew them ⸗ 
ſelues. 
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King Lucar had no ſooner ended his rough fpeech to the Indian 
king, buf there arrived a Peſſenger, who ſayd bnto Brandiffer: 
I bzing pou ſad tydings, O king, foz Pepin King of France hath 
taken pour City of Angory, and pat bnto the ſwoʒd man woman, 
aud Child. Theſe are ill tydings indeed quoth Brandiffer) brt fee» 
ing we haue the King of Inde in ſubiection, J hope ſhoztly to free 
mine own Country. Then hee ſaydvnfo King Lucar, Sonne we 
haue the king of Iude in hold, let vs make ſhozt —— with him, 
and to mozrow mozning let him be hanged vp: which being done 
wee will ſpeed vnto Angory & the French, and take benge» 
ance foz theſe wzongs done vnto mee. Alſo, J hane therein a ftrong

who at my tomming ſhall ſuffer death. Valentine being

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dliſter ſaw the treachery of Haufray firſt that he would'befrap his 
father; next, fozſake-his Religion, he with dzew himſells to adniſe 
with Lucar and the Caliph.ſaping to them, you ſee the Treaſons 
of this man that demandeth my daughter, how dare J truff him 
that ſeeketh the death cf his Father, and the ruine of the whole 
State of France 2 No, J will not make my peace with ſuch an hos 
micide, J had rather ſee mp Daughters death, then gine her fo ſo 
bile a Traptoz.

come vnto the gate ofthe Caſtle, The Poꝛter called vnto them, 
ſaping: Dy Lozds pov may not enter without ſome certain token. 
Pozfer ſapd Haufray tell the Lady that we ſhall ſatistis her, the 
Pozter went vnto the Lady, and ſapd : Lady without the Gate 
tand a companp of men that faine would enter, and as I thinke 
thep are come from pour Father. The Lady bad her Gentleman⸗ 
blher goe know what they would, and of whence they are, who 
did as ſhee commanded: aſſoone as ſhee vnderſtood hee came from 
her Father R. Brandiffer, he bound vp the Lyons and opened the 
Gate, ſo Haufray enfred, and thought all this dad beens foz his 
good, but if fell out contrary foz hee by reaſon was entrapped. 
Being enfred the caſtle, hee was bzought befoze the Ladie Gala- 
zie, whoſe beauty even amazed him, ſo that bee was not able to 
ſpeake one woꝛd.

marrtage fo mee : in ſtead of hauing my perſon, pou ſhall be ma- 
fer of mp pꝛiſon, and ſo hee was conneped atvap fozth of her p;e- 
fence. Now in the ſame Dungeon, lap the Emperonr of Greece, 
and the Green knight: and when they heard they ſhould haue ano» 
ther fellow- „the Emperour ſa ſoone as hee came in, de- 
manded of him whence he was: Haufray ſapd, It is no mattet of 
whence, but J am that vnhappp Haufray, Baſtard Son of iz, Pe- 
pin: whyquoth tue E mperour, A am the Emperout of Greece:

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Suddenly affer bis departure there aroſe a great ſmoake about the 
caffle, inlomuch as Yalentine loft the ſight of pacolet, and was di 
ven info an amazement. This Pilt being diſperſed, pacolet came 
to Valentine, and ſapd: Let vs depart foz there is no way to cons 
quer this C aſtle but treaſon: ſo they fozſooke the caffle and went 
towards Angory, being there they demanded tydings ofKing Pe- 
pin, but it was anſwered hee was gone fo Jeruſalem on 
mage : ſo /alentinercſolned to ſay there till his vnckle 
but all in vaine, foz — — King pepin was ſurpzi· 
zed by King Brandiffer, as pon ſhall heare 

King pepin being come to Icruſalem,dy the dicection of certaine 
guides they were conducted fo the holy places. During the time of 
their abode here in Icruſalem, came Brandiffer the Indian 

ucar ( hauing had intelligence by Haufray, as 

— bene) 6 Poaſt of men, and 
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lo far that they came vnto the N. of Sury : being come bnto him 
hee did dery much maruell at their comming, and alter ſalutatiang 
demanded the cauſe : Then ſpake Brandiffer , Sir, know this that 
by a chziſkian wee are infozmed, that lately there is came into this 
holy City certaine pilgrims,the one ol them is Pepin R. of France, 
the reſt are the twelue Peeres : il it be ſo we craue pour apd and

to our lawes: pour demand is but reaſonable(quoth the R. ot Sury ) 
therefo2e let all be done accozding to vour wiſh, foz J am enemy 
vnto all ſach as ſhall deride bs and our religion : Ndw hearken a 
little what J hall vndertake. J wil ſend vnto the Patriarke about 
this matter, and il he haue any ſuch French Pilgrims, that hee 
pꝛeſentipy bzing them beloꝛe me, The R. of Sury ſent a mellenger 
vnto the Patriarke to bzing them befo2e him, then the Patciarke 
went vnto the Pilgrims, and ſaid: Friends pou muſt come befoze 
the King of Sury. Heereat Pepin grew exceeding lad, oz he thought 
be ſhould looſe his life, but pet be ruled a little, and J will tell pou 
what we will dos: let bs heere make Henry our Lozd, and J will 
wait vyon him like a Page bearing his hat and ſfaffe, Herry being 
too skilfull in freaſons denied if, ſaping heere is Orſon ;and Duke 
A4y\lon, moze wozthier then J, let them take if bpon them, quoth 
Myllon ſo pou pleaſe, J ſhall do any thing: ſo they fooke their 
wap toward the Pagan that ſent foz them. D. Nyllon fooke bps 
on him the perſon ofthe . and the R. was his Page, and bare his 
hat and ſfaffe. The Patriarke alter he had deliuered them to the k. 
departed, and the K. of Sury ſaid vnto them, it is told me pou are 
all French-men, come as Spies and amongſt pou is the King of 
France: Sir.ſapd one of the company the R. of France is not here: 
How not heere (quoth Sury ) if he doe not fhew himſelfe openly 
J will commit pou all fo a grieuous death. Zhen ſpake Hen- 
ry the traifoz firſt, and ſaid, it is not : At theſe wozds D. Al-

Sap what pou will (quoth Sury ) but to Spies there is no ſuch 
pꝛiuiledges allowed: and now hee called fozth 5randiffer and Lu⸗ 
car, and ſatd vnto them: Lozvs theſe be chʒiſtian ſpies, fake them 
and doe with them as pleaſe you, theſe wozds being vttered the 
Pilgrims were laid hold on, and then Brandiffer ſapd, Lozds, 
let theſe be conuepedfo my ſtrongeſt caſtle, and put them into the 
deepeſt Dungeon: which done, let vs make haſt bnto 4ngory, 
and beat ont all our enemies. After into France to bzing that to 
our ſubj ettion, all this may eaſily be effected, ſith we haue all the 
Peercsthereofin captiuitp, ſo that there is not a man ot wozth to 
make icſiſtance, T his done, the Indian N. required that amongſt 
all thoſe pꝛiſoners he might haue the litile one to make his dwar te, 
of ( which was King Pepin) his requeſt was likewiſe granted: ſo 
he tooke along with him N. Pepin and loued him exceedingly.

Pepin 
being on his wap with the Indian, began thus to lament': Bow 
vnfoztunate am J among men: Alas Duke Hylton, itgricneth 
me molt foz thee, fo the ioue towards mee hath bzought thy ſeife 
in danger. But foz my ſon Henry, J lap all mp curſe on thee that 
reſuſe th to releeue thy father in caſe of extreamity. Farewell Zers 
the my wife, # mp pong ſon (Charles, thy caſe is moſt dangerous, 
foz what will not fraitozs attempt againft thee? By this time is 
the Indian come home into his owne land: When the Lady-Rozas 
mond ſaw his appꝛoach, the was right glad, and reteiued him with 
much kindnes, At laft, ſhe thꝛew her eyes on R. pepin who was 
of ſmalitature, and demanded of the king where he had that little 
man. Lady ſaid the R. he was ginen me af Icruſalem, being come 
thither with the K. of France, and the twelue Peeres. 

But now let vs returne to ſpeake ſomewhat of Clerimond who 
was in the Court ofthis Indian King. The kings manner was, fo 
ſend her cuery meale of the beſt meate from his owne Table: and 
one 
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one night at ſupper time called pepin vnto him foz ta carry her 
pꝛouiſion, ſaping vnlo him, Gs into the great Chamber on the o⸗ 
ther ſide of the court, there ſhall pon finde a fooliſh woman, beare

ſapd :know pou then . Pepin, and his Nephew Valentine? J. 
quoth Pepin e his bzotber Orſon, and his Father the Emperoʒ cf 
Greece? The Lady hearing him ſap ſo, began to ſhed feares, and 
ret ſpake, ſaping, fclend, may J put truſt in pou ? J, ſaid king Pe⸗ 
pin, euen as well as it I were pour naturall Father, then thus: 
know foz certainty that all that J haue done is but counter eit, foz 
J ama Chʒiſtian and the woefull lone of Valentine, that was gi · 
uen bnfo him as his wife, but J was befraped and ſtolne away by 
the traitoꝛ . Trompart : ſo then ſhee vnfolded the manner of all 
theſe things: when u. Pepin heard the lamentable aduentures of 
this Lady, he began to weepe, and laid vnto himlelfe theſe wozds, 
Ma, what truſt is in this wazld - Alas toz thispooze Lady, alas foz 
Valentine, and pet to ſee, it is mp chance at laſt to finde her out in 
this vnlook t foz aduenture: Alter he had ended all theſe lamenta- 
tions, be ſaid : Lady, now do J bnderſfand whom pou are, and ith 
vou fruſted mee with the ſecrets of your heart, gine me leaue a lit⸗ 
fle alſo to hew you whom J am. Heere pon ſee me, and in what 
hape J goe cloathed: pet know, that J am Pepin R. of France, 
and by diſtaſtrous chance J am faln info this ſertitude. As foz Va- 
lentine, know that he budertaketh dangerous aduentures, and con- 
tinneth Will without taking auy reſt: Now JI hauing knowledge of 
pou, il betweene vs we can make theſe tydings knowne vnto him, 
with great iop you may eabzace each other. At theſe wozds the 
Lady ſwounded, bat Pepin ſeeing her rerouered, left her, & came 
bnto the N. being at Supper. So here we reſt to talke any moze of 
this matter, and returns to ſap ſomewhat of Baandiffer and Lucar 


who are buſtedin leading the twelue peeres of France fo pziſon.

Brandiffer having the fwelue Peeres in pꝛiſon, and with them 
Haufray and Henry, the onely wozkers of the treaſon, came vnto 
bis Caſtle, where hee told all the whole enterpzile to his Daugh- 
ter, how the twelnd Peeres fell info his hands. Hauing finiſhed 
his tale te canueped them info the Dungeon whereas the Empes 
roz, the ©reene knight, and Hautray lap. 

Henry was much troubled that he durſt not difcover his mind 
fo Brandiffer : foz hee was the fl ſt that was let into the Dungeon: 
after him Myllon Daugler, who by chance fell bpon Haufray, 
which made him angry: Be not angry quoth Ayllon, foz there 
are manp moze to come Towne after me, to whom pou muſt gun 
place. Haufray knew after that if was D. 4/34», and demanded 
of him by what meanes hee came thither - Rap (quoth Ayyllon) 4 
rather wonder how pou came hither, foz I am ſure wee left pou 
within the City of Angory.

The two kings gathered vp their fozces, and tooke their way 
foward Angory, whither being come Valentine had knowledge 
thereof, who kept the City foz A. pepin. This amazed much the 
Noble Valentine, when he ſaw the Tents ſo nie him: At iaft hee 
called pacolet bnfo him ſaping, J wonder I heare not of my bnckle 
prpin;feare not laid pacolet)toʒ ere long we will * 
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and therewithali departed kram Angory, and neuer reffed bnfill 
he came vnto the campe cf ts; L!car, who eſpying him demanded 
ol him what newes and what was become of bis ꝙaſter who ſo 
long tim: hee hid ſerued : pacoſet anſwered, fir be is long ſince 
dead, and J am come to ſeeke a nzw Paſter. Nuoth Lucar wilt 
thou ſerue mee! Pes (quoth pacolet.) Thus was he reteiued into 
his ſeruice but hee ul rewarded his new Maſter: fo2 the ſame night 
by enchantment hee caſt Lucar into ſuch a ſleepe that hee caſt him 
into the City of Angory. Valenti e was right glad of this, and 
Lucar being placed beloze a fire the enchantment ceaſed, and he a⸗ 
Waked. Being awaked he became ſoze aſtonied ta ſee himſelle thus 
befraped, and at laſt pacolet at laſt ſaidvnto him: aiſter 3 am 
at pour ſeruice, haue pou any thing to command me. At the which 
wozds, Lucar grew much inraged, and taking a knife gaue paco« 
let ſuch a wound, tha: he fell downe dead. Valentine ſeeing this 
accident, was exceeding ſorzowłull, and ſapd: ſach another friend 
Hall J neuer haue. Falſe Traitaz, quoth he, thou haſt ſlaine him 
that was all my hope, if thou haue, thou ſhalt ſurely pap foz if, 
Then ſapd Lucar J am glad that J haue ſlaine that Zraitoz, 

Now Valentine went towards the dead cozps, and took out of 
his boſome a paire of wzifing Tables, in which was witten the 
whole manner ol bis Art. Theſe tables had pacolet euer made 
Valentine acquainted withall, wiſhing him, that ifhe out-lined him, 
be ſhould make great account of them, ſo Valentine put them vp, 
and after made ble of them. Heere would Valentine haue R. Lucar 
put to death, but being better aduiſed, he was ſale lp kept in pziſon: 
foz if ſo be that any wozthy Perſonage ſhould be taken by the Pa⸗ 
gans, then the body of Lucar ſhoulo ſerue toʒ ranſome of the other. 
Thus Valentine cauſed the body of pacolet fo be interred in honau- 
rable manner, whoſe dea th was much bewailed of all. 

The nert mozning there aroſe an out-crp thꝛoughout the armp, 
that Lucar was gone no man knew how: Amangſt the reſt, Bran- 
differ made great lamentation, till one told him that hee was in 
Angofy and how he had ſla in pꝛcolet. Brandiffer was glad pacolet 
was flaine, but ſozrp foz Lucar: at laſt calling to him a mefſenger, 
be ſent to Valentine fo agke him if he would deliner Lucar foz King

WF) Randiffcr vnderſtanding Valentines mind, he ſuddenly 
diſpatched other ers to his daughter Galazie 

| the ſtrong Tafle, willing her fo deliner 
A vnto thele meſſengers the Ke of France, and let all the 
reſt alone. The Papden hearing her Fathers mind, readily obey» 
ed, calling betoze her the Jayloz of the pziſon, andcommanded him 
to call fozth the Ik, of France, The went bnfo the pzifon cal⸗ 
lingfoz the K+ of France, og J am commanded fo ſef him af liber⸗ 
ty. Duke Mytlon hearing him ſap ſo, could not ſo ſatisfle himſelte, 
but in doubting manner fapd : J am heere, wherefoze doe pou call 
me fozth, if it be ſo that I am the fieſt mull ſuffer death, J am rea⸗ 
dy to lap it downe to maintaine mp religion. Sir (qd. the Japloz ) 
if is nofuch matter, foz pou are to be delinered body foz body, fo 
Ranſome another Pagan King which reſketb in captiuity amongit 
the Chziftians, When Henry heard theſe woꝛds, he repented him 
that be had denped to take vpon him the perſon ofthe king. Thus 
D. Myllon tooke his leaue with teares : the Emporoz of Greece 
ſaid voto bim:aboue all, J pzay remember me to my fon Valentine, 
and me fo (quoth Orlon) and tell him in what milery we lie, re- 
queſting him either quickly to wozke gur delivery, oy toe art not 
able to endure our liues. Myllon comfozted them all de might, and 
ſaid wta them: Lozds, will neuer returns into h rahce fill q ſee 
vnu at liberty, and ſo he took his way. Being out ot pʒiſon, be went 
to the Lady Galazic, and did vnto her renerence, which the —

accepted, and commended bim fo his foz tunes: ſo the D. goetha- 
long wi! h the Mellengers that were ſent foz the King ol France. 
Then they were comebefoze Brandiffer, he ſaid vnta him: King, 
A would haue pou know wherefoze I ſent fo2 pon, and to that end, 
J haue appointed thoſs meſſengers that bzought pou hither, fo con» 
duct you into the City of Angory to Valentine, and in pour ſtead fo 
ſend me back my ſon Lacar, as he hath pzomiſed, Sir (quoth the 
D.) all this ſhall be effected fo pour wiſh, and if hee will not deliver 
R. Lucar, actozding to pour expectation, J ſhall willingly come 
againe and peeld to your mercy.Ropally ſpoke (quoth Brandiffer) 
J aske no moze. Do the D. tooke leaue and departed with the 
Peſlengers towards Angory. After few dates they arrined,whrre 
thep had free acceſſe to the Pallace where Valentine lay: being 
come in ſight of one another, thep kindly embzaced : after Duke 
Myilon fooke Valentine aſide, and related vnto him the whole 
courſe of his action and how king Pepin was led away by the Indi- 
ah king, who knew not who he was, and how hee had taken vpon 
him the kings name, onely to ſhield him from danger. When Va- 
lentine heard this, be thanked him foz this deed, and ko re« 
count what a benefit had hapned to him, that he was deliuered and 
the reſt left in bonds, foz by the true lopalty to pour @oucraigne, 
vou are eſcaped from danger. Valentine hauing ended this diſcourſe 
he cauſed k. Lucar to be bzought befoge bim, to whom he thus fapd: 
King Lucar, tog this time you are ſet at liberty, but if euer pon hap⸗ 
pen againe into my hands, J ſhall remember pou foz the death of 
mp friend Pacolet, whom pon haue flaine : theſe wozds being en- 
ded, he deliuered him vnto the meſengers : now was Lucar de lines 
red, and the D. Myllon reftozed in his roome, Valentine hauiug 
gathered moze ſtrength, by adding buto his powers the Dukes 
company : thep gathered all their ſcattered froopes vp into battell 
ar rap, and with the number ol ʒocoo fighting men, they inue out 
of the Cifp vpon the Enemp. Brandiffer hearing hereof, made vp 
againft him, accompanied with 74, Kings his attendants, all hol- 
ding them their Chiefe Lozd, but thetr number was ſo infinite, 
— the Chziftians could not tome neere to doe them anp 
rme, | 
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Then Valentine reſolued to gius a new on-ſet bpon the pagans, 
and couragiouſty hear tning his men, he (et pon that part wheres 
in was Zcandiffer and king Lucar. In the thitkeſt of this batteil, 
an admirall (wh was Lozd of Caſſidon) eſpying a French- man 
making hauocke with his Swozd among the pagans, hee made 


towards him, and hitting him with his Axe, he claue his head in 


two peeces: hauing newlp done this deed, he was eſpyed by ano» 
ther French Caualier, who making towards this Admirall; in the 
pꝛeſence of Myllon Daugler, be mot him ſtarke dead :. fo; the 
which ac of valour Ay lion knighted him, and ſafd among them 
all, that he that won valour ſhould rec eiue the like reward, In this 
manner continued the battell all that dap, euen till the Sun · ſet. At 
laſt they ſkroue on each part which ſhould found retrait firff, but 
neither ſide would peeld, that the fight continued all night, till 
the next mozning, making qreatfires fo giue them light. At bzeake 
of dap, the battell began afreſh in moſt flexce manner, that blonr 
ran downe as water in channels . 
Valentine and D. Myllon'behautd themſelues right valianfly, 
foz on euerp ſide they beate downe bothhozſe and man. But Va- 
lentine was foo fozward, foz hee entted to farre info the enemies 
Campe that he came very neere the ſtandard of Brandiffcr,Being 
there, the'7adian Admiral eſpped him, who rafiſoftercely at him, 
that de flew Valentines haſe bnder him, who perceining himlelfe 
vbnhozlt lighfly got vpon his keet, and with his \wozdhe hewed out 
a paſſage, but he could not haue eſcaped, had not D. Myllon by 
chance reteened him with afreſh hozfe So Valentine retyred him · 
ſelfs onf of the baftell to retreſb his tyꝛrd limbes. When the Indi- 
an Matſhall ſaw their de had the wozſe,he by his policy withdzele 
his fozces, ond in time ole ont of fight, ſo that at laſt they betooke 


thein fo their heeles, and ran away. 2 

Valentine perteiuing it, told D. Myllon thereof, ſo they determi, 
ned, that Valertine and his Troopes ſhould ſet vpon the Marchall, 
which they did, and fell vpon tho Indians in ſuch kurious manner, 
e their battell array. The 

ſeeing thonght to baue ſled, but Valentine meetin

In this bickering there were many Pziſoners of account ſarpzis 
zed and taken, all which Valentine ſent info Angery to be kept 
in ſafety By this time of the day Brandiffer and Lucar knew that 
they had the wozle, butthep could not make reſifarce. At laſt, 
they reſolued ta returne againe into their own Countries and revs 
nite their fozces afreſh. Do mapping vp their Enſignes, they took

Amongft the ref was ide Parkhall of India, of whomhe de · 
mandsd if he would fozſake his 2 The arſhall an- 
twered that he would ſooner tog ane his life, Then D. Ayllon de: 
manded of what counfry he was be ſaid, J am a Parlhall of Inde, 
and one whom the king loueth. Quoth D. Myllon vnto Valentine, 
we are made in this pziloner, fo; in exchange of him we ſhal 
releaſe K.Pepin who was led awa by the Indian king fo be his 
Dwarfe, when we were taken pzifoners at /cruſalem. Then they 
demanded ol him, ir the king had not in his poſſeſſion a Theiffian 
ol low ſtature:? ves quotij he, fhere-remainefh ſuch a one in his 
Court, but not as his pꝛiſoner, and thither was he bzonght when 
the twelue Peeres of France were taken in Ieruſalem. Parkall 
qd. Valentine it ts de after wbom we enquire, wherefoze let him be 
bought hither, and deliuered to vs, and pou ſhall be ſet at liberty, 
foz de is a page whom J euer loned, attending dpon my perſon: At 
ſbele wozds the Marſball reiopced, e ſent letters to the Indian R.

grew wonderfully diſtempered, and pꝛeſently called together 
Barons, and ſafe in counſell what was tequiſite to be done in ſuch 
a deſperate plot.

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being come thither Valentine cauſed the gates thereof to be opened

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end there was great joy fo2 the Lady Clerimond. The next moz* 
ning Valentine tauſed her to be tlad in rich habiliments, and mar- 
ried her, By this time the king knew of her eſcape, and grew fren- 
zy, and laid: a, thon falſe Enchinter hatt thou thus decctued me ?

Herebpon 
Queene Berthe with her poong fon Charles fled to Lyons fo ſeeke 
ſuccour : At the ſame time lined a wozthp and truſty Earle of An- 
ioy, who fauonring the Queene, and pittying her diſtreſſe, foztifi- 
ed his Caſtle againſt the Briraines, to whom the Queene ſent 4000 
Hozſe to keepe the paſſage. At laſt the king of Britaine bad the 
Carle giue him paſſage into France, but heanſwered no. Heereb- 
pon there was appointed a band of Soldiers, to lay ſlege to Argiers, 
but the Earle kept cloſe within the City, and would not iſſue out 
thereof. During this ſiege was king Pepin come to Paris, and there 
was ioylully rt ceiued: when the Queene vnderſtood hee was at 
Paris ſhee haſted vnto him, and when the came befoze him in feares 
the ſaid : Deere Lozv, reuenge bs on this Uſurper. Ladp (quofh 
the king) feare it not. So calling about him his counſe and 
men of war, he made haſt to furniſh vp his companies, and many 
there were that voluntarily offered themſelnes to doe the king 
any ſeru:ce. By this time the kiug of Bitaine heard that K, Pepin 
was comming againft him with a great Army, which feared him, 

and not without cauſe. But ſee what followed,foz bis owne friends 
befrayed him to R. Pepin, onelp to ſane their own ſtates, and make

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Now was Valentine much tronbled in mind, how he ſhould free 
the Emperoz his Father from impꝛiſonment, foz he knew well 
that the Caſtle was not fo be won by war oz policie, noz by any 
thing, but by Treaſon: At laſt he reſolued on a ſubtle plot, 4 thus 
if was: He put fa Sea twelue Ships, manned with 2000 men, and 
laden with all mannur of riches, as pꝛecious ſtones, and ſilkes, and 
thus as archants arriued thep,befoze this trong Caſtle. 

Valentine tooke bpon him the ſhape of a Parchant, letting a 
rich Crowne on his head, and ſaid vnto his men: be pon all pꝛi- 
uately armed within the ſhips, ſo that none of pou be ſeene, if the 
Sarazens came aboozd, put them to death, Then comming toward 
the Caſtle gate with the Crowne on his head, the Pozfer ſzid what 
bzing pou hither, friend ſaid /alentine J am a Parchant going in- 
to Spaine, and hauing many rich commodities, A beard ſap that x 
might not paſſe without a frtbute, on paine of life, Said the Þ 0z+ 
ter, J will goe fo mp Lody and bung you an anſwere, ſo he went 
fo Galazy, and told his meflage,the Lady bnderſtanding there was 
fuch pzecious Jewels aboo2d, ſhe ſaid to her Seneſchall: Go and 
receine the tribute due to me of the Parchant, and take along with 
you a ſufficient company of Souldiers, left they ſhould offer pan in- 
jury. e did as he was commanded, and comming to the ſhips, 
they found ineſtimabie Jems,. inſomach as they were rauiſhed 
therewitb, ſo they taking the value ol the tribute due to the Lady, 
ſuddenly the Chziſftans that lap hid in the Chip ſet vpon them and 
flew them. Then Valentine ſaid vnto fyem, except we goe foz- 
ward, in this enferpzize, we ſhal neuer gaine the Caſtle, wherefoze 
be cauſed 50 of his men to put on the Sarazens gownes ener their 
Armozs, and ſo lading themſelues with ſilkes and pzecious ſtones, 
tooke their way towards the Caſtle. 

Lhe Pozter tyed bp the Lyons, let down the dzaw-bzidge, and 
thirfting after ſome great reward, went beyond his bounds, inlo⸗ 
much as Valcatine led him to the ſhips, being come V alentine ſhews 

ed him their dead bodies, and ſaid:J wil make pou like one of theſe, 
ik pon giue me not paſſage info this C aſtle, fir (qd, the Pozter) 4 
thall doit, Why then qd. Valentine J will reward thee. Come ſaid 
he Pozter, and bzing all thoſe men whom vou daue clad in = 
e 
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bite of Sarazens, foʒ thep cannot be known from them in the caſtle, 
and let them enter one by one, which they did: fo beeing entred, 
the Pozter ſhewed them a ſecret Poſterne, which Valentine ha* 
uing gotten cauſed all the dozes to be ſet open, then winded he his 
hozne at the which all thoſe in the ſhips haffed vnto him. Then he 
entred the Chamber of the Lady Galazice, who was aſtonied ther» 
af, buf he ſaid, Lady, feare not, foz I haue benfured the eas fo 
haue a ſight of pour ropall pzeſence, then ſhe bad him welcome, end 
highly feaſted him. Valentines men hauing entred the Caſtle, with 
their ſhouts ſo affrighted the Lady: that in weeping manner ſhee 
ſapd vnto him, Cour te ous knight, ſaue my Uirginify,L ady (ad. he) 
feare not, foz there ts none that dares attempt any diſhonour to- 
wards your perſon, By this time al the Pagans within the Caſtle 
were lain, and Valentine haſting vnto the Dungeon, did bzeake if 
open, and eryed out aloud, all you that be alive, come fozth, Orſon 
knowing his boice,replyed : Bꝛother, pou are welcome,how came 
you hither. Valentine ſayd J am come to ſet pon at liberty. At theſe 
wo2ds, the Emperoꝛ fell into a fwoond, but Orion ſuddenly reco« 
ue red him. Then came thep out of the Dungeon, in ragged cloths, 
and ill colonred faces: but the Chziſfians renelled foz the ſpace of 7. 
dais s in the Caffle, and Orſon falling in loue with Galazie, after 
the death of Fezon marrped her, by whom he had aſon(named Or- 
ſayre) who after held the Empire at Conſtantinople, 

Thele affaires being thus bꝛonght fo an end, a counſell was cal- 
led, what was beft fo be done: at laſt thep reſolued to leave a Gar ; 
riſou fo reſiſt the Enemp: Some ſapd it was fifting that Haufray 
and Henry ſhould bndertake this taske: but Haufray replpcd, not 
we, foz we are determined to go foz France to ſerue our Father. 
Nd. Orſon ii au be ſo reſolued, we haue ſmall reaſon ta weep foz 
pour departurne, foz there is nothing but treaſon in pou. At theſe 
wozds Haufray t Henry were diſpleaſed, but they durff not we it. 
At laſt, if was reſolued that the E mperoz ſhould take his ref, and 
his Son Orſon and the Greene knight honld remaine there fo de⸗ 
fend the Caſtle, whilff Valentine with the teſt addzeſſed fhemſelues 
foz Angory. Now will we look info the treaſon of Haufray & Hen- 
ry wha being come into France, laid a. plot fo fake away ers 
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Being come to Paris, the Aing ropalip f:afted the m, ai d affer de» 

manded what newes of the Emperoz, Valentine, Orion, and the 

reſt. Nd. the traitoꝛs, they were all ſlaine in a battell at Angory, 

at which the king wared wandzons lad, After this thep poploncy 

the R. and Queene. Now little Charles was ſtill liuing, who (as 

— — would haue it) hapned under the ſafe keeping of Myllon 
augler. 

The king and Queene being both thus treacheroully popſoned, 
the Two Traitoꝛs ſeemed to be exceeding ſazowlull, but D. My1- 
lon Dꝛugler being a man of valiant and couragious Spirit, fozth- 
with cauſed a counſell fo be halden, wherin he would haue crowned 
poung Charles R. of France, hut Haufray and Henry bp bzibes [o 
cozrupfed the Loꝛds that Charles was held too pong: Berevpon D. 
Myllon was committed vnto pziſon oz ſtanding on the Childs 
part, and Charles held ag a kitchen boy, 

A little after, if hapned that Hautray commanded (Charles to 
turne a ſpit, but the Boy being full of Pajeſty tooke bp the ſpit x 
felled him vnto tha earth, At this; out tept Henry, thinking fo 
mite the child, but hee being ꝛeady fo receiue him, gaue him ſuch 
a bore on the eare, that the blond ifued out of his mouth. Then 
Haufray commanded his men fo lap hold vpon him, but there came 
a knight which fooke Charles by the hand and conueyed him to Pa- 
ris. The traitoꝛs perceining Charles was gone, made out affer 
him but he could not be found Herebpon D. Ayllon fold his wife 
thereof, who was ſiſter to charles. The Lady could not behold the 
ſame foz feares, but bowed that thep ſhould dearely pay foz theſe 
Treaſons,and fozthwith cauſed letters to be wzitten info Augory 
bnto Valentine and the Twelne Peeres of France. Theſe Letters 
came firſt info the hands of Valentine who could not chooſe but 
weepe at this act of Uillany : the Loads perceiving his fearcs,as» 
ked the caule, he anſwered king pepin t the gueene are dead, and as 
fo; charles, the fws accurſedbzothers, Haufray & Henry, haue cha · 
fed him ont ofthe Conntroy, impziſoned D. Millon, & all that held 
en pong charles his fide: thele are the contents of theſe letters, and 
the lady that ſendeth them, requireth help to appꝛehend theſe — 
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Theſe ſad tydings put them to their wits end e lying betweene 
two cxtreames, knew not which way to take, foz Brandiffer was 
daily expected with an Army of many thouſands, At laſt Valentine 
ſayd, Ere to mozrow night 4 will ſet free D. My llon, oz elſe my 
Skill ſhall zeceive me: at which they laughed heartily, but Valen- 
tine departed, and with pacolers hozft he ſaddenly arrtued at paris, 
where by bis Art he opened the gater, 4 releaſed all the pꝛiſoners. 
and being ſhewed the Chamber where D. Myllon was, be enfred 
the ſame who being faſt aſleepe, he awaked him and laid: Sir, J 
am Valentine which am come to ſet poy free. Zhen he mounted 
him on his hozſe, and bad him not ſpeak, foʒ he was to paſle though 
the avze. The D. pzayed him to paſte by the caſtle of Angier, that 
be might brit ſee his Mike, which he did, and and being come to the 
Lady thercof, who pꝛeſently ran and kiſſed him, demanding of him 
whither he went ⸗ Lady qd. he, J gee to fight againſt the Infldels, 
fo bꝛing home the twelue Peeres of France, with an army to auer · 
thꝛow Hautray and Henry, & to ſuccour Charles. Mauing refreſh» 
ed themſelues with meat, they ſet fozwards towards Hungary, 
Being come, they came betoze all the Barons, who were much 
aſtonied at Valentines Art, greatip deſiring to learn it, but he wold 
teach it na man. Now was Brandiffer with his hoaſt come within 
a mile of Angory and there pianted his ſiege, The Citizens hea- 
ring hercof, unt bp their gates, dzew vp their bzidges, and after 
— the Male lving a month together, without, making anp 
reſtſtante. | 

The Emperoz hearing that Bcardiff-r had begirt Angory with 
lo huge an army, reſolned to-leaug the ſtrong caſtie fo the guard of 
a knight. So the Emperoz, Orſon, & the grec knight, took ſhip: 
ping, actompanied with a 1000 ſouldiers, being af Sea, they ſaw 
a great fleet of ſhips comming to them: x at laſt they foundit to be 
a Pagou with 10coo men going to the ſucour of Brandiffer: the 
Chziftians longing to fight with the pagans, fell vpon them io that 
their chanced a bloudy battell: great valoz was own on bofh 
ſidcs, but they knew not whether the victozy would incime. At 
laſt the Pagan Admirall encounfrinx a Chzifian knight, funs 
bled. him oner ſhip. boozd ; Orſon ſtanding by him grew __ 


— 
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taking his Axe ſtruck him ſtarke dead. This deed ſo diſcouraged 
the Pagans, that they withdꝛew themſelues all thatnight ready ts 
flight, hauing loſt 15 tall ſhips, and 4000 men, Then the @mpe- 
ro2 ſapd,Lozds let vs arme our ſelues with ſuch weapons as heere 
we haue ſeized from the Pagans, which they p2efently did, but 
this enferpziſe was fatall, foz the Emperoz was ſlaine by his own 
ſon Valhntine, who faoke him foz an Jnfivell, as hereafter pou 
thall heare. But here they hopſe ſaile againe, and at laſt arrined in 
Angory. 

Itter a months ſiege Valentine ſent a defiance fo Brandiffer, 
offering him battell. The Chꝛiſtians diuide their battell intn Ten 
ſquadzons, whereot D. Myllon was their Generall: the ſecond 
Samp(ſcn of Orleance, the third Earle of Vandoſme, the Fourth 
Carle of Champagne, the fift Quintine of Normandy: the ſixt the 
D. of Burgoyne,the ſeauenth the Earle of Dampmart in, the eight 
the Earle of Aſſerue, theninth,the parſhall of ¶ vnſtant inople / the 
tenth was Valentine who added courage vnto all the reſt. Being in 
oꝛder, they iſſued out of the City fo affajile Brandiffer, who had de- 


 uided his army into Fiffeenefuadzons, and that uadzon which 


had the leaſt commander was a king. At the jopning of theſe bat. 
tels, a certaine Pagan (that nener befoze had been in wars) couchs 
ed his ſpeare in reſt, and would be the fozmoft man, but Valentine 
thinking to coole his pꝛide, ran again him, and ſtroke him down 
dead. Then thep fell to it pellmell, wherein the Chziſtians behaved 
themſelues valiantly. The Indian king entring the battell, made 
very much flanghter, but Valentine meeting him, gaue him luch a 
Counterbuffe, that he ſet him beſide his hozſe, 

At this pꝛeſent the Chꝛiſtians got the better, and cauſed the Jn- 
fidels to gine ground, but there came in a Sarazen Captaine with 
30000 men, and continued the battell moze hotter then befoze, By 
this time u. Lucar lighted on the Indian Ix. and lent him ſuccour. 
ou the Chziffians began fo refire, infomuch that they had been 

zced to v Hametull flight, had not twa ballant N nights arriued in 
b with 700 men at Arms (the which ( lately had come from 
the boly Sepulchze, æ ſuffered much miſery) entred the field, The 
ene of them bzought into France the daughter ofa rich admirall -= 
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led Claridine and cauſed her to bg baptized. The name of the one 
as Reynard of Province, the other Millon of Dyon, At their 
2ppzoachthe Pagans wes much diſcomfifedz foz Myllon of Dyon 
it dis fit ſt encounter, ſmote R. Lucar ſtarke dead, and at the next 
another R. called Rubres, which accident much ama ed B randiffer. 
At another part of the battell ruſhed in Reynard, and flew many of 
of them. Valentine wondzed at theſe two knights ol C hiualry, and 
comming foward them, ſaid : Lozds ou are welcome, J pzay you 
what are pou, oz by what chance came pou hither: Friend(qd Rey⸗ 
nard we are Loʒds of France, and lately come from the Holy Se - 
pulchze, who hearing of theſe wars, we thought it requiſite to de» 
fend pou againf the Pagons; J am called R cynard Lozd of Pro- 
vince,and mp companion is called 245 lon of Dyon- Nuoth V alens 
tine once againe heartily welcome, foz Myllon Daugler is here, 
end all the Peeres ol France, ſo they topntly ruſhed afreſhinfo the 
Battell. All this while the Indian . had a ſpleene at Valentine fo; 
bis laſt diſgrace, and finding him aut accompanied onelp with thzee 
ether kings, they ſo encountred Valentine, that they did ſmite him 
and bis hozſe to the ground, Being downe, he quickly reconered, 
and dzawing out his ſu'02d defended himſelle therewith, but with 
much danger, At iaſt D. Myllon, Sampſon, and Geryais, came bn- 
to his ſuccour getting a freſhhozſe foz him. Valentine being moun⸗ 
ted made bis courſe againſt the Indian N. againe ,and ſtriking him 
down, took from him his ſhield which he kept (fo2 bee had loſt his 
owne; This ended, Tydings come that a great fler te of Sarazens 
was comming neere vnto the Mauen. Yerebpon Valentine ſapd, 
Lozds let vs pꝛeſently goe and ſtrengthen the Paſſages, ſo Valen- 
tine and the D. Myllon of Dyon, went vnte the Panen. But theſe 
were all friends and Chziſtians, amongſt whom was bis Father 
the Emperoz of Greece, of wham youtſhallheare moze at large. 
Dhe Empere2 hauing landed his men, Valerrmolalufedbim with 
bis ſpeare in his reſt. The Emperoz (who bare the ſhield of a Sara- 
zen, bnknowne) encountred with his fon. At laſt Valentine ran 
his fpeare quite th; ough his fathers body, that he fell: down dead, 
Mis father being dead, he ſaid Montioy vive Greece; Orfor ſi ting 
bis father de ad, did weepe, and ſaid vnto nnn 
ſma 
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{mall'conqueff in this, foz yon haue flaine pour Father. When 
he heard him ſay lo, he fell in an extaſie from his Hoꝛſe. To this la · 
mentation of the two B2zofhers came Reynard of Province, and 
Myllon of Dyon. to comlozt them, ſaping, knight haue patience, fo 
teares cannot recall him: alas ſaid Valentine, what hare J done 
At were happy foz me, if death would take me from this Mozld: 
J haue committed this fact, deteſtable both to Gads and men: O, 
whit wil become ol me⸗ my life haue J paſſed awap in troubles, foz- 
ments, and cares, and now to adde moze ſozrow to my daies, 3 
haue ſhed the bloud of my deate Father. Bꝛother Orlon, take mp 
ſwozd, and cut off my head, that the ear ih map not beare ſo bloody 
a Butcher. Bꝛother ſaid Orion, deſpaire not thus, but repent, and 
no doubt but you ſhall be fozginen So comfozting him in this man · 
ner, at laſt they got him to his hoʒſe, whereon being mounted hee 
ran thzoughout the pagan troopes ſo furiouſly, that all they that 
food in his wap periſhed. Now began the batfell to increaſe, and 
king Chriſtopher flew the Chʒiſtians on euerp ſide. At laſt V alen- 
tine meeting him, gaue him ſuch a canuiſado, that he peirced his 
bodp quite thoꝛow. In this battell the D. Myllon ot Dyon, and 
Reynard of Province, ruſhed ſo fierce info the battel ofthe enemy 
that they were taken pꝛiſoners, pet hotwithſtanding their aduerſe 
loztunes, they got their liber ty once againe, and made Charles R. 
al France, with honour and top, to the deſtruction of Haufray and 
Henry, the two nofable frayfozs : pet was not this fierce, long, x 
tedious battell ended, foz they ſtood to it mantłully on either ide. 
Valentine being careleſſe of lite, at laſt met with Brandiffer who 
encountred each other ſo flertelp, that both fell to the earth, but Va- 
lentine ſuddenly recouering himſelle, tooke the N. ſuch a blow, that 
hee claue his head. . Brumant ſeeing his mother ſlaine, depar ted 
out of the field, with the Admiral of Cordes, and R. /oſuch, who 
cauſed a retrait to be ſounded. The chziffians following lew many 
thouſands, and others leapt into the ſea, and dzowned themſelues. 
So the night dzawing on, the Chziftians returned info the City. 
Next moꝛning in burying the dead, there was great lamentation 
foz the Emperoz of Greece. Then his body was ropally interred 
in the city.of Angory, but Valentine could not becomfoztev. _ 
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The Pagans being thus fwiſe put fo the wozſe, befoze 4ngory, 
D. Myllon tocke his leaue of Valentine, to refurne info France, 
ſaying, Valentine J would J could returne agſwiftly backe, ag pot 
bꝛought me hither. Friend (ſaid Valentine) J would J had neuer 
knowne the Art, foz it hath bzought nothing but de ration e ſhame 
on me, and an bnfimely death that taught it me: ſo the D. Myllon 
departed, Valentine g; Orſon intended to gs fo; Greece, but befoze 
their departure, they crowned the Green Knight N. of Angory, 
After leaue taken, Orſon called the faire Galazy vnto him and ſaid; 
Loueknow you are with child by me, pet J cannot wed pou foz 
that J haue another wife, but befoze J goe, J will make certaine 
& ands ouer bnta you foz your maintenance, that pou map heere- 
alter liue of your ſelfe without the helpe of any other. Al thele offers 
the denied, but ſaping ſhe would goe to ſea with him,andafferton- 
fine me vnto ſame religious houſe, wherein J may ſpend the reſt- 
due of my daies Agreed (quoth Orſon) and ſo he tooke her with 
bim to Conſtantinople, Being come thither, they ſent wozd to the 
;Empzeſſe of their Fathers death, but concealed by whom it was 
done. The Lady wasſozrowfull fo2 her Pusband, but topedat the 
ſight ol her Chilvzen : ſo did all the City like wilr, making great 
frivmphs thzoughout the ſame. The Empꝛelle being one day af 
dinner,ſayd bnfo her Sons, Valent ine if muſt be agreed betwirtf 
you who ſhall be Emperoꝛ. Orſon replped, it appertaineth nof? 
mee fo take the fr ſt place. 152other let it be as 3 ſap, foz J anybe- 
holding to pou, pou nothing to me, therefoze take the Empire, and 
ſway the Scepter. 

At laſt, if was agreed on, that they Could joyntly gouerne, hut 
Valent ine continued not long in that ſtate of dignity,foz ſhoztlp af- 
ter, on a mozning, he called to him Clerimond, and ſaid thug bnfo 
her: Underſtand we, you know that 3 haue ſlaine my Father,and 
mp conſcience remaineth fill froubledfoz the fac, and J am fhere- 
foze winded fo goe on Pilgrimage. Commend me fo. mp Pother, 
and mp bzother Orion, both which J charge pou not fo ſee till m- 
kcene dapes be paſſed auer, and then giue him this letter, all which 
the Lady muſt conſent to, although in teares.

ons they made, How Belggſant & Clerimond came to know King 
Hugent t reaſon, and how Galeran loſt his head. And how Orſon 
and the Greene knight were fer free, 


hen Valentine ſapd, Ladp, ceaſe pour feares, and gfue 
me pour wedding Ring: che haning done fo, he bzoke it 
Pon two peeces; keeping the one halle, and giying her 

A the other, ſaping my loue keepe thy halle, and whatſa- 
euer pou heare, belecnencthing fill yon ſee this other halle which 
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J poſſeſſe. At thefe woꝛds he imbzaced her and wept bitterly, and 
fo departed, onely one page with him. Haring long trauatied, at 
laſt de came ta Rome, there temming into the pꝛeſence ofa Yers 
mit, he confelſed the death of his Father, the Hermit ſeeing him 
ſo penitent, eniopned dim pennance: Firſt, change thy habit and 
go barely cloathed, and 7 peares lye bnder the ſtaires of thy pallace 
without ſpeaking any wozds, thou ſhalt neither eat noz dainke but 
i ftheſcrass that come fremthine own table, do this, + feare not 
thy ſins. Sir (aid Valentine, all this J will do: ſo after he had di- 
ned, he departed withaut ſpeaking to his ſeruant: after ibis / aleu- 
tine enfred ints a wood, feeding bpon Roots: and he continued 
there ſo long that he was fo:goften amangft men, 

Orſon hauing now: read the Ketter that Clerimond dolinered 
him, wept bitterly, inſomuch as the Lady ſayd vnto him, Bzother 
ceaſe pour laments ; alas ſayd Orſon J haue great canſe, fo; this 
Letter ſheweth that my Bzother will neuer returne : hereat the 
Lady ſwounded, and reconering her ſeife, ſhe ſaid, why hath my 
lone didden his intent from me : but all her ſozraw- could not call 
him home againe.. Tydings was ſpzead thzough the City, that 
Valentine wand neuer returue:Clerimond waited, Bel hj tant tom 
plained, and Orton ſighed. Now (as the ftozy ſaith)the lady-Fezon 
bearing that Orſon dad gat another Lady with Childe, ſhe dyed 
with griefe. Being dead, Orſon made a peares folenmity ofher ſu 
nerall, t after married with Galazy,of whom ys haue heard befoze, 
Ho I hall bew youhow Valentine came-dacke to Conftanti 
nople in begger by weedes, informchfhat de was not knowne; ga» 
ing lrom bouſe ta houſea begging. At laft,he went into his bothers 
palace about ſupper time, and thoſe that waited on the table; beare 
him away. O ron feeing them to tuxriſh. bad them lat him along 
fo2 J am willing that all paare men ſhall be receinenfoz mp bꝛot hel 
Valentines lake, that ſo we map heare tydiugs of dim. Alter this 
thep bzought him meat 4 wine, but he eſpying a bagket wherin the 
ſcraps wore put, eat therak,whichamazed tho beholvers. iht bo. 
ing come, the ſeruitoꝛs aaed orten il he would let that counterleit 
abide in his palace. J(qd. Orſon fox it may de fo; ſome dow which 
be haſh made. Thus abode Valentine, and made his bed vnder fhe 
ſtaires, of fraw.On the —— 
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nep, after came his mother, and h's wife Clerimond, and they 
gaue him Money faping,how can you endure thus naked without 
cioathes, this night pou ſhall haue ſome pꝛouided foz you They be- 
ing gone he gaue his money to two pooze men ſtanding by him, who 
ſcoffed him foz his labour. Next dap at dinner they gave him variety 
of meats, wh ch he refuſed, made ſignes foz the almes basket: 
Orſon fo try him pet further, cauſedſome ef the beſt meat to be put 
ther ein, but he would not touch it. Then (ſayd Orion) ſurely this 
is ſome vow that he hath made vnts the Gods. Thus Valentine 
remained within the Pallace without being knolone, that all men 
thought hem dead. 10 
In theſe dafes there was a R. of Hungary named Hugon, who 
heard that Valentine had giurn ouer the Empire of - Greece vnto 
bis bzother Orſon. This Hugon came to Co: ſtamtinople, g was 
honozablp receiued. After his arriuall he came to the Lady Cleri- 
mongd,, and ſapd, Jam R. ol Hungary, and haue no wife, and fo: 
that purpoſe am J come hither to traua your loue. J know that Vas 
lentinets dead, oz elſe that he will neuer teturne, wherefoze Lady 
grant me thy loue, an thou ſhaltbe queens of Hungary. Six; qd. the 
Lady, I thanke poufoz pour kinglp pzoffer; bat fo be pour wife 3 
cannot, fo; ſure mp Valentine liueth, and foz-7. yeare Jwill everp 
dap expect his returne : beſides when J make thotce ofa Husband. 
my Bzoiher Orſon and tha Greens knight maſtknow,foz without 
the(r leaue J will neuer marty. Then he went towards o r ſon and 
demanded ol him, if de heard any tydings of his bother. Great n. 
(qd. Orſon no: J heard that he leftme a letter, the which his wile 
deliuered me, and certiſled me that he is gone to exile, beareth a» 
haut tim halte the ring that hee was married withall, the other 
alle he lelt with her, charging her that ſhe belteue nothing of him, 
the ſee the other halle which he poſſeſſed. The Gods be his good 
ſpeed, gd. Hugon,foz be was a wozthp knight. But one thing (qv, 
Hygon haue, I moze to acquaint pou with, 3 am determined fo 
take a Jgurneyfo Ieruſalem to biſite the holy ©hzine, ſo you wold 
beate me conmmanp. ZWith all my heart (gd. O: ſon) but let vs goto 
Angorys with vs the Greene knight, who is R. thereot. It (hal be 
ta gd. Hugon: ſo Orſan taking leaue of his mother, and his wife 


Galaxy; dame to Angory t wasreceſued with great jop. Jagt 
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fcafted there, they tooke their way fo lerulalem. Being tome into 
the City, (while they were beholding diuers Ponuments) Hugon 
ſtole away from them to the R. of Sury, 1 ſaid: A have a meſſage 
to deliuer wozth peur attention: There is newly arriued here two 
wozthp knights that are pour greateſt enemies, foz they lew King 
Brandiffer, N. Lucar, ę pour bzotherK. of India. When Rabaſtre 
beard al that be could ſay,he was very ſozry foz the death of his bzos 
ther, & ſaid bnta Hugon, can pou deliner me theſe two knights: pea 
ſayd the tray toꝛ, ſo yon will gine me their golden ſeales : fir qd. he, 
them and much moze will A gine pou: Then hearken, ſend vnto 

the Patriarkes houſe, and he will tell you where they are. The R. 

pꝛeſentlp ſent out 800. armed men, andfoumd them at dinner, then 

they tooke them, and bzonght them vnto the N. Falle enemtes(qd. 

the R.) to our lines and religion, my heart cuen leapeth foz top that 

J have gotfen pou, tell me what are pour names? Pp name is Or- 

{on, i; this the Green night. Pou are the men J wicht foz,+ there 

is another called Valentine had J him alſo, J would bie pon all a» 

like: then he cauſed their ſeales fo be taken away, 4 giuen fo Hu⸗ 

gon, and they to be caſt into a Dungeon, and led onely wifhbzeav 

and water. Now all this while they knew not what was become 

of Hugon, foz they thought verily he had been Qatne by the Sara- 

zens, while he was plotting with another Craitoz in the City 

called Galcran, and began thus to ſolicit him. Galeran mp deſire ig 

to implop pour ſecrefisin a matter of impozt, and J wilt reward 

the ſufficiently. Anckle (qd, Galcran) feare me not, J know pour 

dzikt, you would obtaine the louely Clerimond: true ſayd Hugon, 

therekoze let vs wzite a letter in the name of Orſon, and we will 

eaſe it with bis ſeale, and fhe Letter hall be thus framed. a 
Orſon, by the power of thr Gods Emperoꝛ of Greece, un- 

to the thzice renowned @oueraigne Lady my Potber : bnto 

pou my loue Galazy ,q my ſiſter Clerimond, greeting. Know this, 

that many things are falne ont confrarp to our erpectation, which 

are here fetdowne, requiring nothing but patience: Ladies, know; 

that J haue found my 35Bzother Valentine on his death Bed af 

Icruſalem, and a little befoze his laſt-Gaſpe , hee charged 

fo ſalute Clerimond in his name, and command her, that if 

ener ſhee marry againe, ſhee _—— 
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the cauſe why he ſent not the halle Ring was, loꝛ that it was ſkoln: 
from him in his ſickeneſſe. 

This Letter thus finifhed, Orton wote another letter ſaping : 
Right wel-beloved ſiſter, we haue (aid pnough about mp Bꝛother 
Valentine, but nom we with pou foz the great beauty wherewith 
rou are ado2ned : firft to accomplith the deſtre of the dead: ſecony- 
ly to increafe your honour, we aduiſe von to match with Hogon 
Pꝛince of Hungary, as you will aunid our diſpleaſure. And foz fur- 
ther authozitp, we have ſealed theſe Letters with car owne ſeales. 
Againe know, that we canuot pet returne, foz great wats is falne 
between the 3nfidels and Chziſfians, ſo we leane pon to the tuition 
al the Gods, Theſeletters being ſealed, Hugon gaue them to Ga- 
leran to beere to Conſtantinople, himſelſe following #fter, bp this 
meanes thinking to get tde Ladp. | 

Galcran being in Conſtantinople, deliuered his Leffers fo the 
Lady Bdlly fant, who commanded that he ſhould be higdlp frafted, 
Afterward, thee called one to read them, and Valentine lying in the 
Ball, heard the contencs thereof. Being read, the Ladies grew ex- 
treame fozrowfull fo; the death af Valentine, but efpectally the L as 
dy Clerimond pittionfly lamenting her misfoztunes, ſatd : How 
bnhappp amongſt women am J Alas Valentine, why went 7 not 
with ſhee, to ſee thy body laid vp ſafe in the earth? vnkind bzother, 
and the Greene knight, why are pou two inch moztall enemies, aa 
to uiſh me to marriage ſoſoone alter mp Valentines death: ſeeing 
I have loſt ſo noble, couragious, louing a knight : the Pirroz of 
Chiualry, the Role of honour, the example of Curteſte, ę the patron 
of truth. Death, hat thou not one dart leltts ſho ot at this pooze 
bzeff, fo2 ſeeing my life is nothing dut ſozrow, J will neuer haue o 
ther Pusband, but inſozrow will J ſpend the reſt of mp daics - 
All this did Valentine behold, which he pittied, but fearing to bee 
knowne he buried it in ſilence.
